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NET WEIGHTS AND MEASURES? 


At the recent convention of the In- 
ternational Association of Master 
House Painters and Decorators of the 
United States and Canada, held at In- 
dianapolis, February 10 to 13, the As- 
sociation took an action which may 
have a great deal of influence in in- 
ducing those manufacturers of mate- 
rials used by the painting craft who 
do not now put up their goods in pack- 
ages containing the full net weight and 
measure to adopt this policy. 

At the convention of the Massachu- 
setts Society of Master Painters and 
Decorators, held in Boston in January 
a committee that had been appointed 
to test varnishes, enamels, colors, etc., 
in order to determine whether the 
purchaser was getting what he paid 
for in the way of full weight and 
measure, reported the result of ther 
finding at an executive session of the 
society, from which all representatives 
of the supply houses were excluded. 
Although there were many honorable 
exceptions, the revelations which were 
made concerning well known brands 
of material that were either short in 
weight or measure were so surprising 
that the following resolution was in- 
troduced at the International conven- 
tion and was unanimously adopted:— 

Whereas, at the convention of the Mass- 
achusetts Society, held in Boston in 
January, 1914, a committee reported that 
they had found well known brands of 
varnish, colors, enamels and the like to 
be short of weight; therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed 
by the incoming president to purchase in 
the open market various brands of ma- 
terial which are used by our members, 
and with the assistance of the sealer of 
weights and measures, or such other offi 
cial as may have charge of such matters, 
examine them and report their findings to 
our 1915 convention. 

The names of the committee were 
not announced at the convention, but 
as the new president, William E. Wall, 
is also president of the Massachusetts 
Society, it is likely that at least one 
member of the committee will be a 
man who has served on the State 
Committee and is therefore familiar 
with its work. ‘The plan adopted was 
to purchase a package, of the size 
ordinarily used by the trade of each 
material to be tested, and using the ut- 
most possible care, to determine two 
things: — First whether the contents 
Were net weight or measure, and sec- 
ond, whether the container was of s.i- 
ficient size to enable it to hold the 
duantity indicated by the label. When 
the first package of any brand proved 
to be short, another package was pur- 
chased from a different dealer in 


order to determine whether’ the 
stortage was accidental or whether it 
persisted in all the packages of that 
brand. Every endeavor was made to 
have the test as absolutely fair as it 
was possible to do, and for this reason 
standard measures and weights in- 
spected by the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures of Boston were used in every 
ease, 
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ANTI-NARCOTIC BILL REPORTED 
IN STRENGTHENED FORM. 


With relief from the pressure of the 
more urgent legislation ‘hefore Con- 
gress during the last few months, the 
chances for advancing the bills relating 
to the traffic in narcotic drugs for 
final consideration may now be re- 
garded as encouraging for long-dc- 
ferred enactment. The Harrison bill, 
dealing generally with the regulation 
of habit-forming drugs, is the measure 
to which the country is most vitally 
pledged as a fulfillment of our pact 
with The Hague movement as well as 
in recoznition of the strongest inherent 
principle of humanitarianism. This bill 
with its far-reaching remedial provi- 
sions has had a most buffeting career 
since its introduction, and it is only 
after repeated conferences between 
government officials and trade repre- 
sentatives that it was brought to a 
stage to fulfill its worthiest purposes 
without occasioning further serious 
criticism on the part of trade interests. 
After more than two months of occa- 
sional consideration, the Harrison bill 
has been the subject of favorable re- 
port from the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, and is publisned in full in our 
news columns. 

The modifications made in the bill 
from the draft, as passed by the House 
on June 26 last, are not of great mo- 
ment; but some of the changes are cal- 
culated to strengthen the bill materi- 
ally. The extension of the measure to 
importers of and dealers in hypodermic 
syringes or needles adapted to admin- 
ister any of the drugs in question is 
the first and probably one of the most 
important of the new features. The 
exemption of officers of the Federal 
and State governments who are law- 
fully engaged in making purchases of 
the drugs for the army or navy and 
for government and State hospitals 
from the requirements of registry and 
payment of the special tax is a reason- 
able amendment. Other changes are 
proposed in extending the application 
of the act to traffic in drugs involving 
Alaska and insular possessions of the 
country and in vesting the insular of- 
ficials with authority to inspect records 
of sale. Paragraph a of section 2, 
covering the rights of physicians, den- 
tists or veterinary surgeons in dispens- 
ing the drugs in their professional 
practice, is rendered more effective by 
the provision that such a practitioner 
“shall have been specially employed 
to prescribe for the particular patient 
receiving such drug or article, and pro- 
vided further that such drug shall be 
dispensed in good faith, and not for the 
purpose of avoiding the provisions of 
this act.’’ In its original form there 
was only the requirement “that the 
physician, dentist or veterinary sur- 
geon shall personally attend upon such 
patient.” 

Qualifying the exemption of narcotic 
drugs exported from the country, the 
bill has been strengthened by the rec- 
ognition of such regulations as are 
prescribed by the foreign countries for 
importation of the drugs. A signifi- 
cant change proposed in section 6, 
fixing the limits of the drugs in medi- 
cinal preparations so as to relieve sell- 
ers of the products from the general 
provisions of the act, imposes the re- 
quirement that the amount of any of 
the drugs in question shall be shown 
upon the label of the container of the 
preparation.

In its present form the Harrison bill 
embodies many worthy features for 
which no small share of credit is due 
to the National Drug Trades Confer- 
ence. This organization has given se- 
rious and painstaking consideration to 
lie different questions involved in the 
administration of the act, and in the 
sessions the trade representatives have 
contributed a valuable service both 
on practical and technical points. 
Recommendations may be 
for the further’ strengthening of 
the bill by substituting the word 
“dealer” for “pharmacist” in the sec- 
ond line of paragraph b, among 
the exemption provisions of sec- 
tion 2, and by the omission in para- 
graphs a and b of the same section 
of the words “registered under this 
act” as applying to physicians, den- 
tists or veterinary surgeons who issue 
prescriptions calling for the drugs in 
question. Amendments covering the 
suggested changes could be made in 
the bill in the Senate. Granting that 
there may be occasion for further 
slight modifications, the measure should 
encounter no undue delay in enact- 
ment. Every reasonable recognition of 
trade interests has been met, and it 
has been gratifying to note the 
strongly increasing sentiment in favor 
eof the proposed legislation on the part 
of representative trade organizations. 
From the humanitarian viewpoint, it 
is only to our discredit that a measure 
of this character has not been enrolled 
upon the country’s statute books years 
ago. Numerous State laws designed to 
regulate within territorial limits the 
traffic in narcotic drugs are in effect, 
but it is through a national statute 
alone that the most formidable means 
of coping with the evil can be attained 
and the most assuring prospects of 
accomplishment realized.

THE LIGHT OF REASON ON 
BEFOGGED TARIFF ISSUES. 


The spirit of reasonableness and ap- 
preciation of fair business principles in 
the construction of involved tariff is- 
sues, upon which we had occasion to 
comment a2 week ago in connection 
with the Treasury Department’s deci- 
sion drawing a marked distinction be- 
tween materials intended for use in 
the manufacture of perfumes and cos- 
metics at 20 per cent. under paragraph 
49 of the tariff act, and goods entitled 
to free entry as crude drugs under 
paragraph 477, has found further and 
broader expression during the last 
few days in determining with clarify- 
ing and comprehensive effect the pur- 
poses of paragraph 17, relating to 
chemical and medicinal compounds in 
packages of two and one-half, pounds 
or less gross weight, or in capsules, 
pills, tablets, or similar forms. The 
ruling of the department early in the 
year embracing all of the items of the 
chemical schedule, except soap, in 
two and one-half or less pound pack- 
ages, regardless of the fact that they 
might have been specified “‘eo nomine” 
at materially lower rates, was calcu- 
lated to operate with particularly har- 
rassing effect upon trade interests, 
and upsetting the most soundly estab- 
lished basis of importing and selling 
operations. The first token of relief 
from the complicating ruling came 
early in the week in instructions to 
Collector Malone at the local port con- 
cerning an issue that had been raised 
over paragraph 17 on olive oil. The 
Treasury Department’s communication 
so construed the purpose and intent of 
the paragraph as to extend its applica- 
tion to such a liberal dégree as to af- 
ford a means of almost general edifica- 
tion. Of most significant effect is the 
department’s interpretation of the real 
character of the terms “chemical and 
medicinal compounds” as covering all 
patent medicines or preparatory reme-

dies of chemicals synthetically pre- 
pared and all articles which are com- 
bined or compounded with the use of 
chemicals. Articles in their natural 
state and condition could not reasonably 
be made subject to a section clearly in- 
dicating a purpose to provide a distinct 
and specific characterization, and 
among the exempted items were named 
olive oil, lemon oil, orange oil, peanut 
oil, fish oil and other rendered, ex- 
pressed, distilled and essential oils not 
mixed or compounded with other oils, 
earths, chalk and crude drugs. This 
operates as an unequivocal reversal of 
the previous ruling that sweet almond, 
lemon and orange in two and one- 
half pound containers, or less, were 
dutiable at 20 per cent. per pound, al- 
though provided for specifically at 
lower rates. 

Following shortly the Treasury De- 
partment ruling on the olive oil case 
came the decision on issues concerning 
refined camphor and naphthaline, in 
which the same broad construction to 
paragraph 17 was expressed, although 
involving a slightly different applica- 
tion of the provisions of the para- 
graph. Refined camphor and naphtha- 
line had been brought within the speci- 
fication for capsules, pills, tablets, loz- 
enges, troches, ampoules, jubes or simi- 
lar forms at 25 per cent., and on the 
interpretation of this provision as 
advanced by the importing inter- 
ests in their protests against the 
ruling, it was contended with rea- 
son that the intent was unmistak- 
ably one to apply to products in 
such a form as to be designed for 
administering for medicinal purposes, 
The force of the argument was ac- 
cepted by the Treasury Department, 
and in taking up the subject with finer 
analysis, it was found that the terms 
“ampoules” and “jubes” were added to 
the chemical and medicinal compound 
paragraph of the present act, but from 
it were eliminated the words “intended 
for medicinal purposes,” contained in 
the act of 1909, and while this restric- 
tion may have raised a presumption 
that Congress intended to include in 
the provision substances not strictly 
medicinal, the association of the sev- 
eral terms of forms in which the prod- 
ucts were imported was sufficient to de- 
termine the purpose and character of 
the articles intended to be covered by 
the paragraph, from which category re- 
fined camphor and naphthaline in the 
form of balls and tablets or squares 
were clearly excluded. 

The extension of paragraph 17 to re- 
fined camphor proved a particularly 
anomalous situation, designed to null- 
ify the specific provisions of the act 
in the relation to the camphor indus- 
try. Under the old act crude camphor 
was permitted free entry, while refined 
wag dutiable at 6 cents per pound. 
The present law worked a double ad- 
vantage to the importing interests by 
taxing crude at 1 cent per pound, and 
reducing the rate on refined to 5 cents. 
By the imposition of a 25 per cent. rate 
on two and one-half-pound slabs of re- 
fined, the domestic refiner was restored 
to practically the same relative posi- 
tion with his foreign competitor as the 
old act afforded. Importers took vig- 
orous action to establish their ad- 
vantage under the present act. By 
the recent ruling of the Treasury De- 
partment naphthaline will be entitled 
to free entry under the specific provi- 
sion of paragraph 452. 

The action of the officials at Wash- 
ington in the construction of the tariff 
law pertaining to aromatic substances 
and chemical and medicinal compounds 
in small containers has occasioned 
widespread gratification throughout the 
Reporter’s trades, not only for the rea- 
sonable and equitable conclusions 
reached, in some cases marking a com- 
plete reversal of the early tentative 
rulings, but for the evidences of con- 
sideration of fairness to business inter- 
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ests in an early settlement of involved 
tariff cases.

TWO YEARS’ COMPARISONS OF 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 
THE REPORTER’S TRADES. 


Featuring the record of the country’s 
imports for December is the gain in 
the total of dutiably free goods on the 
comparison of both November and De- 
cember, 1912, but in the specification, 
there is no material difference in the 
aggregates for the last two years. 
Imports of dutiable merchandise for 
December, 1913, surpassed by more 
moderate margins there for the former 
month and the corresponding month of 
last year, but last year’s trade failed 
to approach the 1912 record. In the 
general import returns for December, 
the earlier monthly aggregates were 
well eclipsed, although the figures for 
twelve months suffer, in comparison 
with the full 1912 total. December, 
1913, also marked a substantial gain 
in the value of imports in the Re- 
porter’s trades, and the aggregate for 
the year shows a strong lead over that 
for 1912. With reference to the general 
export data, December, 1913, was in 
disparaging relationship with the sta- 
tistics for November as well as for the 
previous December, but last year 
placed to its credit an appreciable gain 
over its predecessor. In the fields of 
particular interest, the recent Decem- 
ber export total failed to meet that 
of November, but was in excess of 
the December, 1912 record. Our trades 
in the aggregate broadened their for- 
eign field to a notable extent last 
year, as compared with the 1912 show- 
ing. 

Totals for December, 1912 and 1913, 
and the full years in the Reporter’s 
and general foreign trade relations, 


follow :—

Treating the last two years’ records 
of exports in our trades, we find gains 
in seventeen instances, during 1913, 
while declines marked nine specifica- 
tions. On the creditable side are the 
grouping of the chemical items, fer- 
tilizers, glass and glassware, glucose 
and grape sugar, grease and heavy 
technical oils, oleo oil, oleomargarine, 
tallow, lard, lard compounds, mineral 
oils, perfumeries and cosmeties, flax- 
seed, soap, alcohol, sponges and starch. 
Failing to met their previous records 
were glue, naval stores, oil cake and 
meal, animal and vegetable oils, paints, 
and varnishes, and cottonseed. 

Credit for the most significant ex- 
pansion of foreign trade in our fields 
last year is due to the mineral oils, 
the returns indicating a gain of 14.18 
per cent. in volume and of 20.65 per 
cent. in value. The figures are 2,136,- 
465,721 gallons ($149,316,409) for 1913, and 
1,883,479 gallons for 1912. The subject 
has been the occasion of special edi- 
torial treatment in a recent issue, and 
in this connection it will suffice to call 
particular attention to the fact that 
value increases have been the featur- 
ing development in the various prod- 
ucts in 1913, outstripping in all in- 
stances the volume returns. 

Another material gain in last year’s 
exports has been realized in lard 
with an aggregate of 536,179,645 pounds 
($60,664,940), as compared with 495,092,- 
561 pounds ($52,201,560) the record for 
1912. I> neutral lard and lard com- 
pounds and substitutes the 1913 sta- 
tistics indicate losses, 3,651.101 pounds 
$545,368), as against 5,185,411 pounds 
($635,570) in ‘the former, and 63,699,754 
pounds ($5,769,314) comparing with 73,- 
724,170 pounds ($6,397,205) in the latter 
products. There was also a shrinkage 
in the foreign movement of oleo oil 
from 3,350,191 pounds ($345,990) to 2,916,- 
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955 pounls ($304,605), while a slight de- 
cline in the volume exports of oleo- 
margarine from 28,988,847 to 28,234,622 
pounds, was counter-balanced by a 
value increment from _ $1,783,497 to 
$1,794,458. 

Oil cake and meal exports comprise 
the next important grouping among 
our trades. Last year’s returns are 
1,952,184,003 pounds ($27,761,624), while 
the 1912 movement attained 1,980,166,273 
pounds ($28,869,675). The loss was chief- 
ly due to the linseed products, which 
failed to meet their previous record by 
1,005,007,200 pounds ($13,735,835), as 
against 1,198,152,713 pounds ($16,104,556), 
but partly compensating for this set- 
back are the figures for linseed cake 
and meal, showing a gain from 705,023,- 
110 pounds ($11,640,997) to 869,732,194 
pounds ($12,800,684). 

A moderate increase marked 
net valuation of exports of do- 
mestic chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
medicines last year, with a total of 
$26,787,207, comparing with $26,074,137

for 1912. Contributing to the more 
creditable showing were sulphuric 
and other acids, wood alcohol, bak- 


ing powder, tanning extracts, dye- 
stuffs, acetate of lime, crude roots, 
herbs and barks, crude sulphur and 
washing powder. The only valuation 
declines are noted in calcium carbide, 
copper sulphate and proprietary medi- 
cines. Despite the loss in proprietary 
medicines from $7,608,224 to $6,966,353, 
they maintain a strong valuation lead 
in the schedule. Acetate of lime is well 
in front in the 1913 volume classifica- 
tion, with 74,055,608 pounds, although 
falling below its earlier aggregate of 
76,562,863 pounds. 

Naval stores exports last year suffer 
in the comparison with the 1912 re- 
turns by $22,250,235, as against $25,965,- 
488. The disparagement may be ac- 
counted for chiefly in the rosin record, 
showing a decline from $16,376,591 to 
$13,562,585. There is little consolation 
in the volume returns indicating an ex- 
pansion from 2,431,348 to 2,605,067 bar- 
rels. In turpentine there was a con- 
sistent decrease from 20,811,050 gallons 
($9,371,989) to 20,018,180 gallons ($8,- 
158,198). 

Last year’s foreign movement in 
vegetable oils was also On a less credit- 
able basis, with an aggregate of $21,- 
033,089, comparing with $24,753,849 in 
1912. The leading item in this group- 
ing, cottonseed oil, sustained the great- 
est setback from 355,930,105 pounds 
($21,927,556) to 264,778,781 pounds ($17,- 
991,098). The most favorable showing 
was in the record of linseed oil, broad- 
ening its outlet from 420,100 gallons 
($278,930) to 1,590,731 gallons ($783,713). 

A noteworthy increase has featured 
the export record of flaxseed for 1913, 
with a total of 283,133 bushels ($397,747), 
while the 1912 movement comprised 20,- 
180 bushels ($36,548). 

In the returns covering imports in 
the Reporter’s field during the last 
year, increases have marked twelve 
specifications, bristles, the general 
chemical schedule, clays and earths, 
crude dyewoods, fertilizers, unmanu- 
factured gelatin, glue, glass and glass- 
ware, mineral and vegetable oils, 
paints and varnishes and perfumeries 
and toilet preparations. Declines are 
noted in. eight instances, grease and 
heavy oils, animal oils, oleo stearin, 
castor beans, flaxseed, soap, spices, and 
crude tanning materials. 

First consideration is due to the 
items composing the chemical schedule 
and representing nearly one-half of the 
general value aggregate of our trades. 
Our dependence upon foreign sources 
of chemicals, drugs, dyes and medi- 
cines last year was marked by a much 
heavier aggregate, $101,292,697, as com- 
pared with $87,049,215 in 1912. Con- 
tributing largely to the increment have 
been quinine, creosote oil, crude glycer- 
ine, refined and synthetic camphor, 
chicle, copal, kauri and damar gums, 
shellac, calcined magnesite and crude 
saltpeter. Aniline salts, gambier, indi- 
go, iodine, medicinal preparations and 
crude sulphur registered the principal 
declines. 

There was a material growth in the 
1913 imports of fertilizers, including sul- 
phate of ammonia and nitrate of soda. 
Last year’s total reached $45,069,150, 
while for 1912 was recorded $37,892,916. 


In the nitrate product alone the expan- 
sion was from $16,554,104 to $21,630,811. 
representing a volume gain from 486,352 
to 625,862 tons. The record of sulphate 
of ammonia exports does not bear out 
the theory of greater reliance upon do- 
mestic production, since the foreign 
markets furnished last year 131,550,031 
pounds ($3,957,307), as compared with 
119,084,402 pounds ($3,447,225) in 1912. 
Imports of vegetable oils attained a 
more impressive record in 1913, with an 
aggregate of $31,558,722, as against $28,- 
622,442 in 1912. Of the cils for technical 
requirements, cocoanut presented the 
most creditable showing last year, with 
a total of 72,195,622 pounds ($6,257,848) 
comparing with 46,719,748 pounds ($3,- 
864,650) as the former record. There 
was a significant increase in cotton- 





seed oil imports from 2,160,051 Pounds 
($117,337) to 11,406,831 pounds ($724,144), 
which is accounted for by the scouring 
of the foreign markets to relieve a pro- 
nounced shortage on spot last summer, 
Other comparisons of particular jp. 
terest in the last two years’ imports 
are in the heavy gain in mineral] Oils 
from 309,765,930 gallons ($6,033,231) t 
731,360,523 gallons ($12,997,011), owing to 
the opening of new fields for Mexican 
petroleum in this country, and in the 
marked value shrinkage in flaxseeq 
from $14,232,551 to $7,834,730, although 
the volume decline was relatively 
small, from 7,833,180 to 6,580,154 bushels, 
Complete statistical details of jm. 
ports and exports in the Reporter's 
trades during the last two years are 
published elsewhere in this issue,

A. J. Cavanaugh, vice-president and 
general manager of the Randolph Pa- 
per Box Company, of Richmond, Va., 
made a business trip to New York last 
Wednesday. 


The Amalgamated Paint Company, 
Jersey City, N. J., has been author- 
ized to do business under the laws of 
New York. The company is capital- 
ized at $125,000. 


On February 15 fire destroyed the 
New Orleans plant of the Southern 
States Alcohol Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The loss, according to estimates, 
will amount to $200,000. 


The International Storage Company, 
New Orleans, La., has been organized 
by French capitalists with a capital 
stock of $300,000 to engage in the ex- 
port petroleum business. 


E. N. Rowell, president and treas- 
urer of the E. N. Rowell Company, 
manufacturers of pill boxes, of Bata- 
via, N. Y., made a tour of the whole- 
sale drug trade last week.

OBITUARY. 


Samuel Jones Tilden. 


Samuel Jones Tilden, president of the 
narmaceutical manufacturing house of 

jden Company, New Lebanon, N. Y., 
died last Tuesday, February 17, in a hos- 
pital in Albany, N, Y., after an illness of 
more than a year. Mr. Tilden, who was 
sixty-one years old, was a nephew of 
former Governor Samuel J. Tilden, who 
was the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States in the campaign 
of 1876. 

Mr. Tilden was stricken with the ail- 
ment which caused his death a little more 
than a year ago and had been: in the 
Albany hospital for several weeks. Al- 
though unable to participate in the exer- 
cises commemorating the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of his uncle, 
which were held on February §, he 
watched the procession, which constituted 
one of the features of that celebration, 
from the window of his room in the hos- 
pital. 

Mr. Tilden spent most of his life in 
New Lebanon, N. Y., where his com- 
pany’s plant and home ottices were lo- 
cated, but occasionally visited the branch 
offices of that company in St. Louis, Mo., 
which are managed directly by 'T. B. 
Glazebrook, vice-president of the concern. 
The business of the Tilden Company was 
established by former Governor Samuel 
J. Tilden. 





Frank 8S. Henry. 


Frank 8. Henry, one of the founders 
and for many years the head of the pro- 


prietary and patent medicine business 
of the Williams Manufacturing Company, 
of Cleveland, O., died in his residence 


in that city, February 13, aged sixty- 
eight years. Mr. Henry went to Hot 


Springs. Va., two months ago, in the 
hope of recovering from an attack of 
arterio sclerosis from which he had been 
suffering for several years. While at the 
Springs. however, he contracted a severe 
cold, which induced him to return to his 
oa where he developed pneumonia and 
died. 


Mr. Henry was born in Vermont in 
1846, but came to New York city while 
a young man and entered the employ 


of a wholesale drug house here before 
becoming connected with the proprietary 
remedy wholesale house established and 


conducted by his brother, John F. Henry, 
and later by his brother and some as- 


sociates under the style of John F. 
Henry, Curran & Co., at what was then 
known as 8 College place, a location 
which would now be described as the 
southern end of West Broadway. Mr. 
Henry represented his brother’s firm ‘‘on 
the road’ and traveled for that con- 


cern until 1882, making several trips to 
Europe, Australia, Asia and Africa amd 
numerous tours of the civilized world in 
its interest. 


After severing his connection with his 
brother’s company, Mr. Henry established 
a business of his own in patent medicines 
and proprietary articles in New York 
city, but later moved the enterprise to 
Cleveland, where he formed with an as- 
sociate the Williams Manufacturing 
Company, which he has conducted with 
W. A. Jewitt for more than thirty years. 


The Williams Manufacturing Company is 
an associate member of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, and 
Mr. Henry frequently attended the an- 
nual meetings of that organization. 
Within the last few years, however, fail- 
ing health restrained him from. being 


present at these gatherings.

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More Money in Sight for American 


Naval Stores Creditors. 


The creditors committee appointed to 
adjust financial affairs of the American 
Naval Stores Company is sending out 
letters of which the following is a part:— 

We are gratified to inform you that Mr. E. S, 
Nash has paid $53,619.80 in liquidation of his 
indebtedness to the American Naval Stores 
Company, the amount of which, including in- 
terest, as stated in our circular letter mailed 
to the creditors in December, was $92,261.35, 
leaving balance of the principal of Mr. Nash’s 
debt $38,641.50, to which is to be added in- 
terest, and this balance is secured by col- 
lateral .which Mr. Nash voluntarily and most 
commendably transferred to our committee 
after the suspension of the American Naval 
Stores Company. 

Since our report of the condition of the 
American Naval Stores Company, as of De- 
cember 1, 1913, we have taken active steps

other dividend to the creditors, to be followed 
by other distributions as rapidly as we can 
realize on the remaining assets of the com- 
pany, a full statement of which is contained 
in our circular letter of December 16.

Drug and Chemical Club’s Annual 
Meeting. 


As no contest developed in the election 
of new members of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Drug and Chemical Club 
of New York, which took place at its 
annual meeting last Thursday, the candi- 
dates named by that organization’s Nomi- 
nating Committee were unanimously 
elected to serve on this board for a 
period of three years, beginning this 
month. 

The members of the Governing Board 
thus chosen are Robert H. Adams, Carl- 
ton O. Pate, Herbert B. Harding, Clarence 
G. Stone, Julius F. Van Riper and Will- 
iam H. Phillips. The Nominating Com- 
mittee which selected the above-men- 
tioned new board members as the can- 
didates on the regular slate consisted of 
E. D. Congdon, chairman; Frank Stone, 
Ww. A. Hamann, C. J. Holman and Joseph 
F. Gallagher. The club’s Board of Gov- 
ernors will meet for organization purposes 
this week and will then elect officers for 
the ensuing year. 

The polls were opened for the election 
of the new members of the Board of Gov- 
ernors at 12 m. and were closed at 2 p.m. 
Only one hundred and twenty ballots 
were cast, as there was no opposition 
ticket, and the vote for the candidates 
was therefore merely complimentary in 
character. 

At the business meeting, which was 
called to order at 1.30 p. m., reports of 
the president, secretary and_ treasurer 
were read and approved. In his_report 
the retiring president, Clement F. Gar- 
diner, mentioned the fact that the club, 
now in its twenty-first year of existence. 
is in a “vigorous” condition, with all Its 
departments on a self-sustaining basis. 
The resident membership, added Mr. Gar- 
diner, “stands at’ 475, and the non-resi- 
dent membership at 256 members, show- 
ing increases of eleven and four, respec- 
tively, over those recorded a year ago. 
Mr. Gardiner aiso said that the club’s 
property has been kept in good condition 
and that the standard of its supplies and 
services had been maintained within the 
last year. He also mentioned the installa- 
tion in the club’s assembly room of a 
bronze group, entitled ‘“‘The Wrestlers,” 
which had been paid for from subscrip- 
tions to the Art Fund, and also called the 
members’ attention to the memorial tablet 
to “our late honored member,” Thomas 
Penrose Cook, which was placed on the 
wall at the southern end of the assembly 
room last month. 

The report of the treasurer, Alfred M. 
Best, which had been duly certified by 
accountants, showed that the club’s fin- 
ances are in a healthy condition and that 
adequate provision for depreciation of the 
house restaurant furnishings has been 
made. The report also reveals the fact 
that the sum of $1,000, which had been 
earried for many years as a guarantee 
fund but which had never been drawn 
upon, has recently been deemed unneces- 
sary to maintain, and has therefore been 
transferred to the club’s surplus account. 
The treasurer’s statement of revenue and 
expenses for the fiscal year ended Febru- 
ary 1, 1914, showed a total revenue of 
$27,347.75, of which $26,446.89 represented 
the amount obtained from dues, $551,25 the 
revenue from private rooms, $312.95 inter- 
est on deposits, $19.41 miscellaneous in- 
come, and $17.25 discounts. The expendi- 
tures, which totaied $25,816.96, consisted of 
$15,000 for rent, $4,979 35 for the pay roll, 
$1,351.55 for board of help, $1,241.65 general 
expenses, $358.63 net telephone charges, 
$468.37 printing and stationery, $292.17 post- 
age, $248.70 insurance, $393.12 laundry, $65 
liveries, $787.27 expended by the Art and 
Entertainment Committee. $%j.75 spent by 
the Membership Committee, $624.50 secre- 
tary’s expenses, and $100.99 bad accounts 
written off. Charges for depreciation of 
restaurant furnishirgs were stated to have 
amounted to $1,200, and a loss from the 
operation of the restaurant, bar and cigar 
counter was given as $55.07. There was 
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shown, therefore, a net profit for the year 
carried to the surplus account amounting 
to $265.72. The balance sheet set forth as- 
sets of $34,671.43, including cash in banks 
and office, dues and house charges still 
owing, house and restaurant furnishings, 
stock in restaurant, bar and cigar coun- 
ter, and unexpired license, bond and in- 
surance.

New York City’s Bichloride of Mercury 
Ordinance Amended. 


In response to requests from the manu- 
facturers of bichloride of mercury, whole. 
sale druggists and pharmacists, repre- 
sented in the Drug Trade Section of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation and New York Pharmaceutical 
Conference, the New York City Board of 
Health has adopted an amendment to its 
ordinance for safeguarding the public 
against mistaken use of this poison-drug 
which will obviate the imposition of un- 
necessary burdens upon the drug trade, 
and especially upon the manufacturers of 
this article such as were provided for in 
the measure originally adopted. The new 
city ordinance, which takes the form of 
an amendment to Section 67a of the Board 
of Health’s Sanitary Code, and which 
will become effective March 1, limits, 
however, the sale of bichloride of mer- 
cury at retail in dry form to dispensing 
upon prescriptions in tablets of a par- 
ticularly distinctive shape and color, each 
of which shall be labeled “poison,” such 
tablets to be in sealed glass containers, 
conspicuously labeled with the word 
“poison” in red letters. Like the original 
ordinance, this amendment to the Sani- 
tary Code does not apply to preparations 
containing one-tenth of a grain or less 
of the drug. 

The original ordinance, which would 
have placed an almost intolerable burden 
upon the manufacturers of bichloride of 
mercury, sought to compel the wrapping 
of each tablet and also to prohibit the 
dispensing of the drug in powder form on 
prescriptions for venereal disease treat- 
ment, etc.. generally in combination with 
potash. The Drug Trade Section suc- 
ceeded in persuading the Commissioner 
of Health, Police Commissioner and Port 
Officer, who constitute the Board of 
Health, that the wrapping of each tablet 
would be impracticable, as there is at 
present no wrapping machinery capable 
of handling so small a tablet as those 
in which bichloride of mercury is com- 
monly prepared for the market, and as 
wrapping by hand would constitute a 
violation of the factory labor law of this 
State by endangering the health of the 
wrappers. The Drug Trade Section also 
sought to have the provision for labeling 
each tablet, in addition to the glass con- 
tainer, with the word “poison,’’ but was 
dissuaded from this purpose by the in- 
sistence of the Department of Health 
upon this extra safeguard against mis- 
taken use. The New York Pharmaceuti- 
eal Conference wished to have incor- 
porated in the ordinance a specific provi- 
sion granting permission to pharmacists 
and druggists to compound bichloride of 
mercury with other ingredients in a pre- 
scription ordered on prescription, but was 
induced to abandon its application for 
such an amendment by the Department 
of Health, which pointed out to that or- 
ganization’s members the fact that the 
disnensing of bichloride of mercury with 
other ingredients, such as the usual con- 
commitant of potash, in liauid form, is 
permitted by the present ordinance. 


_The limitation of all sales at retail to 
dispensing on prescriptions, however, will 
probably result in a noteworthy curtail- 
ment of business in this article in the 
pharmacies of the city, but no prescrip- 
tions are required in the sale of the tab- 
lets or powder by manufacturers to 
wholesalers, or among wholesalers, or by 
wholesalers to retailers, 


_ Explanatory of its rather drastic action 
in restricting the sale of bichloride in 
tablet form to disvensing upon prescrip- 
tions. the Board of Health adopted, at its 
meeting last Tuesday, a resolution read- 
ing as follows:— 


Whereas, Bichloride of mercury, otherwise 
corrosive sublimate, a poison, has frequently 
beeen taken by mistake and loss of life has 
resulted therefrom, therefore be it 

Resolved, That section 67 of the Sanitary 
Code be and the same is hereby amended to 
— effect March 1, 1914, so as to-read as 
oliows,. 


Then is appended the amended ordi- 
nance, which constitutes the _ present 
amendment to Section 67a of the city’s 
saunery Code on this subject, which 
reads:— 


“Section 67a. No person shall sell or offer 
for sale at retail bichloride of mercury, other- 
wise known as corrosive sublimate, in the dry 
form except upon the prescription of a duly 
authorized registered physician or veterinary 
surgeon, and then only in tablets of a par- 
ticularly distinctive form and color, labeled 
‘poison’ upon each tablet, and dispensed in 
sealed glass containers conspicuously labeled 
with the word ‘poison’ in red letters. 

“This section does not apply to any prepara- 
tion containing one-tenth of a grain or less of 
bichloride of mercury." 


The city ordinance, as originally ap- 
proved, constituting the first amendment 
to the city’s sanitary code, follows:— 


Bichloride of mercury, otherwise known as 
corrosive sublimate, shall not be held, kept, 
sold or offered for sale at retail in the dry 
form, except in colored tablets individually 
wrapped, the wrapper to have the word ‘“‘pol- 
son’’ in plain letters conspicuously placed, 
and dispensed in sealed containers of glass, 
conspicuously labeled with the word ‘‘polson’’ 
in red letters. 

This section does not apply to tablets con- 
taining one-tenth of a grain or less of bichlo- 
ride of mercury. 


The proposed amendment to the above 
city ordinance, suggested by the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation 
and by the New York Pharmaceutical 
Conference, follows:— 


No person shall sell or offer for sale at re- 
tail bichloride of mercury, otherwise known 
as corrosive sublimate, in dry form, in any 
quantity exceeding one-tenth of a grain, except 
in tablets of distintive forms and dispensed 
in sealed glass containers conspicuously la- 
beled with the word “poison’’ in red letters:

Provided, That this shall not be construed to 
prohibit pharmacists or druggists from com- 
pounding bichloride of mercury with other in- 
gredients in a prescription ordered by a duly 
registered and practicing physician or veter- 
inary surgeon,

National Turpentine Company’s 
Affairs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Feb. 20. 
The assets of the National Turpentine 
Company, declared a bankrupt about 


one year ago, may be offered for sale 
at public auction at the court house in 
Wayne county, Ga., on April 14 next, ac- 
cording to a decree filed yesterday by 
Judge Thompson in the United States 
District Court here. 

The order is an outcome of a bill in 
equity filed against the concern and its 
receiver, William Sherratt, by the West 
End Trust Company of this city and 
John J. Tyler, holders of mortgages on 
the property of the insolvent concern. 

Embodied in the decree is an order 
declaring the mortgage held by the trust 
company to secure an issue of bonds, 
amounting to $70,000, to be a lien on all 
the property and assets of the bank- 
rupt. It is also ordered that the prin- 
cipal and interest due the trust com- 
pany, aggregating $74,200, to be paid by 
the turpentine company within five days. 
In default of such payment, which is 
thought likely, the court orders that the 
mortgages shall be foreclosed and tne 
property of the bankrupt sold onthe date 
named. The receiver is instructed to ac- 
cept no bid less than $25,000 and none is 
to be entertained without a cash deposit of 
$5,000 being made. 

As regards a mortgage for $14,500, held 
by John J. Tyler, the court holds it to 
be a lien on all the property acquired 
by the turpentine company subsequent 
to April 1, 1911, the date on which the 
mortgage was placed.

plied within the week in the announce- 
ment of the letting of contracts for the 
opening of at least fifteen new stores this 
year. For a large number of these new 
Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes_ stores fixtures 
have already been purchased and are now 
ready for the installation—and the man- 
agement of the big retail drug store com- 
bination states that the number of new 
stores which it will be operating before 
the end of 1914 will probably he close to, 
if it does not exceed, twenty-five, which 
would swell the total number of stores 
conducted by it to about one hundred and 
twenty.

It is understood that Herbert S, Collins, 
now a director of the United Cigar Stores 
Company, and intimately associated with 
the Whelans in the management of that 
corporation's stores, will soon be made the 
acknowledged president of the Corpora- 
tion for Riker-Hegeman Stock, and will 
thereby replace Mr. Maloney, who is ap- 
parently only a “‘figure-head” furnished 
by the Corporation Trust Company of 
America, pending the elevation of Mr. 
Collins to the head office in this retail 
drug stores combination.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 18. 
The higher trend of the futures made 
a difference in the flax market during 
the week past. Buying from an unex- 
pected quarter forced the Duluth May 
above the $1.55 mark and sustained it 
there. This rather upset the calcula- 
tions of the crushers and in spite of the 
fact that spot offerings of seed were 
very light they were inclined to demand 
a heavier discount on the actual seed. 


The indifferent demand for oil was a 
factor in the matter too, With no im- 
mediate outlet for oil there was no par- 
ticular reason why crushers should com- 
pete keenly for the seed and they 
showed litle inclination to do so. ; 

The average run of the seed arriving 
at present is good. A good half of it 
originates in North Dakota and Mon- 
tana and seed grown in either state is 
good enough to suit the crushers. Min- 
nesota seed is coming forward in rather 
liberal comparative volume and is in fair 
demand. South Dakota is shipping prac- 
tically nothing now and according to ad- 
vices there is very little left in that 
state for sale at the present level of 
prices. A little Canadian seed is coming 
forward right along, about a car every 
day. Some of the choicest was picked 
up by a seed company, One car selling 
to them to-day at 1 cent over the Duluth 
May. Crushers will pay no more than 
May price for the ordinary Canadian 
seed. Some choice sold as high as 4c. 
over in the last day or two. 

The to arrive market is narrow and 
without feature. North Dakota and 
Montana shippers seem to have very lit- 
tle to offer on that basis and most of 
the Minnesota seed is being held at 
$1.55 Minneapolis, or about 1%4c. above the 
market. One lot of 3,500 bushels was of- 
fered to-day at that figure, but no buyer 
could be found. Scattered lots of seed 
from all three states were picked up 
during the week. 

Quite a furore was kicked up in the 
market today when total receipts of 43 
cars was posted on the blackboard. Only 
about haif as much was offered on the 
sample tables or proffered on sales to 
arrive and crushers were all anxious to 
know the why and wherefore of the 
movement. Some maintained that it 
was Canadian seed, while others were ot 
the opinion that a heavy consignment of 
Duluth seed was moved this way. In 
view of the fact that Duluth flax stocks 
decreased 8,000 bishels in two days it 
seems likely that the extra movement 
was due to shipments from that market. 
While local prices are not high enough 
to allow of a profit in shipping Duluth 
seed this way there is a possibility that 
one of the crushing companies grew ner- 
vous over the outlook for raw material 
and paid the extra price necessary just 
to have a supply on hand when needed. 
The general run of crushers are looking 
forward to a good increase in the oil de- 
mand next month and with very limited 
shipments of flax the local supply looks 
very meagre. None of the _ crushers 
would divulge any information § today 
that would help to solve the riddle and 
it will probably be a day or so before 
the import of the move is known. 

Some elevator seed was loaded out dur- 
ing the week and taken by crushers. 
Aside from a 50,000 bushel lot owned by 
one terminal and line elevator company 
practically all of the local supply is 
owned by the crushers. None of them 
have enough on hand to feel comforta- 
ble regarding the future. The elevator 
lot mentioned is being held firmly for a 
higher market and the holders absolute- 
ly refuse to trade at the present level. 
The seed is of different qualities. Some 
of it is the choice Montana and some 
poor Minnesota. Most of it will prob- 
ably look alike to the crushers before 
another crop begins to move. 

The Argentina situation is becoming 
less of a detriment to the market now. 
Ths absorption of offerings from that 
country by the European trade has a 
tendency to increase the confidence in 
the strong domestic situation and al- 
though crushers would welcome a set- 
back in the futures they are willing to 
admit that present values are fully war- 
ranted by conditions. A setback would 
not be unexpected, but the fact that the 
Duluth May has been supported at $1.55 
or higher for the past three days has a 
tendency to make some in the trade be- 
lieve that no break is likely. Spreading 
operations between Duluth and Winni- 
peg continue and some spreads between 
domestic and foreign markets are re- 
ported. 

The higher level of prices during the 
week brought out more seed from first 
hands, but the movement is very moder- 
ate. North Dakota and Montana hold- 
ers sold some stuff and Minnesota farm- 
ers sold some. With elevators closing up 
right along in the country owing to light 
reserves of all grains in the territory 
served it looks as though the movement 
is over for the season. One elevator 
company operating 115 houses took in 
less than 1,000 bushels of seed during the 


entire week. 

Montana No. 1 seed sells at Duluth 
May price mostly. North. Dakota No. 
1 seed sells at %4@ic. under. A choice 
‘car will bring full May price. South Da- 
kota seed quoted at %@ic. under May 
with offerings extremely light. Minne- 
sota seed sells at %@l'%c. under May 
with an occasional car of very poor 
quality selling at 2c under. 

Receipts during the week ending Feb- 
ruary 14 totalled 80,340 bushels. Ship- 
ments totalled 6,000 bushels. Elevator 
stocks decreased about 9,500 bushels. 


LINSEED OIL. 

The market for prompt shipment is nar- 
row and unsatisfactory and very few 
trades of importance are being made. Big 
dealers are not enjoying a brisk business 
in their products and in consequence are 
indifferent takers of oil for immediate 
rr. They are inquiring for moderate 
sized lots right along, but refuse to com- 
mit themselves to any extent. The job- 
bing trade is fairly steady because nong 


of the jobbers have stocks of size on 
hand and need to replenish them right 
along to keep up with the requirements 
of the retail trade. 

shipping directions on old and maturing 
contracts are fairly prompt. The carry- 
ing charge on lec, per month demanded 
by the crushers has a tendency to keep 
them so. Shipments during the week 
were somewhat heavier and the amount 
on hand was reduced, if anything. Job- 
bers are taking care of their contracts 
promptly and cheerfully and this helps 
out in a dull period like the present. 

Interest in oil to be shipped during the 
spring months is picking up. Big buyers 
are asking for quotations right along 
and some fair-sized lots have been taken 
tor April, May and June shipment. The 
increasing strength of the domestic sit- 
uation as regards raw material and the 
passing of the bearishness due to ex- 
pected Argentine developments causes the 
improvement. Most buyers are more will- 
ing to look ahead now and while the busi- 
nes of the week past was moderate it was 
some indication of expected improvement 
to come shortly. Crushers generally do a 
gvod business in oil beginning with March 
1 or a little earlier and have no reasons 
to believe that they will be disappointed 
this year. Stocks are light everywhere 
and commttments on the crushers, books 
are lighter than usual. The sluggishness 
of general busimess kept the paint mixers 


conservative at all times and many of 
them expected a good reaction in prices 
when the Argentine movement began. So, 


from all indications, the approaching sea- 
son appears propitious. 

Quitations range from 47 to 48%c. It is 
repcrted that one good sized lot was sold 


at 46%c. during the week. Top quota- 
tions are asked for small lots by some 
of the crushers. Quotations given above 


concern shipments to be made the balance 
of this month and in February. For de- 
ferred months %ec. per month is asked 
in addition. 


LINSRED OIL CAKE AND MEAT, 
The oil meal market is decidedly slack 
tor this time of the year and compared 
with previous weeks of recent period. 
The sharpest falling off in the demand 
was noted Southwest. The need of keep- 
ing the winter wheat crop down because 
of the lack of snow protection resulted 
in the farmers turning cattle imto their 
fields and this forage was sufficient to 
cause a sharp decline in the call for other 
and high priced feed. In fact orders 
from the Southwest have almost entirely 
ceased and where the crushers expected 
a demand for meal far exceeding théir 
capacity they are a little anxious re- 
garding the placing of offal to be turned 


out in the next few weeks. Of course 
there has been some falling off in the 
output too, but the falling off in the 


demand more than offset and prices this 
weck are considerably lower than they 
were a week ago. Iowa buyers are not 
taking much imterest at present. Reports 
from all directions indicate light stocks 
on hand, but the nervousness of the sell- 
ing side has been transmitted to the 
buyers and at present they are holding 


oft for a further break or demanding 
concessions. To date the output of the 
mills has been taken care on old con- 


tracts and some crushers still have old 
contracts that they can apply a portion 
of their output on, but most of them are 
pressing the market at the decline, try- 
ing to insure themselves a place for their 
output and prevent accumulation § at 
mills, where the storage capacity is very 
limited. 

One thing to consider is the spread be- 
tween domestic and foreign prices. Bids 
on cake are straggling and do not ex- 
ceed $25. Based on these bids the crush- 
ers Can make further concessions and still 
come out better than if they had to look 
to foreign buyers to take care of their 
offal cutput. Even at present quotations 
on meal they can see a profit and most 
of them would rather submit to a loss 
rather than have the stuff pile up on 
them and prevent free operations. 

Some of the crushers take the view that 
the trade is bought up for the time be- 
ing only and will come back into the 
market very shortly. Stocks are very 
light at all points and any improvement 
in the feeding demand is bound to be 
felt promptly. Jobbers especially are dis- 
inclined to anticipate needs. During the 


week past they have shown increasing 
indifference and have made but tenta- 
tive bids on round lots. 


There is a fairly steady demand from 
the Northwestern States, where the 
weather has been very cold and there 
was no chance of turning cattle loose 
in the field for forage. However, the 
Northwestern trade as yet is not broad 
enough to look after the output and to 
insure a ready market for all of the 
offerings Iowa and Southwestern buvers 
will have to display more interest. Quo- 
tations range from $27.50 to $28.50. 

Shipping directions on old or maturing 
contracts are coming forward promptly. 


but these contracts are pretty well 
cleaned up. ' 
There is no change in the situation 


regarding cake. Foreign bids are strag- 
gling and out of line. Foreign advices 
are not of a character to encourage hope 
of trade at present figures and crushers 
are not giving the cake market any at- 














tention. Bids range from $24 to $25, while 
$26 to $27 is asked.

Dur- 
ing the last two weeks there have been 
close, on only two days when setbacks 
have been shown. Everything shows 
strength and steadiness, but, let it be 
remembered, in a very narrow rut. The 
setbacks mentioned came a week ago to- 
dav. That of a week ago came in the 
options only, cash seed and that to arrive 
being unaffected by the falling off in op- 
tions. At that time the options lost %¢ec., 
but the recovery began the following day. 
The reversal to-day came in both cash, to 
arrive and in the two options. each dron- 
ping back \c. ‘ash Is especially strong, 
however; what little dealing is being in 
cash seed and to arrive. 

The net gain simce two weeks ago to- 
day is 5% and that since a week ago 
to-day is 3% 4c. 





There is scarcely any dealing being 
done. Crushers get into the market on 
every din hut as thev are infrequent 


there is little or no activity. In fact, as 
one trader said the other day, those who 
deal only in flax are taking their vacation 
now. While the crushers are nominally in 
the market they are not anxious to buv 
except at bargain prices, for they have 
heeled themselves pretty well—enough, 
most of them think, to carry them ever 
until the new crop arrives. There is a 
considerable difference of opinion among 
flax buyers, some believing that they can 
get what they need at better prices later 
on, while others think that prices will mot 
be any lower for this crop year than thev 


are now. Speculators are in a quandary. 
and are not very anxious to increase 
holdings. 


The figures below speak for themselves 
concerning receipts. It will be seen that 
only a few over one-quarter the number 
of cars received last year were received 
here during the past six days. and in 
bushels the falling off is deplorable. And 
reports have it that there is not much 
seed back in the country; at least not 
nearly as much as crushers have been 
trving to make themeselves believe.

3ullish sentiment was further strength- 
ened during the week by the action of 
prices in the principal markets of the 
Northwest. Although gains were small 
on the majority of the days, when to- 
gether they made a fair advance for 
the week. One of the principal strength- 
ening factors in the markets of | the 
Northwest is the light run of receipts in 
that section. Minneapolis and Duluth 
have been receiving only a few cars 
each day and the consensus of opinion 
at Chicago is that the crop is pretty well 
marketed. There are some in the trade 
who scout the idea of there being very 
little flaxseed in farmers’ hands, but the 
rank and file of the more conservative 
people incline to this belief.

The present week has brought but 
little change in the local market for 
paint materials. Weather conditions 
have given a set-back to out-door work 
and while paint manufacturers are 
taking fairly normal quantities of ma- 
terials, the jobbing trade has been af- 
fected by the weather. Price changes 
have not been important. Among the 
items Which has attracted attention be- 
cause of the low price at which it is 
offered is English vermilion. This ma- 
terial is quoted at 55c. per Ib. in kegs 
and d6c. per Ib. in bags. Paris green 
also has come into greater prominence 
in the past two weeks. Nearly all 
manufacturers have made a price for 
the coming season, but the quoted price 
is not always adhered to in sales and 
paris green has been offered at Ic. 
per lb., which is one cent a pound be- 
iow the market quotation. The lead 
pigments are easy due to the lower 
position of the metal. Zincs are steady 
and selling in a normal way. Carbon 
gas black is low in price and competi- 
tion seems more than usually keen. 
Spotted trading is reported generally 
for dry colors. Some articles in the 
color list are in fair demand while 
others are quiet. Lithopone is moving 
freely and total consumption appears 
to be gaining ground. Chalk is re- 
ported to be in good supply, but sales 
are said to have been made at former 
prices and apparently sellers are not 
granting concessions. Varnish gums 
are in good demand and have been for 
a long time. Linseed oil was firm 
through the week, though large sales 
are said to be few. China wood oil is 
rather quiet but holds steady. Other 
vegetable oils are dull. A report from 
Washington says that special interest 
is shown by members of Congress in a 
bulletin issued by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics regarding hygiene of the 
painters’ trade. Refererce to this will 
be found on another page of this issue. 
Complete reviews of the linseed oil 
and naval stores markets will be found 
on pages 21 and 23, respectively. For a 
review of the Western seed market 
see page 12. A report on wood and de- 
natured alcohol will be found in our 
drug market. A complete prices cur- 
rent will be found on page 39, second 
column. Comment on most important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—A good demand for lead 
was reported this week. Some con- 
sumers were willing to buy for two 
months ahead, but sellers have not 
been eager to quote beyond next 
month. The New York market is 
quoted at 4c. per lb. In East St. Louis 
lead has sold at 3.87%c. per lb. The 
London market closed at £19 10s. per 
ton. Domestic markets continue to re- 
main below the parity of foreign mar- 
kets. An interview with a member of 
the trade was published this week. The 
speaker explained the recent decline in 
prices in domestic markets as _ fol- 
lows :— 

The most logical. explanation is that the 
price was reduced in order to permit domestic 
lead to be exported to Europe, and thereby 
reduce the large stocks that are being car- 
ried in this country. Large exports are known 
to have been made within the past few) weeks, 
and it is said that arrangements are being 
made to ship further quantities. If the foreign 
market should decline and thus put a stop to 
this business, our market may then be re- 
stored to its former level. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Local sellers of white lead say 
sales are about on a par with those 
of the corresponding period of last 
year. Trading is irregular with pe- 
riods of fairly active buying and days 
cf quiet demand, but the aggregate 
is about normal. Outdoor operations 
are slowed up by such weather con- 
ditions as prevailed for the greater 
part of the week and while the bulk 
of white lead sold at this period is 
hot dependent upon weather condi- 
tions, yet any falling off in such oper- 
ations has some effect upon total 
sales. Prices for the lead pigments 
are easy, with pig lead at present quo- 
tations. Dry white lead is quoted at 
54c. per Ib. and lead in oil at 6%c. 
per ib., these quotations being for 
large lots. English lead in oil is of- 
fered in comparatively small lots at 
Yc. per Ib. Exports of white lead 
from New York last week were val- 
ued at $26,528. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—Manufacturers of basic sul- 
phate are making deliveries on old 
orders and also are reported to have 
sold considerable of this pigment for 
Spring delivery, the spot market is 
quiet but normal.

Russia about the year 1830. In 1902 ten fac- 
tories were turning out phosphorus matches ex- 
clusively, while thirty-three were making both 
the phosphorus and non-phosphorus varieties. 
At the present time, owing to restrictions and 
rapidly falling demand, but two of the second 
class of factories are in operation, and the first 
class has wholly gone out of existence. On the 
other hand, factories making the non-phos- 
phorus variety have increased to 113. The 
chief centers of the industry are in the north- 
ern part of the country, chiefly in the provinces 


into 


of Novgorod, Tchernigov, Penza, Minsk, 
Yaroslav and Vyatka. \ 
In the matter of match splints, since the 


middle of the last century peasants at Vyatka 
have supplied the greater part of the require- 
ments of the country, the wood of the aspen, 
beech, willow, chestnut, elm and walnut trees 
being chiefly used. There is a large exporta- 
tion of Russian-made splints, the chief buyers 
being Great Britain, France, Belgium and the 
Netherlands. A new feature in the Vladivos- 
tok timber business is the exportation of aspen 
wood to Japan for the manufacture of matches.

Washington, Feb. 20, 1914. 


With the favorable report from the 
Committee on Finance by Senator Will- 
iams, of Mississippi, on Wednesday, of 
the bill H. R. 6282, known as the gen- 
eneral anti-narcotic bill, Congress is in 

fair way to complete the legislation 

with respect to opium and other a 
eotic drugs. ‘The bills relating to smo - 
ing opium and regulating the importation 
of opium generally having become a 
all that remains to be done under ‘ 
program mapped out by the Ways an 
Means Committee of tne last een 
through former Representative Harriso 
is to put on the statute books the pro- 
visions of the bill just reported which nt 
late to the registration of persons deal- 
ing in opium, cocoa leaves, their salts, 
derivatives or preparations. After devot- 
ing more than two months to or in- 
frequent consideration of this general an- 
ti-narcotic bill, due to the fact that —— 
bers of the committee having charge oO 
the subject were engaged with other mat- 
ters, the Finance Committee through Se n- 
ator Williams reported the bill with only 
minor modifications, and some of the 
changes are calculated to strengthen the 
eeute the changes in the measure as it 
passed the House is the inclusion as a 
further proviso in section one of the 
bill “that officers of the United States 
Government, or of State governments 
who are lawfully engaged in making pur- 
chases of the above-mentioned drugs or 
article for various departments of the 
army and navy, and for government and 
State hospitals, shall not be required to 
register and pay a special tax as herein 
required.”’ ; 

"a interesting addition to the bill is 
contained in the first part of section one, 
wherein is included ‘‘hypodermic syringes 
or needles adapted to administer any of 
the above drugs, etc.’’ Throughout the 
bill the provision with reference to special 
attendance of physicians is . changed 
to ‘specially employed.” 

The provision of the bill in sub-sec- 
tion (a) of section two relating to per- 
sonal attendance by physicians upon 4 
patient is modified in the bill as reported 
to read:— “Provided that such physicians, 
dentists, or veterinary surgeons who have 
been specially employed to prescribe for 
the particular patient receiving such drug, 
and provided further, that such drugs 
shall be dispensed in good faith and not 
for the purpose of avoiding the provisions 
of this act.” 

It is also provided as a new feature of 
the bill that this provision shall cover 
“any insular possession of the United 
States of America’ in addition to the 
States and Territories. _ 

In section six of the bill a new proviso 
is inserted covering labels upon contain- 
ers, as follows:—“Provided, that the 
amount of any drugs herein mentioned 
shall be shown upon the label of the con- 
tainer of such remedy or preparation. 

The report of the committee as made 
by Senator Williams, in addition to adopt- 
ing the report by the House committee 
as the bill passed that body, really con- 
tains little more than a statement of the 
changes made in the bill above indicated. 
Most of the provisions suggested by the 
representatives of the National Drug 
Trades Conference are adopted by the 
committee. : 

In order that it may be shown just what 
changes are made in the bill the follow- 
ing full resume of the changes made, as 
indicated by the report of the committee, 
including the merely verbal changes, are 
shown as follows:— 

The Committee on Finance, to whom was 
referred the bill (H. R. 6282) to provide for 
the registration of, with collectors of in- 
ternal revenue, and to impose a special tax 
upon all persons who produce, import, man- 
ufacture, compound, deal in, dispense, sell, 
distribute, or give away opium or cocoa 
leaves, their sa!ts, derivatives, or prepara- 
tions, and for other purposes, which has 
passed the House of Representaties, recom- 
mend its passage by the Senate with an 
amendment, to wit:—

Provided, That the amount of any drugs here- 
in mentioned shall be shown upon the label 
= the container of such remedy or prepara- 
tion. 

The other amendments are of a verbal char- 
acter or else are rendered necessary as a con- 
sequence of amendments already referred to 
in this report.

Harrison Bill "in Amended Form. 


The full text of the amended Dill as it 
is now before the Senate is as follows:— 

Be it enacted, etc., That on and after the 
first day of January, nineteen hundred and 
fourteen, every person who produces, imports, 
manufactures, compounds, deals in, dispenses, 
sells, distributes, or gives away opium or coca 
leaves or any compound, manufacture, salt. 
derivative, or preparation thereof, or hypoder- 
mic syringes or needles adapted to administer 
any of the above drugs shall register with the 
collector of internal revenue of the district his 
name or style, place of business, and place or 
places where such business is to be carried on: 
Provided, That the office, or if none, then the 
residence of any person shall be considered for 
the purposes of this act to be his place of busi- 
ness. At the time of such registry and on or 
before the first day of July, annually there- 
after, every person who produces, imports, 
manufactures, compounds, deals in, dispenses, 
sells, distributes, or gives away any of the 
aforesaid drugs or articles shall pay to the 
said collector a special tax at the rate of $1 
per annum: Provided, That no employe of any 
person who produces, imports, manufactures, 
compounds, deals in, dispenses, sells, dis- 
tributes. or gives away any of the aforesaid 
drugs, acting within the scope of his employ- 
ment, shall be required to register or to pay 
the special tax provided by this section: Pro- 
vided further, That the person who employs 
him shall have registered and paid the special 
tax as required by this section: Provided, fur- 
ther, That officers of the United States Gov- 
ernment or the State government or the State 
governments who are lawfully engaged in mak- 
ing purchases of the above-named drugs or 
articles for the various departments of the 
Army and Navy and for Government and State 
hospitals shall not be required to register and 
pay the special tax as herein required. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to pro- 
duce, import, manufacture, compound, deal in, 
dispense, sell, distribute, or give away any of 
the aforesaid drugs or articles without having 
registered and paid the special tax provided for 
in this section. 

That the word ‘‘person” as used in this act 
shall be construed to mean and include a part- 
nership, association, company, or corporation, 
as well as a natural person; and all provi- 
sions of existing law relating to special taxes, 
so far as applicable, including the provisions 
of section thirty-two hundred and forty of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States are here- 
by extended to the special tax herein imposed. 

That the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall make all needful rules and 
regulations for carrying the provisions of this 
act into effect. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person to sell, barter, exchange, or give away 
any of the aforesaid drugs or articles except 
in pursuance of a written order of the pur- 
chaser or person to whom such article is given, 


‘on a form to be issued in blank for that pur- 


pose by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Every person who shall accept any such order, 
and in pursuance thereof shall sell, barter, ex- 
change, or give away any of the aforesaid 
drugs or articles, shall preserve such order for 
a period of two years in such a day as to be 
readily accessible to inspection by any offi- 
cer, agent, or employe of the Treasury De- 
partment duly authorized for that purpose, and 
the State, Territorial District, municipal, and 
insular officials named in section five of this 
act. Every person who shall give an order 
as herein provided to any other person for any 
of the aforesaid drugs or articles shall, at or 
before the time of giving such order, make or 
cause to be made a duplicate thereof on a 


form to be issued in blank for that purpose by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, and in 
case of the ecceptance of such order, shall 
preserve such duplicate for said period of two 
years in such a way as to be readily accessible 
to inspection by the officers, agents, employes, 
and officials hereinbefore mentioned. Nothing 
contained in this section shall apply— 

(a) To the dispensing or distribution of any 
of the aforesaid drugs to a patient by a physi- 
cian, dentist, or veterinary surgeon registered 
under this act in the course of his professional 
practice only: Provided, That such physician, 
dentist, or veterinary surgeon shall have been 
specially employed to prescribe for the par- 
ticular patient receiving such drug or article: 
And provided further, That such drug shal] be 
dispensed in good faith and not for the pur- 
pose of avoiding the provisions of this act. 

(b) To the sale, dispensing, or distribution of 
any of the aforesaid drugs by a pharmacist to 
a consumer under and in pursuance of a 
written prescription issued by a _ physician, 
dentist, or veterinary surgeon registered under 
this act: Provided, however, That such pre- 
scription shall be dated as of the day on 
which signed and shall be signed by the phy- 
sician, dentist, or veterinary surgeon who shall 
have issued the same: And provided further, 
That such pharmacist shall preserve such pre- 
scriptions for a period of two years from the 
day on which each prescription is filled in 
such a way as to be readily accessible to in- 
spection by the officers, agents, employes, and 
officials hereinbefore mentioned. 

(c) To the sale, exportation, shipment, or de- 
livery of any of the aforesaid drugs by any 
person within the United States of America, 
or any Territory or any of the insular posses- 
sions of the United States of America, to any 
person in any foreign country, regulating their 
entry in accordance with such regulations for 
importation thereof into such foreign country 
as are prescribed by said country, such regula- 
tions to be promulgated from time to time 
by the Secretary of State of the United States. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall cause suitable forms to be pre- 
pared for the purposes above mentioned, and 
shall cause the same to be distributed to col- 
lectors of internal revenue for sale by them to 
those persons who shall have registered and 
paid the special tax as required by section one 
of this act in their districts, respectively; and 
no collector shall sell any of such forms to 
any persons other than a person who has regis- 
tered and paid the special tax as required by 
section one of this act in his district. The 
price at which such forms shall be sold by 
said collectors shall be fixed by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, but shall 
not exceed the sum of $1 per hundred. Every 
collector shall keep an account of the number 
of such forms sold by him, the names of the 
purchasers, and the number of such forms sold 
to each of such purchasers. Whenever any 
collector shall sell any of such forms, he shall 
cause the name of the purchaser thereof to be 
plainly written or stamped thereon before de- 
livering the same; and no person other than 
such purchaser shall use any of said forms 
bearing the name of such purchaser for the 
purpose of procuring any of the aforesaid drugs 
or articles, or furnish any of the forms bear- 
ing the name of such purchaser to any person 
with intent thereby to procure the shipment 
or delivery of any of the aforesaid drugs or 
articles. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to obtain by means of said order forms any 
of the aforesaid drugs or articles for any pur- 
pose other than the use, sale, or distribution 
thereof by him in the conduct of a lawful 
business in said articles or in the legitimate 
practice of his profession. 

Sec. 3. That any person who shall be 
registered in any internal-revenue district un- 
der the provisions of section one of this act 
shall, whenever required so to do by the col- 
lector of the district, render to the said col- 
lector a true and correct statement or return, 
verified by affidavit, setting forth the quantity 
of the aforesaid drugs and articles received by 
him in said internal-revenue district during 
such period immediately preceding the demand 
of the collector, not exceeding three months, 
as the said collector may fix and determine; 
the names of the persons from whom the said 
articles were received; the quantity in each in- 
stance received from each of such persons, and 
the date when received. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person who shall not have registered and paid 
the special tax as required by section one of 
this act to send, ship, carry, or deliver any 
of the aforesaid drugs or articles from any 
State or Territory, the Territory of Alaska, the 
District of Columbia, or any insular possession 
of the United States of America, to any person 
in any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia or insular possession: Provided, 
That nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to common carriers engaged in trans- 
porting the aforesaid drugs or articles, or to 
any employe within the scope of his employ- 
ment, of any person who shall have registered 
and paid the special tax as required by section 
one of this act, or in pursuance of the written 
prescriptions of physicians, dentists, and vet- 
erinary surgeons who have registered under 
this act for the use of whom such physician, 
dentist, or veterinary surgeon has been special- 
ly employed. 

Sec. 5. That the duplicate-order forms 
and the prescriptions required to be preserved 
under the provisions of section two of this 
act, and the statement or returns filed in the 
office of the collector of the district, under the 
provisions of section three of this act, shall 
be open to inspection by officers, agents, and 
employes of the Treasury Department duly 
authorized for that purpose; and such officials 
of any State or Territory, or of any organized 
municipality therein, or of the District of Co- 
lumbia, or any insular possession of the United 
States of America, as shall be charged with 
the enforcement of any law or municipal ordi- 
nance regulating the sale, prescribing, cis- 
pensing, dealing in, or distribution of the 
aforesaid drugs or articles. Each collector of 
internal revenue is hereby authorized to fur- 
nish, upon written request, certified copies of 
any of the said statements or returns filed in 
his Office to any of such officials of any State 
or Territory or organized municipality therein, 
or the District of Columbia, or any insular pos. 
session of the United States of America, as 
shall be entitled to inspect the said state- 
ments or returns filed in the office of the said 
collector, upon the payment of a fee of $1 for 
each one hundred words or fraction thereof in 
the copy or copies so requested.

Canadian Food and Drug Adulterations 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Can., Feb. 19, 1914. 


A report issued by the Inland Revenue 
Department dealing with the adultera- 
tion of foods branch during the last 
fiscal year shows that 3,609 samples of 
foods, drugs and fertilizers in all parts 
of the Dominion were collected and 
analyzed during the year. The cases 
where adulterations were most notice- 
able were in regard to baking powder, 
stock feeds, vanilla flavoring extract, 
ground white and black pepper, ground 
cinnamon and cassia and turpentine. Of 
baking powders one hundred and fifteen 
were up to the standard, while thirty- 
five were below. Of stock feeds sixty- 
nine were up to the standard guarantee 
requirements, twenty-two were below 
guarantee and four were below guaran- 
tee requirements. Of vanilla extracts, 
thirteen were genuine, forty were 
classed as mixtures and _ twenty-seven 
were classed as artificial. Of ground 
black pepper two hundred and twenty- 
three were genuine, eleven were doubt- 
ful and_ forty-five were adulterated 
ground white pepper, two hundred and 
fifteen genuine, five doubtful and fifty- 
three adulterated. Of turpentine, sold as 
a drug, one hundred and six samples 
were genuine, five doubtful and forty- 
seven adulterated.

Plenty of Nitrates in Chili. 


New York, Feb. 16, 1914. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 
So many sensational statements have 


been made of late which would lead one 
to suppose that the exhaustion of the 
supplies of Chilian nitrate is imminent, 
that I am asking you to help dissipate 
the prevailing opinion that very little 
nitrate of soda is now left in Chili for 
fertilizer or other purposes, 

First of all, there is a vast amount of 
unsurveyed nitrate ground on the Chilian 
pampas that is, nevertheless, known to 
contain immense quantities of nitrate of 
soda, , 

Second, grounds already surveyed still 
contain enormous quantities of nitrate. 
There are probably, in round numbers, 
one billion tons of nitrate in the deposits 
of Chili, and, without doubt, large sup- 
plies also exist on lands now but incom- 
pletely prospected. The surveyed and 
certified tonnage opened up at the pres- 
ent time ready for extracting is fully 
250,000,000 tons. 

The probable life of the surveyed de- 
p0osits is upwards of 200 years, even al- 
lowing for a steadily increasing annual 
rate of consumption. 

Moreover, there remains the interest- 
ing question as to whether by the end 
of the ensuing century we may not find 
that nature shall have by that time 
manufactured an immense additional 
amount of Chilian nitrate for the uses 
of the world. 

Sir William Crookes’ prophecy that the 
world would starve for lack of bread as 
soon as the Chilian nitrate supplies were 
exhausted has for some years led the 
chemical public to believe that a wheat 
famine was in sight, but that time is so 
far distant that no one living to-day 
need have misgivings on the subject.

OBITUARY. 
J. H. Fairbank.

Toronto, Can., Feb. 18, 1914. 


Petrolea and vicinity mourned the 
death last week of its oldest citizen, J. 
H. Fairbank. For over fifty years Mr. 
Fairbank led a busy life in the old 
fields of Canada, being the largest indi- 
vidual oil producer in the Dominion. In 
later years he was interested in the re- 
fining business with the late Samuel 
Rogers, of Toronto, the firm name being 
His refining in- 
terests were absorbed by the Imperial 
Oil Co. The late Mr. Fairbank was in 
his 88rd year having been born in 1831 at 
Rouse’s Point, Clinton County, New 
York, the only son of Asa Fairbank, 
who came of a family that has had 
many brilliant members, among whom 
have been K. Fairbank, the promi- 
nent American manufacturer, and 
Charles W., of Indiana, former vice- 
president of the United States. Mr. 
Fairbank came to Canada in 1853, com- 
mencing his career as a surveyor. Then, 
when Lamton County had its first oil 
boom, he settled in Oil Springs and in 
time became the country’s most promi- 
nent citizen. Especially was he looked 
upon as the mainstay of Petrolea to 
which town he came in 1865. 











New York Strychnine Bill.

Good Outlook in Glass Bottle Industry 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Millville, N. J., Feb. 19, 1914. 

Present conditions and the oytlook too 
in the glass bottle industry in Southern 
New Jersey are particularly flattering. 
Some manufacturers predict that orders 
now on hand insure a continuous run 
into July. The only drawback has been 
the scarcity of boys, but the tending 
boy problem has been somewhat allevi- 
ated in Millville by the concession of 


the Glass Bottle Blowers’ Association 
in allowing the manufacturers one ap- 
prentice to every 15 journeymen em- 
ployed. This has brought many boys 
here from the country districts, as it is 
possible for them to start at the bottom 
and learn at trade which will pay them 
$5 to $15 a day. 

The Whitall Tatum Company, which 
is the second largest glass manufactur- 
ing concern in the United States, has 
been running full capacity ever since the 
blast started last fall, giving employ- 
ment to about 2300 men; at the Mill- 
ville Bottle Works, the large tank has 
been running without a stop and orders 
are still coming in; the T. C, Wheaton 
Company is pressed for ware and is 
manning its plants without a _ break. 
The Kemble-Durant firm, which  pur- 
chased the old Crystal Glass Company’s 
plant in North Milville, which had laid 
idle for several years, has entirely re- 
habilitated this factory and it is now 
working continuously.

LINSEED OIL. 

Reports regarding the activity of the 
local oil market during the week differ 
according to seller. There has been a 
fairly steady demand for small lots for 
prompt shipment. Futures thave been 
quiet and some crushers have not been 
pressing sales. A few good-sized con- 
tracts were placed for delivery in the 
summer months. Prices have been 
firmer. Sellers quote spot and up to 
April at 50c., through April is held at 
50%ec., May-June at 5lec, and July- 
August at 52c. Many buyers are re- 
ported to be taking oil only for nearby 
requirements, owing to their belief that 
prices will ‘be lower later on, Some 
consumers, however, who are known as 
close buyers, have covered wants for 
some months ahead. The slow but 
steady advance in seed quotations ‘thas 
lent strength to oil quotations and an- 
other factor of considerable influence 
in the local market is the report that 
one crusher who sold heavily in the 
past has reduced his stocks to such an 
extent that he is not now eager for 
large orders, and if so this is impor- 
tant, since competition among sellers 
has helped to keep prices down and 
in this respect the seller in question 
has played no mean part. Nearly 
every phase of the oil market during 
the week had a bullish aspect. Seed 
prices advanced everywhere, foreign oil 
markets were firm and cake prices are, 
if anything, lower than a week ago. 
On the bearish side are reports of ac- 
cumulating oil stocks abroad, only 
moderate demand for oil in this coun- 
try, and large stocks of oil at the mills 
which has been sold but on which ship- 
ment has not been made owing to buy- 
ers putting off the time of delivery. 

Trading in flaxseed in domestic mar- 
kets has been decidedly dull. The 
market seems to be drifting along, 
awaiting some development which will 
influence demand for seed. Duluth is 
receiving very meager supplies of seed 
and any spirited bidding for this would 
drive prices upward. Canadian seed is 
likewise reaching Winnipeg in small 
amounts and this has given rise to re- 
ports that stocks in the country are 
very small. The Argentine is shipping 
heavily to Europe. Last week ship- 
ments were 1,080,000 bushels and India 
shipped 180,000 bushels. The large 
shipments to Europe in the past month 
or so have had no weakening effect 
upon prices there. Shipments to Bu- 
rope are likely to continue heavy for 
some time and the important question 
is whether or not consuming demand 
will be sufficient to absorb them. Spec- 
ulative trading. has been a steadying 
factor in all markets, but_ ultimately 
prices will find their true level on a 
supply and demand basis. It is assured 
that the supply of. seed will be large, 
but the question of demand is ob- 


scured by uncertainty about’ the 
amount of linseed oil to be used in 
the hardening process by soap makers

Un- 
der a slackening consuming inquiry 
and a restricted demand from specu- 
lative sources, the support of the 
market appears to have been left 
largely with professional shorts.

Lower priced hogs in the West,

Chicago Lard Market.

Chicazgo, Feb. 19, i914. 

Only a moderate volume of business was 
transacted in the speculative market for lard 
at Chicago this week and prices’ held within 
a comparatively narrow range, with the ten- 
dency a downward one. Final quotations were 
at a decline of 7c, for the week, with May 
closing at $10.92 and July at $11.12%%. Little 
outside interest was evinced and the opera- 
tions of the local trade were influenced to a 
great extent by the bearish showing of the 
semi-monthly report on provision stocks, which 
made reserves of lard at Chicago on February 
15 aggregate 102,700 tierces, compared with 
holdings of 94,87g tierces on. February 1, an in- 
crease in fifteen days of 7,824 tierces. Of the 
entire stocks. 82,685 tlerces were new lard, 
compared with 73,231 tierces two weeks ago, 
an increase of 9,464 tierces. A year ago total 
stocks at this point were 15,979 tierces, all 
new, or 86,721 tierces smaller than the pres- 
ent reserve. Early in the week good buying 
for export purposes lent strength to the cash 
situation and the trade was agreeably sur- 
prised to see total exports for the week ag- 
gregate 10,392,000 pounds, as contrasted to 7,- 
811,000 pounds the preceding week, and show- 
ing a surplus of 761,000 pounds over shipments 
to foreign shores during the corresponding 
week a year ago. Liverpool lard prices suf- 
fered a reaction later in the week, however, 
and the foreign demand here was contracted. 
Domestic cash demand was of fair volume and 
total shipments for the week aggregated 5,- 
369,000 pounds, as compared with 5,549,000 
pounds for the same week last year. Cash 
premiums were firmly held and round lots of 
new prime steam lard finished the week at a 
discount of 27%@30c. under the May price, or 
at $10.62%@10.65, with old prime steam lard 
at $10.52%. The presence of the latter at 
this late date operates as a depressing influ- 
ence on the market and it is possible cash 
premiums would be enhanced if this old ac- 
cumulation could be disposed of. The work of 
reduction is progressing very slowly, however, 
holdings On the fifteenth being 20,015 tierces, 
or only 1,630 tlerces smaller than on the first 
of the month. Loose lard was in fair supply 
and moderate request at 75c, under May, while 
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leaf lard met with a fair inquiry and was in 
good supply at $9.87%. Neutral was in lim- 
ited demand and moderate supply at $11.25@ 
11.37% for No. 1 and $11@11.12% for No. 2. 


Tallow

Cochin oil was a 
shade firmer on the spot and leading 
sellers would not shade 10%c. per 
pound. On shipments 10%c. was quot- 
ed. Freudenburg oil sold on the spot 
at 10%c., but the asking price was 
nearer 10%c. For shipments 10\c. 
could have been done. Imports of 
cocoanut oil into the United States in 
1913 amounted to 72,195,622 pounds, 
against 46,719,748 pounds in 1912 and 
48,494,351 pounds in 1911.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Un- 
favorable weather, the congestion of 
traffic and a fading away of primary 
prices have resulted in a lowering of 
local turpentine quotations and the 
market has been a very tame affair. 
The up and down price variations at 
Savannah have shaken buyers’ confi- 
dence and unless more stability is 
shown, it is doubtful if better than a 
hand-to-mouth policy will be pursued. 
There are some dealers who look for 
50c. to be a maximum price for spirits 
in the local trade, This opinion is based 
on the fact that the inroads made by 
substitutes will limit the price con- 
sumers will pay for the real material. 
Receipts at the Southern seaboard 
have been running very light, but the 
demand has been scarcely sufficient to 
absorb stocks. Distributors are dis- 
appvinted over trade conditions as vis- 
ible stocks have been greatly reduced, 
and from a statistical point of view 
the market appeared to be in a strong 
position. Shipments at Savannah for 
the week were 2,052 barrels. Receipts 
were 631 barrels, sales 132 barrels, 
and stocks at the close 17,006 barrels, 
against 18,603 barrels for the previous 
week and 19,034 barrels last year at this 
time. Supplies in London on February 
7 were 55,438 barrels, against 41,238 bar- 
rels for the same time in 1913 and 31,702 
barrels in 1912. The following table 
shows the range of prices for spirits 
of turpentine in the local market for 
each day during’ the past week.

in cotton oil had a depressing affect 
on the situation and the demand was 
rather quiet. Refiners were inclined 
to hold off pending further develop- 
ments in the cotton oil market. Lead- 
ing sellers quote car lots at $6.45 per 
100 pounds, with 5 barrels at $6.50. 
Tank cars held at $6 per 100 pounds. 
Soap makers were not interested at 
current prices. Exports in 1913 amount- 
ed to 17,788,647 pounds, against 22,870,356 
pounds in 1912, and 28,652,198 pounds in 
1911, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Feb. 19, 1914. 

The corn oil market underwent a change, 
conditions surrounding the business in this oil 
being decidedly against holders for the first 
time in several weeks. Buyers have been com- 
ing forward with liberal orders for several 
months and handlers have experienced difficul- 
ty in meeting requirements of the trade be- 
cause of the moderate amount of this oil -being 
received. The buying power started to wane 
during last week and gradually grew smaller, 
which prompted holders of corn oil to make a 
reduction of 10c, per 100 pounds during the 
week just closed. There has been no accumu- 
lation to speak of thus fur, but purchasers 
show a disposition to take only small quanti- 
ties and distributors are desirous of prevent- 
ing any enlargement of supplies. Reduced 
prices failed to stimulate the buying side to 
renewed activity and the rmarket had a heavy 
tone at the close of the period. Prices at 
which the bulk of the business passed during 
the week, and which ruled at the close, were 
$5.70 for corn oil in tank cars, $6.10 for car- 
load lots in barrels, $6.15 for six barrels or 
over and $6.20 for five barrels or less, 


OLIVE OIL.—Business was quiet in 
the local market, but prices were firm, 
both for denatured and foots, in sym- 
pathy with the situation abroad. De- 
natured oil was quoted from 86c. to 
90c. per gallon, as to acidity. Prime 
green foots were nominal ai 7%@8c. 
per pound, with offerings light. Fol- 
lowing is a report from Seville, under 
recent date:— , 
From December 1, 1913, when the new oil

from the 1913-14 crop was placed on the mar- 
ket, to January 24, 1914, 403,000 gallons of 
olive oil have been exported from Seville, in 
comparison with 29,500 gallons during the 
corresponding period of 1912-13. Many oil 
merchants from other countries are here pur- 
chasing or making contracts for future deliv- 
eries, hence prices are abnormally high. 

PALM OIL.—The market for palm 
oils was fairly active, and Lagos for 
April-May shipment received special at- 
tention. Prices were steady in the 
spot and nearby position, but unset- 
tled on futures. Lagos on the spot 
sold freely at 7%c. per pound, and at 
the close not much was offering. 
March-April closed at 7%c., with April- 
May at 7\%c., and May-June at 7c. 
Red prime on the spot was steady at 
7c, with shipment at 6%c. per pound. 
Imports in 1913 amounted to 54,071,864 
pounds, against 52,770,579 pounds in 
1912. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Prices closed 
about unchanged, but the undertone 
was easier in sympathy with foreign 
markets and the weakness in Ceylon 
cocoanut oil. As spot holdings were 
very light, sellers held out for 10@10\4c. 
per pound, as to quantity. Futures were 
available around 9%c. per pound. Im- 
ports in 1913 were 27,745,730 pounds, 
against 27,681,291 pounds in 1911. Im- 
ports of palm kernels into Hamburg 
and Harburg during January amount- 
ed to 20,579 tons, which compares with 
19,961 tons in January a year ago. 

PEANUT OIL.—As offerings were 
light prices were fairly steady in spite 
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or renewed weakness abroad. The de- 
mand was quiet due to the low posi- 
tion of competing oils. Dealers quote 
the market nominal at 65@70c. per gal- 
lon.

total of 24,600 bushels of flaxseed. in 
spite of the fact that conditions seem to 
indicate that prices will hold present lev- 
els, if they are not improved, crushers 
nave reduced their orders for flax. Some 
of them are said to be well stocked up 
with this seed and they are inclined to 
wait for something to develop that will 
change the course of the market and 


enable them to secure the remainder of 
their supplies at prices more favorable 
to them. Another drawback to the tak- 
ing o! larger amounts of flaxseed by 
crushers is the slowness of the linseed 
oil trade here and_ elsewhere. Local 
crushers are unable to interest buyers, 


the latter people seemingly being imbued 
with the idea that asking prices are too 
high and preferring to defer purchases 
in the hope of securing their oil at lower 
prices. ‘There was a small decrease in 
the stock of flaxseed at Minneapolis, but 
the supplies held at Duluth showed an 
increase that was double the reduction 
at Minneapolis. Advices from Argentine 
markets were of a mixed character and 
favored both sides at various times dur- 
ing the week. The shipments during the 
past few weeks have been quite large 
from Argentina, running over twice as 
large aS a corresponding time last year.

LINSEED OIL. 

In so far as the consummation of ac- 
tual business was concerned, there was 
no improvement shown in the market for 
linseed oil at Chicago. On the strength 
of the higher prices ruling in the flax- 
seed markets of the Northwest, how- 
ever, handlers of linseed oil asked an 
advance of ic. per gallon. The trade 
in this oil has been a keen disappoint- 
ment to many local crushers and reports 
received from outside points indicate that 
business in linseed oil is small and far 
below expectations of a short time ago. 
Users of oil refuse to enter the market 
with requests for even moderate amounts 
because they deem present asking prices 
as too high and feel confident of their 
ability to secure this oil in good sized 
quantities at lower prices than now pre- 
vail. This condition has existed for some 
time past, but crushers have been hope- 
ful right along and looked forward each 
week to an improvement in the buying 
orders. Users seemed no more inclined to 
lay in supphes of oil than several weeks 
age because of the price asked. On the 
oiuher hand, crushers claim that prices 
now ruiing are low and that the buying 
side will be forced to pay higher rates 
in the future unless they take advantage 
of the present prices and lay im fair 
supplies. Nevertheless, these crushers are 
quite discouraged over the refusal of 
buyers to take larger quantities. They 
advance the opinion that practically the 
entire crop of flaxseed is now in the 
hands of mill owners or in possession of 
some of the larger grain houses, and that 
the quantity still in farmers’ hands is 
decidedly small, which suggests a strong 
Market for the cash flax in the North- 
west The few orders coming forward 
are for single barrel lots. Some of the 
crushers were asking an advance in the 
Small lots, although the greater number 
reported the price received as unchanged 
from that ruling last week—S3e. a gal- 
lon for the raw, and 54c. a gallon for 
the boiled description. There is practi- 
cally nothing doing in futures. Traders 
in the more distant deliveries seem as 
far apart as ever on the price question 
and this is preventing the transaction of 
business in futures. Buyers are holding 
off for price comcessions, ‘while those in 
Possession of oil believe their position a 
strong one and that they will not have 
to yeert any lower prices than now pre- 
vail, 


LINSEED OIL CAKE, 
There was practically nothing doing in 
linseed oil cake at Chicago, the market 
for this stock remaining as quiet as it 
has been for some time past. Feeders 
are paying little attention to the cake 
Market, meal receiving the bulk of their 
attention. There are no requests being 
received here for either cake or meal, 
users securing their supplies at points 
Where « larger amount is on hand from 
which to make selections. Owing to the 
dull situation at Chicago it was impos-

With the exception of a slightly easier 
tone at mid-week the flax market has 
been tending steadily upward. This 
movement has been pretty much in sym- 
pathy with the firmer tendency in wheat 
and other grains, which are affected by 
the situation in the United States and 
Europe. Demand for flax has been good 
on some days, but receipts are exception- 
ally light and the volume of business 
small, Conditions in Western Canada are 
Such as to leave but little room for any 
new features of importance.

THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

There was an undercurrent of strength 
in the flaxseed market at Buenos Aires 
during the past week and values in this 
market showed a fair gain for the period. 
The trade at this market is inclined to the 
Lelief that the prices now prevailing are 
tu be further improved upon, with condi- 
tions tn the American markets being the 
principal cause for the confidence of many 
in the future higher trend for prices. 
Values started the period around the 
closing of the preceding week, but good 
buying developed and a fair upturn was 
showed during the first few days. On the 
higher levels established there was some 
profit taking sales and this caused an 
easing up in the situation and caused 
values to react from the higher points.

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In turn, the selling again gave way to 
reinstating of lines sold out in order 
to secure profits and prices again showed 
considerable strength and made further 
gains. The bulk of the-business was 
again transacted in the near by options. 
The strength shown by values in, the 
principal American margets and the re- 
ports from there that the crop of that 
country is now pretty well marketed 
proved a factor of importance during the 
entire week at Buenos Aires and prompted 
some of the buying indulged in at various 
times. Operators on American account 
who have been out of the market of late 
showed more imterest in the situation, but 
were not large buyers at any time. 
Reports received regarding the out-turn 
of the crop continued of a mixed char- 
acter and favored both sides at different 
times. The consensus of opinion is that 
the crop will be fully up to late expec- 
tations. Arrivals from the interior are 
quite large, but this seed seems to find 
a ready outlet upon its arrival. Ex- 
porters showed more interest and were 
good buyers for importing countries. The 
shipments of flaxseed from Argentine 
ports were nearly 1,000,000 bushels larger 
than the preceding week. Total clear- 
ances from Argentine ports for the week 
were placed at 2,528,000 bushels, as con- 
trasted with a total of 1,69%,000 bushels 
for the preceding week, and 1,718,000 bush- 
els for a corresponding time last year. 
Shipments since January 1 are placed at 


9,090,000 bushels, compared with 65,291,000 
bushels for a like period last year.

Review of the Flaxseed Situation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Winnepeg, Man., Feb. 13, 1914. 


American flaxseed markets continue to 
fluctuate within a narrow range, slender 
receipts and adequate speculative sup- 
port, making it unnecéssary for crushers 
to support the market, although in the 
last few days a crusher with mills at 
Minneapolis and New-York was a buyer 
in this market to the extent of 20,000 
May. This purchase was made on a 
weak spot and probably was for effect, 
as speculators immediately came to the 
rescue of the market, which since then 
has ruled moderately strong. 

Offerings are well absorbed. There is 
no especial element of weakness evident 
either here or at Duluth, both markets 
yielding to the influence of foreign mar- 
kets with more readiness when foreign 
values are strong than when foreign 
markets show indications of weakness. 
Up to a week ago crushers were dis- 
posed to give the Duluth market support 
on the weak spots, but in the last few 
days it has been unnecessary for them 
to give the market any attention what- 
ver. 
°\The Winnipeg market is in a moder- 
ately strong position. Seed is held in 
firm hands both at terminals and in the 
country. While speculators own the 
bulk of the hedges, yet there is no dis- 
position on their part to become fright- 
ened on the soft spots. On the con- 
trary, declines have been only tempo- 
rary, with good buying from professional 
buyers as well as American and coun- 
try: speculators. On the bulges there 
has been moderate profit taking, the 
burden shifted from one speculator to 
another. Toward the close of the week 
small speculators began to pass into the 
July, elevators taking the May and sell 
ing the July. The spread was made 
chiefly at 2%c. If values do not ad- 
vance to those levels expected by spec- 
ulators. before May, it is probable that 
the bulk of cur speculative holdings will 
be put into the July. On account of tna 
large volume of speculative purchases 
here it is not considéred likely that ele- 
vators will permit speculgtors to pass 
into the July at the prevailing spread, 
but will impose upon them a full carry- 
ing charge. 

K well-known speculator is reputed to 
be short in this market at least 125,000 
May and he is said, also, to be_com- 
mitted to the short side in the Duluth 
market. His short line was larger than 
the foregoing figures indicate, but re- 
cent moderately heavy buying in this 
market) was reputed to be for his ac- 
count. The break,@f a week or ten days 
was due chiefly 4o%his selling. His of- 
ferings were well taken and the market 
has reacted favorably from. the, low 
point of the break. He bases his ¢am- 
paign on the theory that speculative 
longs will have to liquidate before May 
and that crushers or whoever absorbs 
speculative holdings will not take the 
lead from speculative shoulders at pre- 
vailing prices. He a believer, also, 
in heavier country stocks than most peo- 
ple estimate and is of the opinion that 
receipts following the openings of navi- 
gation will be omnes large. A por- 
tion of his short line has been placed in 
the July option, which might indicate 
that he intends to stand pat and will 
not be easily driven from his position. 

The presence of a short speculative in- 
terest here and at Duluth makes the un- 
derlying strength of the market stronger, 
according to the belief of bullish specu- 
lators. They think that American 
erushers will have to come into this 
market before any liquidation takes 
place, immediately preceding May deliv- 
ery. If the American crusher or the 
foreign buyer does not relieve the spec- 
ulator of his load, the bulls believe the 
elevators will carry seed into July and 
if necessary into the next crop. As the 
bulk of country supplies have been 
rushed to market there is very little 
cash business in this market and line 
elevaters and subsidiary companies of 
terminals have money at their disposal 
with which they will continue to carry 
grain in their country and terminal 
houses. This holding of grain, the bulls 
think, will help them to carry the 
hedges on interior and terminal seea 
without being punished before it is nec- 
essary for the American crushers to be- 
come purchasers here. 

Flaxseed experts think that farmers 
have sent to primary markets about 12,- 
000,000 bushels of flaxseed since Sept. 1, 
1913, of which about 10,000,000 has been 
inspected. The speculator committed to 
the short side, already referred to, be- 
lieves that nearly 13,000,000 bushels have 
left farmers’ hands, holding the belief 
that country elevators contain nearer to 

-3,000,000 bushels of seed than 2,000,000. 
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The railroad estimate of flaxseed in 
country elevators this week is 2,260,000 
bushels. What percentage of seed that 
has left farmers’ hands was held over 
from the last crop is problematical, es- 
timates ranging from 500,000 to 1,000,000 
bushels. 

Estimates of seed in farmers’ hands 
range from 1,500,000 to 2,600,000 bushels in 
a majority of instances, one figure be- 
ing placed at 3,000,000 bushels. A large 
brokerage house here, having the heavi- 
est flax option trade in this market, 
recently issued a letter in which they 
said the commercial crop of Canada 
from 1913 would be about 14,000,000 bush- 
els. This is 2,000,000 bushels less than the 
commercial estimate of the Dominion 
Government, which estimated the gross 
wield at 17,539,000 bushels, from which 
seed must be deducted. The representa- 
tive of a large American crusher, who is 
generally held to be the best informed 
expert in this market, is said to hold 
the opinion that the commercial crop 
will run between 14,000,000 and 15,000,000 
bushels and nearer 14,000,000 than 15,000,- 
000. The man who has been selling our 
May short is said to believe in a com- 
mercial crop of at least 15,000,000 bushels. 

The letter issued by the brokerage 
house referred to places the holdings of 
crushers, Canadian and American, in 
this market at not more than 1,000,000 
bushels. As there is a little more than 
5,000,000 bushels in country and terminal 
houses the speculative holdings here 
must aggregate more than 4,000,000 bush- 
els for crushers is correct. 

Minneapolis continues to bid for first 
class seed, crushers seeming to enter- 
tain a favorable attitude toward the 
market and evincing anxiety that they 
will not secure their share of the first 
class seed left in the country. Some 
time ago a representative of a Minne- 
apolis commission house was buying 
both oats and flax in Western Canada 
for direct shipment to Minneapolis. 
Receipts continue exceedingly light. Ele- 
vators are purchasing the small quantity 
seed offered at Duluth and Minneapolis. 
The cold weather may be a contributing 
factor, but the belief is general in all 
markets that country supplies are small 
and that the holdings in interior eleva- 
tors will not come on the market until 
after the opening of navigation. Some 
people believe that with a good carrying 
charge between the May and future op- 
tions a large proportion of seed may be 
carried over to the next crop unless 
crushers advance prices sufficiently high 
to meet the ideas of holders, most of 
whom expect premiums for first class 
seed despite the fact that the bulk of 
receipts in all markets is grading high. 

Eastern Canadian crushers were pur- 
chasers of cash in this market, but 
after shipping about 125,000 bushels they 
have dropped out and all-rail business 
Eastward in flax has come to an end. 
Local mills have dropped out of the 
market after taking about 100,000 bushels. 
Argentine markets continue to be the 
dominating factor in foreign markets, al- 
though the effect is felt to a smaller de- 
gree by the leading American and Can- 
adian markets. To date Argentina has 
shipped approximately 8,000,000 bushels to 
Europe, compared with 4,540,000 bushels 
a year ago. This large increase in ship- 
ments in the face of reduced estimates 
doubtless reflects the financial stringency 
which is having the same effect on the 
marketing of flaxseed in Argentina that 
it exerted in Canada and the United 
States. Easy freights and the slower 
movement of other grains in Argentina 
are contributing causes. The European 
demand is disappointing, but offers are 
heavy and Europe is not likely to reach 
out for the Argentine initial shipments. 
Pronounced strength in Argentine val- 
ues is not generally looked for among 
the trade until receipts begin to slacken. 

From several Indian provinces come 
reports of damage on account of lack 
of moisture. These reports affect an 
area which produces about two-thirds of 
the “pure seed’’ crop of that country. 
The other one-third reports the crop 
to be in good condition. India con- 
tinues to be a liberal shipper. The esti- 
mate of 16,3220 bushels of “pure seed’ 
and 5,120,000 bushels of ‘mixed seed” 
for the 1913 crop appears to have been 
slightly under the actual yield, unless 
the carryover from the 1912 crop was 
larger than had been expected. Holders’ 
views, however, are said to be firmer, 
due to adverse reports from _ several 
provinces producing ‘‘pure seed.” 

Eastern oil markets continue weak 
compared with the prices for _ seed. 
Crushers and buyers are playing a wait- 
ing game in which the advantage seems 
to lie with the crushers despite the fact 
that Eastern crushers have heavy stocks 
of oil and seed. Money is easy and this 
is in favor of the crusher. Pressure to 
sell has resulted in oil sales in many in- 
stances under the generally quoted 
prices, but crushers are said to hold 
favorable views of the market for a 
long pull and think that if the oil buyer 
holds off too long he may be compelled 
to take requirements at levels higher 
than those now existing. Future oil 
prices are at a premium, reflecting this 
belief in higher values later in the year. 

The demand in the West is said to 
have shown some improvement and 
some-crushers are optimistic, believing 
that with the advent of the spring 
months business will materially improve. 
Speculative holdings of oil abroad are 
said to be. moderately heavy and likely 
to result in resales on any material ad- 


vance,

Edible Cottonseed Oil in Switzerland. 
(Special to Oil, Paintand Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Feb. 20,1914. 


In regard to the use of edible cottonseed 
oil in» Switzerland a brief statement is 
sent to the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce by Consul-General 
Keene, at Geneva, who says:— 


Although cottonseed salad ofl is well 
known to retailers, wholesalers, and re- 
finers, it is seldom sold as such and is not 
well known to the public at large in 
Geneva, Salad oils are sold as olive oil, 
walnut oil, etc, but often contain other 
oils,, such as peanut, sesame, poppy, and 
especially cottonseed oil free from stearin. 
Cottonseed oil retails at 10.5 cents, walnut 
oil (expressed from the “English” walnut) 
at 22.8 cents, and olive oil at 20.1 cents a 
pound,

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Feb. 21, 1914. 


The crude market has been without 
quotable change or particular feature 
during the week, and interest centers 
in the field operations. Despite the 
weather conditions there was a sharp 
gain in completions in the high-grade 
fields during the week, with more than 
a proportionate increase in the new 
production. The current summary 
shows 227 completions, 8,910 barrels of 
new daily production, and 80 dry holes, 
comparing with 194 completions, 4,740 
barrels of daily production and 67 dry 
holes for the former week. In*“the cur- 
rent record of completions the feature 
has been the marked increase in In- 
diana, making it the first in the high- 
grade fields. It has also risen to sec- 
ond place in the new production col- 
umn, being surpassed by West Vir- 
ginia. The heavy increase in the West 
Virginia new production has been due 
to the exceptional capacity of the late 
wells in Harrison county. The gusher, 
to which reference was previously 
made, and which came in at the rate of 
110 barrels per hour, maintained its ex- 
traordinary output for several days, 
ranging from 500 to 1,200 barrels a day. 
The latest report placed its daily pro- 
duction at 390 barrels. In the Clay dis- 
trict of Harrison county a well has 
brought in from the fourth sand and 
placed 540 barrels to its credit the first 
twenty-four hours. Development work 
is being rushed to its keenest extent 
throughout the county, with a view of 
determining its greatest possibilities at 
this season. No other section in West 
Virginia holds the same degree of in- 
terest as Harrison county. Kanawha 
county is practically a routine field, and 
it is only by repeated agitation that 
the old Blue Creek wells are kept in the 
producing class. A feature of the week’s 
operations in the Southeastern Ohio 
field has been the drilling of a good 
producer in the shallow sand territory 
of Washington county. The well was 
reported io have started at the rate of 
15 barrels an hour, and further drilling 
was undertaken. According to a later 
report the first twenty-four hours’ out- 
put was 200 barrels. Late completions 
in the deep sand territory of the sec- 
tion have been light, but considerable 
new work is in progress there. 

The exceptional record of the Shel- 
burn pool of Sullivan county, Indiana, 
is easily the distinguishing feature of 
the week's review of the Lima fields. 
The greatest number of completions in 
the pool within a week has marked the 
interval. There were 56 new wells 
drilled, of which 34 were oil producers 
with a total daily average of 2,690 bar- 
rels. A late report gave the field 
credit for 110 producing wells, with 
nearly 3,000 barrels as the total daily 
output. The territory is very spotted 
and considerable further drilling will 
be required to determine its extent and 
character. In the Northwestern Ohio 
field the week’s operations have been 
of a routine nature, with no significant 
strikes to be noted, A favorable fea- 
ture, however, of operations has been 
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the fact that practically all of the com- 
pletions are in the producing class. 
Winter conditons have had little deter- 
ring effect upon Kentucky operations, 
with Mongan and Wayne counties com- 
manding the bulk of current drilling. 
Among the late completions have been 
two 20-barrel wells in the Griffin and 
Denny pools of Wayne county. A 
30-barrel strike was reported in Morgan 
county within the limits of the Cannel 
City pool. Activity on the West Vir- 
ginia side close to Lawrence county is 
encouraging a firmer hold upon the ad- 
jeining Kentucky territory. There has 
been nothing to lend noteworthy in- 
terest to late developments in the IIli- 
nois fields. The activity in the Sulli- 
van pool of Indiana is attracting many 
of the Illinois operators. 

Despite a setback in the number of 
completed wells in the Texas-Louisiana 
fields for the week, the new production 
surpassed that of the former week. The 
most creditable showing was in the 
Gulf Coast fields, due to the bringing in 
of three gusher wells in the Sour Lake 
field, with an aggregate of 3,200 barrels 
a day. The feature of these comple- 
tions was a 1,500-barrel producer. Of 
next importance and the best strike in 
the Louisiana fields was a 900-barrel 
completion in the Mooringsport dis- 
trict. A feature of this well was its 
location considerably in advance of 
production and giving a spur to further 
test drilling. In the Panhandle (Texas) 
field the Electra district contributed 
the featuring result, a 600-barrel well. 
An important strike was reported in 
the Iowa Park district showing for 10 
barrels a day, about three-quarters of 
a mile in advance of production. The 
pay was struck at a depth of 490 feet, 
making it a promising shallow sand de- 
velopment. 

The principal interest in the week’s 
operations in the mid-continent field 
has been the completion of a 3,200-bar- 
rel natural well in the Cleveland pool. 
The Cushing pool is reported on the 
increase again as a result of several 
big wells recently brought in. The 
most favorable completion was credited 
with 3,000 barrels a day. Considerable 
activity is reported in Okmulgee and 
Muskogee counties, in which a num- 
ber of good pools are located. A good 
deal of wildcat drilling is in progress 
and the most promising development so 
far seems to be in Hughes county. The 
Healdton field is keeping the enthusi- 
asm of operators to a keen pitch, and 
some of the expectations go as far as 
making it a prospective second Glenn 
pool. In Kansas the principal interest 
is centered in the tests in Cowley 
county from the hopes of an extension 
of the Newkirk pool. Pipe line runs 
for January in the mid-continent field 
amounted to 6,078,984 barrels, as com- 
pared with 6,041,098 barrels for Decem- 
ber. Deliveries were 5,845,765 barrels 
for January and 5,447,898 barrels for 
December. Stocks at the close of last 
month were 51,850,701 barrels, an in- 
crease of 115,419 during the month. 

The week’s report of California opera- 
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tions indicates an enlivening dispost- 
tion in many of the fields in which 
drilling has been backward of late. The 
keener incentive to field work is at- 
tributed to the recent advance in the 
low-grade product, which has also en- 
couraged prospects of a further ad- 
vancement. A shortage of fuel oil is 
believed to be in sight on the heavy in- 
crease in the market demands for the 
last few months. A real revival in 
field operations is predicted as soon as 
conditions are more favorable for the 
work. Details of January operations 
are awaited with considerable interest, 
and if there is shown to be any marked 
shortage between production and con- 
sumption for the month a further spur 
to drilling will be found, 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 
Little to vary the even course of the 
local market for illuminating oils has 
featured the interval, and no practical 


change in ‘the ruling conditions has 
been traced. Trading has kept well up 
to the usual seasonable domestic re- 
quirements with a tendency toward ex- 
pansion, chiefly for heating purposes. 
There has been a lighter movement for 
export during the week. Our record ef 
clearances showing a total of 5,515,430 
gallons, as against 14,317,600 gallons 
previously. Bulk shipments were 10,- 
690,190 and 2,300,000 gallons, respectively. 
Since the first of the year exports from 
the local port have reached 68,394,575 
gallons, comparing with 75,252,950 gal- 
lons for the same period in 1913. From 
all ports in our statistical summary 
the comparison is 109,366,420, against 
113,507,250 gallons. The booking of en- 
gagements for forward shipments has 
included 200,000 cases for Yang Tse 
ports, 19@19%c., May-June loading from 
New York or Philadelphia, and 130,000 
eases for the River Plate, basis of 174c.

TEXAS-LOUISIANA FIELDS. 

(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Port Arthur, Tex., Feb. 19, 1914. 
A review of the Southwest petroleum fields, 
comprising the Gulf Coast fields of Southeast- 
ern Texas and Southern Louisiana, the Pan- 
handle field in Northern Texas and the Caddo 
field in Northern Louisiana, for the week shows 
another drop in wells finished, although there 
is an increase in the production, due to the 


finishing of wells above the general average in 
the Gulf Coast section. The week in review 
shows but a total of thirty-one wells finished, 
with ten dry holes and gas wells and a new 
production of 5,943 barrels, compared with the 
previous week’s report of forty-two finished 
wells, thirteen dry holes and gas wells and 
4,975 barrels new production. This shows a 
falling off of eleven in finished wells and three 
in dry holes and gas wells, and in production 
there is an increase of 968 barrels, which is 
encouraging to the well owners, as the pro- 
duction is what brings in the revenue for the 
well owners, 

There is something stirring in the Southwest 
and what it will develop into remains to be 
seen, The International Storage and Ware- 
house Company a few days ago was granted 
by the Fuel Oil Commission of Jefferson coun- 
ty, Louisiana, the rights to erect storage tanks 
for oil on a tract of land fronting 600 feet on 
the river. Reports are that an option had 
been taken on the Sharp & Beatty property 
across from the Audubon Park, at New Or- 
leans, and now that the permission has been 
granted, subject to the commission’s regula- 
tion, the former purchase will be made. J. A. 
Landry, who is manager of the company, at- 
tended a meeting of the Fuel Oil Commission 
and presented a written request for the neces- 
sary permission to establish the oil storage 
business in the Jefferson parish. He spoke of 
the vast projects the company has in mind and 
stated that it was perfectly willing and ready 
to throw every safeguard around the life and 
property of the residents in the vicinity of the 
proposed plant. He said the coming of the 
company into the New Orleans section meant 
the spending of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars and the employment of many persons. Jo- 
seph Bogarts, a member of the company and 
one of its incorporators, states that the plant 
will be under erection within thirty days. He 
left New Orleans immediately after the con- 
ference for Europe, to be absent for at least 
ninety days, where he goes to negotiate with 
his European backing regarding the erection of 
a million-doliar oil refinery in New Orleans. Be- 
fore his embarkment he said:— 

“We have three big tank steamers, 
each of a capacity of 8,500 tons of oil 
already under charter. At Nicoleuff, Russia, 
we have under construction the largest oil 
tanker in the world. It is due to report at 
New Orleans about May 1. From Mexico we 
have already made arrangements to have 
10,000,000 gallons of oil shipped to New Or- 
leans.’’ 

ce 


d Landry, a well-known oil man of New 
Orleans, 


has been made manager of the New 
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Orleans branch of the corporation. The New 
Orleans concern is capitalized at $300,000. 
Among the larger companies interested in the 
New Urleans company, which will in time de- 
velop into the most important post of-all, are 
the Deutsch Lianosoff, the French Lianosoff, 
Dutch Lianosoff, the British Lianosoff and 
other oil corporations which have combined 
ready capital of $12,500,000 available.- The 
European concerns involved in the Interna- 
tional control vast oil fields, not only in Mexico, 
but in Louisiana, Texas and Oklahoma as well, 
and a regular tank line will be established be- 
tween New Orleans and Tampico. The estab- 
lishment of the big oil refineries and storage 
houses at New Orleans will mean the crea- 
tion of subfactories for the manufacture of 
oil products. 

In the Panhandle country present excitement 
is centered in Shackleford county, where some 
monster gas wells and a few oil wells have 
been found. This territory, known as the 
Moran gas field, has produced an abundance 
of natural gas for some time, but the find 
of oil is something of recent date and has 
caused no end of excitement in the new field. 
It was in the vicinity of the Edwards tract oil 
well that enormous bonus prices were paid for 
territory, and the bonus payers are still un- 
able to tell just where they are at until they 
spend a few more thousands to sink a tegt 
well, for every well drilled in any portion of 
Texas is a test. So far but twa oil wells have 
been found, and they are located in an ideal 
spot to operate in. The field is an expensive 
one to operate and the cost of a well will run 
close to $12,000 if drilled to the known deep 
pay sand. Like California the Shackleford 
county field has many pay sands ranging from 
a depth of 250 to 2,000 feet. The best pay is 
encountered at a depth of about 1,950 feet, 
and the cost per foot for drilling is $3.60. The 
extreme cost comes in the large pipe used to 
run a well. The hole is sfarted at a size where 
thirteen and one-fourth-inch pipe can be put 
down to a depth of about 500 feet, followed by 
1,000 feet of ten inch and then about 1,95v feet 
of six and five-eighths-inch pipe, which goes 
down from the surface to the top of the deep 
pay sand, and which cases off any water, oil or 
other substance found between the surface and 
the deep pay sand. The pipe or casing in a 
single well alone represents quite a fortune 
and shows that the field’s development will un- 
doubtedly be left to the companies with larger 
capital. Ten new locations have been made in 
the Shackleford county field which shows that 
the investors still have faith in the pool de- 
veloping into one of the richest in all Texas. A 
loading rack has been put in, as well as a sid- 
ing for the loading of tank cars with the crude, 
and already seventeen tank cars of crude have 
been shipped by rail from the two producing 
wells. The new field is one of intenesting 
study, as in many places the formations are 
exposed, the country being hilly, so the anti- 
clines can be easily traced, and when one gets 
off the top into the syncline he can expect 
nothing but a water well or a dry hole. As 
long as the anticlines can be followed by the 
naked eye the operators should be shrewd 
enough to keep within bounds and get noth- 
ing but good wells. Once in a while a failure 
may be found on the anticline, but this is 
seldom. 

An important point has been made by State 
Attorney-General R, G. Pleasant, of Louisiana, 
regarding the assessinsg of oil and gas leases. 
He states:—‘‘After making a diligent investiga- 
tion of the law, I am unable to find any aw 
thority upon which the assessment of oil and 
gas leases may be predicted. All property that 
is owned by the lessor is assessed in his own 
name, but the lease itself appears to be non- 
assessable.”’ 


Panhandle Crude. 


The runs from the wells in the Panhandle 
fields for January, which do not include the oil 
shipped by tank cars from Shackleford county, 
amount to 759,696 barrels; the deliveries were 
838,879 barrels and the stocks held by the 
different pipe lines at the close of January 
were 1,187,243 barrels. This is a decline in 
the stocks from the December figures of 
109,842 barrels. In the Electra field the runs 
of the Magnolia Petroleum Company for Jan- 
uary were 317,640 barrels, the deliveries 367,989 
barrels and the stocks on hand at the close of 
the month of this company were 897,500 bar- 
rels. The runs from the wells by the Texas 
Company amounted to 340,000 barrels, the de- 
liveries were 327,592 barrels and the stocks at 
the close of the month were 109,500 barrels. 
The runs of the J. M. Guffey Petroleum Com- 
pany for January were 61,000 barrels, the 
deliveries were 95,450 barrels and the stocks 
17,000 barrels, which makes the total runs 
from the Electra field of 718,640 barrels, de- 
liveries 792,031 barrels and stocks amounting 
to 1,124,000 barrels. In the Petrolia field the 
runs for January of the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company amounted to 10,968 barrels, the de- 
liveries 11,986 barrels and the stocks 8,000 bar- 
rels. The Texas Company’s runs from the 
same field were 18,453 barrels, the deliveries 
22,245 barrels and the stocks 55,243 barrels. 
The runs of the Oriental Oil Company were 
12,635 barrels and the deliveries were the same 
as the runs, there being no stocks held by the 
latter named company.

Gulf Coast Fields. 


The uppermost important thing in the Gulf 
Coast region now is the closing of contracts 
by the well owners with the pipe lines and the 
making of fuel oil contracts. Contracts are 
being made on a basis of $1 per barrel, plus 
the price of transportation from the producing 
wells to Gulf Coast points. This is a lower 
price than that of a year ago, and some of 
the larger consumers of crude are still holding 
off for lower prices. There is a wide differ- 
ence in the quoted prices in the various fields 
between the Texas Company, the Gulf Pipe 
Line Company and the Sun Line Company. 

Like all other fields the operators in_ the 
Southeastern Texas section of the Gulf Coast 
field are anxious to add a little new territory 
to the oil producing area, for the first time in 
a long period, although they would much pre- 
fer that the wildeatting work would be left to 
some newcomer to the field, as the capital ex- 
pended in hunting new pools has been some 
thing enormous and the old-timers are setting 
easy and paying more attention to the wells 
they have within defined limits of production, 

Many wildcat wells are being drilled in the 
Gulf Coast field. Near Corpus Christi the 
Macias Oil Company is drilling a test well. 
Near Uasacota Burt & Griffith are trying their 
luck at a wildcat well. Scarborough & Hicks 
are at work on a test near Rockdale, Milam 
county, The Producers’, Oii Company is drill- 
ing a deep and importdnt test well on Pine 
Island. The Gulf Refinig Company is making 
an important test on High Island. Converse & 
Company are in hopes of striking oil near 
China, in Jefferson county. The Houston Oil 
Company is drilling near Chester and the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company is drilling a well on a 
900-acre tract some six miles from Houston, 
near the late well finished near Pierce Junc- 
tion, which is doing about four barrels of oil 
and several times that amount of salt water.

Panhandle Field, 

Quite a number of contractors and drillers

county field, which appeals to them very much 
They prefer that field to work in to any yet 
developed in Texas, the climate and water be. 
ing ideal. The Electra field maintains the leaq 
in work and will for some time to come, and 
this field furnishes some remarkable wells from 
week to week. The Iowa Park field is looking 
up these days. A new completion made on 
the Munden tract, nearly a mile in advance of 
production, makes quite a favorable extension 
to the pool where shallow oil sand is found 
close to 450 feet. The Petrolia field, in Clay 
county, looks more encouraging than for some 
time, and much new work will be started in 
defined territory, as well as tests on the outer 
edges. The Burkburnett field is somewhat 
backward and shows but little of the real oj] 
country excitement at this time. The Eeds 
district is in about the same condition as the 
Burkburnett district, but the Fowlkes district, 
being new, has more attraction.

The best well in the Electra district for the 
week was the Producers’ Oil Company's No. 2 
Bywaters tract, which produced 600 barrels at 
a depth of 1,916 feet. Same company’s No. 59 
Waggoner tract did 125 barrels at 1,918 feet, 
where ten feet of pay sand was found. No. 15 
on the Marriott tract did fifty barrels at 1,183 
feet in the shallow Electra sand. No. 24 
Beekley tract failed to make any showing at 
a depth of 2,142 feet and was abandoned as 
no good The J. M. Guffey Petroleum Com- 
pany drilled a good well in No. 30 Miller tract, 
which showed 300 barrels at 1,511 feet. This 
company’s No. 3 Bywaters tract did sixty 
barrels at 1,792 feet, while No. 6 was dry at 
1,985 feet. Owens & Wilson’s second test on 
the Rodgers tract did twenty-five barrels at 
790 feet, in the most shallow pay sand in the 
district that is of any real value. 


In the Iowa Park district the important 
well was that of C. N. Coates & Co. in a 
second test on the Munden tract, about three- 
fourths of a mile in advance of production. 
This well shows ten barrels at a depth of 490 
feet to the sand, with fourteen feet of pay 
sand. This well extends the shallow territory 
a good distance and shows that the field is 
larger than expected. Burt & Griffith's test on 
the Sunday tract is showing for twenty bar- 
rels a day at 732 feet. This well, being located 
over three miles northeast of production, makes 
the Iowa Park district look as though it held 
a very promising pool with large dimensions. 

In the Petrolia district the Wichita Gas Com- 
pany has made what looks like an important 
strike in its test on the Webb tract. This well 
shows a volume of 10,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
and flows about ten barrels of crude. There 
is possibilities of this well drilling itself in 
and making a monster oil well, as such things 
have happened before, and again it may not 
increase its oil production until the gas pressure 
simmers down to normal. 


Louisiana Field. 


There is a decrease in operations in the 
Northern Louisiana fields for the week in re- 
view, as well as in dry holes and gas wells, 
also in the new production, as but one or two 
gushers were drilled in during the week. There 
is but little interest in wildcat work, as most 
of the drilling wells are located within the 
oil-producing limits of the various districts. 
The second well will be drilled on the School 
land, in Ferry Lake, by the Providence Oil 
Company in Harrison county. The first well 
in that county was drilled by the Standard Oil 
Company on the Hunter tract, on Swanson’s 
Landing, about a mile east of the well now 
drilling. The Hunter tract well is pumping 
about forty barrels a day yet. The Metropol- 
itan Oil Company is making a test in section 
17-20-16 on a part of the River tract. The 
Higgins Oi] and Gas Company is drilling an 
important wildcate well on school lands lo- 
eated on Tar Island, in the extreme south- 
eastern corner of Marion county. The Tar 
Oil Company will drill a test in the center of 
Tar Island.

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS, 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Lima, O., Feb. 20, 1914. 


A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
shows that a total of seventy-nine wells were 
finished, with twenty-three dry holes and gas 


wells and a production of 3,155 barrels, which 
is an increase of forty-one wells finished, six- 
teen more dry holes and 1,565 barrels more 
production, This enormous increase comes 
from the new Sullivan field, in Western In- 
diana, where the week showed more finished 
wells than any other State in the high-grade 
fields. The heavy increase was expected, as 
at the close of the previous week a great many 
wells were just drilling into the oil sand and 
were finished the present week. In the Ohio 
end the wells were the usual sized producers. 
The old territory is going backward, and, 
while the old pumping wells are holding up 
as well as could be expected, the trade is 
anxious to find something more prolific and will 
no doubt leave for more Western fields as soon 
as the winter is over.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS MORE 
AOTIVE., 

(rom the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Los Angeles,- Feb. 14, 1914. 


While nothing ‘of a startling nature has 
developed during the past week in any of the 
fields, there is a noticeable livening up in 
many properties which have been practically 
shut down for several months. The advance 
in the price of low grade oil made by the 
Standard is received with much satisfaction by 
the trade. Forty cents a barrel, however, is 
now regarded as only a “‘starter,’’ and there 
is a feeling of certainty that there will be 
another advance within a few weeks. The 
fact of the matter is a shortage of fuel oil 
is in sight. The heavy increase in the mar 
ket demands which has been going on for 
months past is beginning to tell, and although 
the detailed reports of operations for January 
are not yet in, it is said there was a sub 
stantial drawing on stocks during the month. 

The Standard received authority this week 
to sell stock to the extent of $4,500,000—and 
these funds are stated to be for the purpose 
of building more storage and buying more 
oil. The Standard has now approximately 
25,000,000 barrels of heavy oil in storage, but 
it is said the company has found that the 
“residuum’’ produced at its refineries ig noi 
sufficient to take care of its increasing fuel 
oil trade, and it is for this reason that the 
company is again in the market for low grade 
oil and is offering an advance in price. 

This advance, as stated above, has resulted 
in a number of operators getting busy, and 
it is believed that as soon as the winter rains 
are over and the roads. again in good shape 
there will be a real revival in field operations, 
In some of the valley fields—notably the Kern 
River and Midway districts—many wells that 
have been shut in are being cleaned out, 
drilled deeper and being put in shape to pro- 
duce, 

The Agency price for low grade oil is still 
36% cents, but there is every indication that 
the members will soon be receiving a much 
better price, and no dissatisfaction is notea 
among the mémbers because outside pro- 
ducers are, for the moment, receiving a _ bet- 
ter price, 

The General Petroleum Company intends to 
be a factor in the fuel cil business in Cali 
fornia, according to plans now being made 
Primarily, the Weir syndicate is in the busi- 
ness here in order to supply the ships con- 
trolled by that syndicate with fuel oil, but 
the General Petroleum, Ltd., aims to extend 
its business as much as possible. By the end 
of the present year the company expects to 
have ten 60,000-barrel tank ships in commis- 
sion. Two are already completed—the De 
Sabla and Barneson—and the others are on the 
way. The new concern is already figuring on 
contracts for fuel oil with targe consumers 
in Chile and other foreign countries. In the 
home markets, the pipe line to Los Angeles 
harbor gives it a big advantage over its com- 
petitors in the Nevada and Arizona trade, 
although the Standard will soon be equipped to 
compete for this trade from its El] Segundo 
establishment. 

Altogether the situation looks good for the 
immediate future, and ‘if the figures show 
there is any considerable shortage between 
production and consumption it will be a 
signal to ‘“‘go ahead.’’ 


Age Limit for Employes. 


The Kerr Trading and Oil Company (South- 
ern Pacific) has recently issued an edict to 
the effect that no more men over forty-four 
years of age will be employed by that con- 
eern and also that when an employe reaches 
the age of sixty years, he must “go down 
the road.’’ All applicants for jobs must un- 
dergo a physical examination before their ap 
plications will be considered. The company 
claims that these measures are made neces- 
Sary by the requirements of the workman's 
compensation act, a law that was enacted at 
the last session of the State Legislature 

Whether other oil companies operating in 
this State will deem it necessary for self-pro- 
tection to adopt a similar policy is not known, 
If it were adopted generally there would be 
scores of oil well workers thrown out of em- 
ployment. A driller should be better equipped 
at forty-five for his work than a younger man. 
The science or art of drilling an oil well is 
acquired from experience. No man can learn 
it out of a book. There are new problems 
eaing up almost daily and the drillers’ own 
eebuity must solve them. The more bad 
ishing jobs a driller gets out of the better 
flualified he is for his work. The life he

will be continued. 

The Standard has made a location on its 
lease lying immediately south of the Calokla’s 
well and will have a rig in as soon as possible. 
The Standard has stopped drilling on its test 
well on the Bixby ranch, near Olive station, 
but has made a location for another test on 
the same lease. 

An attempt is to be made to discover oil in 
the Imperial Valley, and $87,000 has been 
raised by the Imperial Valley Realty Board 
toward drilling a test well on the west side 
of the valley, where surface indications are 
said to be favorable. There is not an oil well 
within 125 miles of this country and a strike 
would mean much to the entire valley. 

The State Railroad Commission has granted 
the Standard Oil Company authority to issue 
45,184 shares of its capital stock at par—$100 
per share—for the purpose of building new 
tankage, purchasing oil, ete., but it is specified 
that none of tha funds shall be used for pipe 
lines. This will give the company a goodly 
sum for the purposes mentioned and indicates 
that the Standard intends to continue in the 
market for all the oil it can buy. 

The Northern Exploration Company, drilling 
for gas to supply the Midway Gas Company, 
brought in a 150-barrel oil well instead of a gas 
well on section 16-32-24 and the results are very 
disappointing to the owners. The well cost 
$10,000, 

The test well being drilled by the El Camino 
Oil Company on section 10-11-23 in the Sunset- 
Midway is down 4,758 feet and aside from 
several slight showings nothing has developed 
to encourage further drilling and the hole will 
probably be abandoned. 


MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Peporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence Kan., Feb. 19, 1914. 
The week's record shows considerable ro- 





tine work going on, with very little of a 
sensational nature developing. Healdton is 
booming; Newkirk is quiet, owing to slow 


progress in marketing the protuct; Kansas 
gives promise of a bigger year than ever in 
its history. It is reported that 250 strings of 
tools are running in Kansas. Throughout the 
various Oklahoma fields there is activity and 
a general widening of pools. Cushing and 
Cleveland strained the pipe-line resources so 
much last year that, having by this time 
taken up the slack, it will take some big de- 
velopment to cause another setback. However, 
the discovery of a single large pool would 
change the entire situation, and such a con- 
tingency is not unlikely. There are possibili- 
ties in any number of localities. 

The mild winter has made work possible 
throughout the entire season, with few slight 
breaks, and the result is that contractors are 
all busy and most of them have work waiting. 
A great deal of wildcatting is being done, and 
operators are forcing .things in many new 
localities. Down at Allen, in Hughes county, 
there is a determination, which seems well 
founded, to make an oil field, and drilling is 
in progress in different sections some eight 
miles apart. The enthusiastic ones regard the 
Healdton field as a prospective Glenn pool. 
Cowley county, Kansas, is being forced in the 
hope of finding an extension of the Newkirk 


pool. 
Big Wells at Cleveland. 


The nearest thing to a _ sensation for the 
week was the Gypsy Oil Company’s No. 23, 
on the Boston farm in section 1-21-7, which 
made 3,200 barrels natural the first 24 hours. 
The lease was making 14,000 barrels a day 
before this well came in. Nos. 24 and 25 are 
drilling and should be in very soon. The 
same company is starting a test in section 
5-21-7, on the Mullendore farm, just north of 
Cleveland. This farm, which consists of 500 
acres, has never had a deep sand test, al- 
though two dry holes were drilled in the days 
of the Cleveland sand development. The Gypsy 
company has about two dozen other wells 
drilling on their other leases in the Osage. 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Company also is very 
active in the Osage. White & Sinclair are 
drilling in lot 107. The Laurel Oil and Gas 
Company, in subdivision 20, has a dry hole at 
2,800 feet. 

The Oklahoma-Texas Oil and Gas Company 
has a rig up for a test on the Daboling farm, 
south half of the northwest quarter of 26-21-7, 
in the hope of finding an extension of the 
Brissey pool. The Selby Oil and Cas Company, 
together with J. B. Grieves and J. F. Murphy, 
are drilling a test on the Anglin farm, north- 
west quarter of section 31-21-7, offsetting the 
small well drilled by the Big Four company 
on the Peck farm. 

At the Big Heart the White Eagle Oil Com- 
pany has a well good for 100 barrels or better 
near the depot, giving a prospect for town lot 
development. 


The Cushing Field. 


The Cushing pool, in spite of predictions, 
seems to have unlimited resources. The pro- 
duction, which at one time was 30,000 barrels 
and later dropped to 20,000, is on the increase 
again, with big wells being brought in. The 
Producers’ Oi] Company’s No, 2, on the Mc- 
Intosh farm, in section 8-17-7, is making 3,000 
barrels a day. It is in the Bartlesville sand 
55 feet. The Praisie Oil and Gas Company’s No. 
2, on the George Tucker farm in the south- 
west quarter of section 8, is making a thou- 
sand barrels. The sand was found at 2,665 
feet. The Roger Kemp test, in section 1, is 
due, and, if a producer, will extend the fleld 
a mile to the west. The Gypsy Oil Company 
is drilling for the Bartlesville sand in section 
8-17-7. Gunsberg & Foreman are drilling in 
section 19-17-7, several miles to the south- 
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west. In 5-18-7 the Gypsy company shot their 
No. 1, on the Adkins farm, which was a 
five-million-foot gas well, but failed to increase 


its production, 
At Wann. 


A shortage of water has held up operations 
at Wann. Graybill and associates have a 
three-million-foot gasser in their No. 2, on the 
Lulu Pigeon, in section 34-28-14. In the same 
section H. F. Tyler has a two-million gas well 
on the Nannie Greece land. Owen & Connolly 
are getting ready to drill an offset to John 
Markham’s test, on the Susan Pee farm, and 
are moving in on the Oscar W. Parson farm, 
in séction 9-27-14. 


Okmulgee and Muskogee Counties, 


One of the most active 
entire fleld is the district covered by Ok- 
mulgee and Muskogee counties, in which 
are located a number of good pools, not 
the least productive of which is the Booch- 
sand district east of Okmulgee. With not 
a barrel of production six months ago, 
township 14, range 14, now has develop- 
ment or prospective work in every section. 
In section 27-14-14 the George, Chase and 
Ziegler test made 25 barrels. The Tibbitts 
well in section 1-14-14 is reported good for 
75 barrels.

At Bald Hil, the past week has sren 
some good wells. The Producers’ Oil Com- 
pany got a 40-barrel well in No. 6 on the 
Cc. tL. Barnett farm, in section 20-15-14, 
McCready & Moelindick have a 50-barrel 
well in No. 3 on the Lamb farm, and the 
Beaver Oi] Company have a fair well in 
No. 1 on the Jefferson. The Beaver Oil 
Company’s No. 4 on the Julia Childs farm, 
in 31-15-14. made 300 barrels the first day. 
At Mounds, the Pilgrim Petroleum Com- 
pany’s No. 1 on the Foster Gregory farm, 
in section 2-26-12, just east of town, created 
something of a sensation by putting 350 
barrels in the tank in the first thirty-six 
hours. Several other tests are due in this 
vicinity. 

Near Bartlett, and about six miles east 
of Henryetta, L. Wheeler, A. W. Culp and 
Jim Givens, of Muskogee, have a freak well 
on the Rosie Blackwell farm, in section 1- 
11-13. The well was drilled last June, and 
had a strong flow of gas, with just enough 
oil to spoil it. It was decided to abandon 
the well, when it began to flow oil. The 
well was shot after two months, and, 
nothing showing, it was decided to plug it, 
when an unexpected flow of 150 barrels 
changed the situation. A few days ago it 
was again decided to plug the well, and 
a final agitation was given it, with the 
result that it flowed several hundred bar- 
rels of oil, water and sediment.

The Healdton field continues to be the 
Mecca for operators.

There are now 50 rigs and drilling weils in the 
field and its extensions. So far there have 
been drilled 25 wells which have produced 
oil, and 5 dry holes.

commission. The Griffin and Denny pools of 
Wayne county have contributed some good 
strikes lately, a brace of 20-barrel producers 
in that end of the county being among late 
returns. In the Cooper pool a 10-barrel pumper 
was among the week's completions. Morgan 
county operations resulted in two new strikes, 


one making thirty barrels daily and the other 
being a small pumper. Both strikes were 
within the Cannel City pool. In this field only 
standard rigs are used in drilling, because of 
the depth of the sand. Several new contracts 
have been made for new drilling, much of 
which will be outside the proven areas. A\l- 
ready the leading field of the State in pro- 
duction, the Morgan county district, will 
probably be still further expanded with work 
now in prospect. The depth of the sand 
holds out encouragement of a permanent pro- 
duction and this inducement is drawing some 
of the operators from the high-grade districts 
of the north and east. 

The Lawrence and Wolfe county districts of 
Eastern Kentucky present a quiet appearance, 
although several new wells ure drilling. A 
light pumper is reported from the Busseyville 
pool, Lawrence county, while no new pro- 
duction has been developed in Wolfe county 
for the week. Activity on the West Virgima 
side, close to the Lawrence county field, is 
causing Kentucky lease holders to maintain 
a tight grip on their holdings. The Fallsburg 
section of Lawrence county just now looks 
promising and will witness much new work 
before the year is far advanced. The origianl 
pool, near Busseyville, has as yet failed to 
furnish anything but light producers. 

After several months’ drilling, Pennsylvania 
operators have abandoned a deep search in 
Breathitt county, Eastern Kentucky, as a 
failure. This is the second attempt to find 
deep oil in that county, the first puncture be- 
ing dry at 2,600 feet. In the neighboring 
county of Perry a profitable gas yield was 
found in one well. 

Western Kentucky operations have been af- 
fected to a greater extent than those in the 
eastern end by the winter season, it being a 
difficult matter to locate rigs. No late com- 
pletions are reported from the districts of 
Ohio, Allen and Logan counties. Several new 


rigs are up in these fields. The late comple- 
tion in the Scottsville district, Allen county, 
has been put to pumping and shows a pro- 
duction of 20 barrels, being one of the best 
strikes yet made in the county. In the un- 
tested area probably the work of most im- 
portance just now is that being started in 


Webster county. One rig is up and timbers 
are on the ground for two more rigs. Sev- 
eral new companies have taken leases in 
Meade, Hancock, Webster and McLean, but 
little testing will be started before winter is 
over. 

On the Tennessee side locations are being 


made for test wells in Overton county. In 
the lower end of the State, close to the Ala- 
bama line, three wells are reported drilling. 
Last week witnessed the completion of the 
largest gas pipe line yet built in Kentucky, 
this being the extension from the Kentucky- 
West Virginia fields to Louisville. The line 
is over two hundred miles long and will sup- 
ply Louisville as well as many intervening 
towns with natural gas. 





ROUMANIAN PETROLEUM REPORT. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Bucarest, Jan. 20, 1914. 
The local market for crude oil and deriva- 
tives has followed the same course over the 
fortnight and there has been little to con- 
tribute to any change in its genera] charac- 
ter, Prices remained steady, crude oil of the 
Bustenari grade being 8.10@8.15 francs per 
10 kilos for prompt delivery and 8 francs on 
long-term contracts. 


The general production was in slight de- 
cline, and it is probable that the total produc- 
lion for 1913 will amount to 1,900,000 tons, as 
compared with 1,804,000 tons in 1912, the ex- 
cess being about 100,000 tons, or 5 per cent. 

Reports from the producing fields indicate 
& continued activity, and there are prospects 
of a substantial increase in production. 
he Traian Roumanian Oil, Company’s well 
No. 37 at Mislishoara de North, having been 
drilled deeper, struck the oil, flowing at the 
rate of ten tons a day. 

The Chiciura Oilfields’ No. 3 at Tontesti has 
made, on December 27, an eruption and yielded 
twenty-five tons of oil in one hour. M. Jean 
Goldfeld’s well No. 1 at Bordeni, Daftanetzul 
Sec, came in at a depth of 355 meters, the 
crude oil rising in the pipe 200 meters high. 
Preparations for storing the oil are being made. 
he Concordia company’s No. 312, which some 
me ago had made powerful eruptions, owing 
‘o which the waters broke in, is expected to 
become producing again, the waters being shut 
off. The well having been tested, the crude oil 
‘ose in the column 150 meters high; the gases 
are very strong. The Aquila Franco-Romana’s 
Well No. 57 continues to flow at the rate of 
twenty tons a day. The Orion company’s well 
No, +302 at Gropi stopped its eruptions, and is 
— producing twenty-five tons a day by bail- 
ng. The Colombia company’s No, 79 in the 
‘ame field continues to yield twenty-five tons 
‘day. Well No, 28 of Margulies at Chiciura, 
which) gave eighty to 100 tons a day by erup- 
tion, was destroyed by a fire and is now being 
je oustructed.

The railroad manage- 
ment is unable to help the petroleum indus- 
try by giving the necessary engines required for 
the oil trains, so that great difficulty is encoun- 
tered for keeping up the stocks in the Con- 
stantza reservoirs.

The excess of 173,747 tons of petroleum prod- 
ucts exported during the eleven months of 1913 
represents an increase of 22% per cent. as com- 
pared with the exports of the foregoing year, 
and shows that the figure of the total exports 
for 1913 will be more than 1,000,000 tons. By 
this figure the Roumanian petroleum industry 
gets an important position in the Buropean pe- 
troleum trade. Indeed, while the Russian and 
Galician exports have continued to decrease 
during the last few years, those of Roumania 
have been in steady increase, and though, 
regarding the petroleum production, Roumania 
now ranks fourth, it comes right second after 
the United States as far as the export, and as 
a consequence its importance on the European 
petroleum market, is concerned. 

The figures of the stocks in the deposits of 
the various refineries at the end of October, 
1913, the quantities of crude oil run in the 
refineries during November, 1913, and the prod- 
ucts obtained are given in the followping table,

Mexican Petroleum Notes. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Tampico, Mexico, Feb. 14, 1914. 


It is stated that a test of the new gusher, 
“La Corona,’’ of the Royal Dutch Shell Trad- 
ing and Transportation Company, in the Pa- 
nuco field, recently made, showed the enor- 
mous flow of 180,000 barrels per day, making 
it the largest producer in the world and ex- 
ceeding the capacity of the famous Potrero 
del Llano gusher, which has a flow of 110,000 
barrels daily. The well was successfully cap- 
ped shortly after it was brought in, After 
large earthern storage tanks had been built 
a test run was made by letting the weil run 
wide open for twenty minutes. The owners 
are hopeful that the well wil be able to main- 





tain its enormous flow. It is pointed out that 
there are few cases in the Tampico district 
where big wells have decreased their fow, 
The federal government has granted a con 
cession to Charles Hamilton, representing g 
number of French and Belgian capitalists, for 
the construction of a railroad from the po;

The Rockland Oil and Gas Company, of 
Rockdale, Texas, has reorganized its forces 
issued new stock and began the work of drill. 
ing six miles west of Rockdale. The capita} 
stock is $12,000. 





The Vesper Gas Company’s gusher on the I 
Cc. & W. L. Perry farm on Rock Camp Run. 
Sardis district, Harrison county, W. Va., dur. 
ing one of the early days of its career pro. 
duced 1,210 barrels. The market value of the 
oil produced by this well the first three days 
after it was drilled in exceeds $11,000. The 
cost of drilling the wells was between $7,000 
and $8,000, Later reports showed a declining 
output, the lowest being 390 barrels. 





In the old Shinnston pool in Clay district 
Harrisson county, W. Va., the Philadelphia 
Company has drilled its No, 22 on the Lucas 
Bros.’ tract, located on West Fork River, into 
the fourth sand and the well came in at the 
rate of twenty-five barrels an hour. According 
to a later report it was holding up at 486 bar. 
rels a day. About a year ago this company 
drilled large wells on this tract and it looked 
to be a large pool, but hopes were dissipated 
by later developments and even the large wells 
did not show commendable staying qualities, 





For the first time in many months the shal- 
low sand territory in Southeastern Ohio hag 
come to the front with an excellent producer, 
It is Bdward A. Meyer’s farm No. 7 on the 
John Braun heirs’ farm, located near New- 
port, in Newport township, Washington coun- 
ty, and as soon as drilled into the top of the 
Berea grit began flowing at the rate of fifteen 
barrels an hour. Drilling was suspended as 
soon as the well began to flow. Its first twen- 
ty-four hours’ production was given as 200 
barrels. 





In Robinson township, Washington county, 
Pa., the People’s Natural Gas Company has 
drilled its deep test on the Garry farm to a 
depth of 6,472 feet and shut down awaiting the 
arrival of a new cable. From the top of the 
hole to the bottom at the time drilling was 
suspended, the total depth is almost one and 
one-fifth of a mile. Nothing to equal this 
depth has ever been approached by a drilled 
well. 





The field which was opened in Sullivan coun- 
ty, Ind., by the drilling of a wildcat well last 
August already has the credit of producing 
over 2,700 barrels a day from 110 producing 
wells. The territory is very spotted. Dry 
holes have been numerous in the section, but 
it seems to be a locality where a failure con- 
demns very little land. Its shallow depth and 
the ease with which the wells ara handled, 
make it an attractive field. 


Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Feb. 19, 1914. 


The departure this week of three big 
cargoes of petroleum in bulk for foreign 
ports gave the bulk oil exports for the 
present year a big impetus and they are 
new well ahead for the same period in 
1913. The week’s total was 6,454,360 gal- 
lons, which brings the figures for the year 
thus far up to 28,046,174 gallons. During 
the same period in 1913 the bulk exports of 
petroleum and its products from this port 
were 24,137,710 gallons. 

The vessels to clear, their destinations, 
and the nature of their cargoes were as 
follows:—British steamship Luciline, for 
Cette, with 1,633,609 gallons of refined pe- 
troleum, valued at $101,194.96; British 
steamer San Silvestre, for London, with 
2,820,751 gallons of refined petroleum, 
valued at $141,037.55; Norwegian steamer 
Conrad Mohr, for Christiania, with 2,000,00 
gallons of refined petroleum. 

Manifests returned during the same 
period show the following heavy ship- 
ments of the non-explosive mineral oils 
and greases on the regular merchant ves- 
sels clearing from this  port:—British 
steamer Merion, for Liverpool, with 149,- 
488 gallons of lubricating oil, 42,750 gallons 
of petroleum grease, 5,980 gallons of min. 
colza oil, 1,020 gallons of Pennsylvania 
oil, 489 barrels of paraffine scale; British 
steamer Manchester Exchange, for Man- 
chester, with 87,021 gallons of lubricating 
oil, 239 barrels of paraffine scale, 217 bags 
of paraffine wax; British steamer Mack- 
inaw, for London, with 69,606 gallons of 
lubricating oil; Italian steamer Taormina, 
for Genoa and Naples, with 113,178 gallons 
of lubricating oil, 1,275 gallons of Pennsyl- 
vania 300 oil, fifty bags of paraffine scale.

Treasury Department Exempts Many Articles from 
Provisions of Paragraph 17 of Tariff Law. 


IMPORTERS OBTAIN LONG-SOUGHT-FOR RELIEF FROM RECENT IMPOSITION OF 
DUTIES OF 20 PER CENT. ON LEMON, ORANGE, SWEET ALMOND AND OLIVE 
OILS AND SPANISH SAFFRON FLOWERS IN POUND CONTAINERS, AND 
OF 25 PER CENT. ON REFINED CAMPHOR IN RELATIVELY SMALL 
SLABS AND TABLETS, AS WELL AS ON NAPHTHALINE BALLS. 


Despite its previous ruling, apparently 
avthorizing an assessment for duty at 20 
and 2% per cent, of all dutiable articles in 
Schedule A of the new tariff law, when 


ut up in packages of two and a haif 
pounds or less, the United States Treasury 
Department has decided within the last 
week that several of the commodities 
hitherto assessed at these rates by the 
appraiser at the port of New York under 
the provisions of paragraph 17 of the law, 
are not ‘chemical or medicinal prepara- 
tions or combinations’’ within the mean- 
ing of that paragraph. The Treasury De- 
partment’s latest rulings on these articles 
are based on the fact that they ‘‘are not 
mixed or compounded with other oils, 
earths, chalk or drugs”’ or else are merely 
“erude drugs’’ and should therefore be 
exempted from these provisions and made 
dutiable only at the lower rates specifical- 
ly mentionéd elsewhere in the law. 
Among the most important of the com- 
modities thus exempted are terpeneless 
oils of lemon and orange, oil of sweet al- 
mond, olive oil, Spanish or Valencia suf- 
fron flowers, refined camphor and naph- 
thaline balls. 

The Treasury Department’s rulings, 
thus reversing its earlier decision, known 
as T. D. 34035, were written and forward- 
ed to the collector of customs at the port 
of New York early last week by Assistant 
United States Secretary of the Treasury 
Cc, §. Hamlin, in the form of instructions 
to the collector. In these latest rulings, 
the department expresses the opinion that 
the question as to the dutiability of small 
packages of the articles in Schedule A 
and of those made dutiable elsewhere un- 
der provisions of the tariff law, within 
the meaning of paragraph 17, is a ‘‘ques- 
tion of fact in each instance, depending 
upon whether these articles constitute 
chemical or medicinal compounds or com- 
binations or are similar thereto in ma- 
terial, quality or use, to which they may 
be applied.” The Treasury Department 
also gives it as its opinion, however, that 
the above-mentioned articles do not come 
within this classification, although patent 
medicines, proprietary remedies, synthet- 
icaliy prepared. and all articles combined 
or compounded with the use of chemicals 
are properly classified under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 17, when in packages 
of two and a half pounds or less. 

The appeals of the importers of the first 
of the above-enumerated articles for re- 
lief from the imposition of the 20 per cent. 
ad valorem duty, which were made to the 
United States Secretary of the Treasury 
last Nevember and December, have there- 
fore been sustained and the protests made 
last month and this month by importers 
of foreign refined camphor and naphtha- 
line balls against the assessment by the 
local appraiser of these two classes of 
goods for duty at 25 per cent. ad valorem, 
on the ground that they are embraced in 
the provisions of the second part of para- 
graph 17, have also been upheld, although 
these two articles had to be made the 
subject of a separate ruling by the Treas- 
ury Department. 

The letter from Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Hamlin, which reverses the 
ruling made by the Treasury Department 
at the outset of this year by excempting 
from the provisions of the first part of 
paragraph 17 of the new tariff law such 
articles as terpeneless oils or lemon and 
orange, oil of sweet almond and Spanish 
or Calencia saffron flowers, as. well as 
olive oil, peanut oil, fish oil and enameled 
paints, ceramic and glass colors, follows:— 

United States Treasury Department, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 16, 1914. 
The Collector of Customs, New York, N. Y. 

Sir:—Since the publication of T. D. 34035 it 
has been represented to the department that a 
humber of articles provided for in schedule A 
of the tariff act are not in fact chemical or 
medicinal compounds or combinations, and are 
not similar to such compounds or combinations. 
Among them are olive oil, enameled paints, 
ceramic and glass colors, etc. 

The department is of the opinion that the 
question of whether or not any article provided 
for in schedule A or elsewhere of the dutiable 
schedule of the tariff act falls within the first 
part of paragraph 17, when put up in individ- 
ual packages of two and one-half pounds or 
less, is a question of fact in each instance, the 
question being whether it constitutes a chem- 
ical or medicinal compound or combination, or 
an article similar im material, quality or use, 
to which it may be applied, to such chemical 
or medicinal compounds.” 

The department is further of tha opinion 
that all patent medicines or proprietary reme- 
dies of chemicals synthetically prepared and 
all articles which are combined or compounded 
with the use of chemicals fall within the pro- 
visions of said paragraph. It is further of 
the opinion, however, that olive oil, oil of 
lemons, oil of oranges, peanut oil, fish oils and 
other rendered, expressed, distilled and essen- 
tial oils, which are not mixed or compounded 
with other oils, earths, chalk, crude drugs, 
which are natural and uncompounded, and sim- 
ilar articles, are not similar to chemical or 
medicinal preparations or combinations and do 
not, therefore, fall within the provisions of said 
paragraph. 

You will be governed accordingly.

The letter from Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury C. S. Hamlin, exempting 
naphthaline and camphor from the provi- 
sions of the second part of paragraph 17 
of the tariff law on the ground that these 
articles are not intended to be included 
in that proviso, and permitting the en- 
trance of the first-mentioned article into 
this country free of duty and the assess- 
ment of refined camphor at the specific 
rate of 5 cents per pound, which is in the 
nature of a reply to the New York col- 
lector’s request for information on this 
subject, follows:— 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 17, 1914. 
The Collector of Customs, New York. 
Sir:—The department duly received your 
letter of the 24th ultimo., in regard to the 
classification of napthaline and camphor, in 
View of the proviso in paragraph 17 of the 





tariff act of October 3, 1913, which reads 
as follows:— 

“Provided, that chemicals, drugs, medici- 
nal and similar substances, whether duti- 
able or free, imported in capsules, pills, 
tablets, lozenges, troches, ampoules, jubes 
or similar forms, shall be dutiable at not 
less than 25 per centum ad valorem.” 

You submit with your letter a report from 
the appraiser, in which he states that 
napththaline is a hydrocarbon obtained 
from coal tar and purified by crystalliza- 
tion, and is used quite extensively in the 
manufacture of artificial indigo, and, under 
the name of tar camphor, has largely sup- 
planted crude camphor as a preventive of 
moths and their eggs in woolen clothing 
and is used medicinally, both externally and 
internally, You state that it is a practice 
to admit, free of duty, only the crystal and 
powdered forms of napthaline under para- 
graph 452 of the tariff act and that, when 
imported in the form of balls and table ts, 
it is assessed with duty at not less than 25 
per centum ad valorem “under paragraph 
17 of the tariff act. 

A comparison of the provisions in para- 
graph 17 of the present act and paragraph 
65 of the tariff act of 1909, shows that 
to the various forms specified in the former 
act are added the terms ampoules and 
jubes, and that the phrase in paragraph 
65 of the act of 1909, “intended for medic- 
inal purposes,” is eliminated from para- 
graph 17 of the present act, You suggest 
that, while this would indicate an intent on 
the part of Congress to include in the pro- 
vision substances not strictly medicinal, 
you express the opinion that the associa- 
tion of the several terms, such as capsules, 
pills, tablets, lozenges, troches, ampoules, 
jubes and similar forms, implies that only 
chemicals, drugs, medicines and the like, 
when in the forms convenient for swallow- 
ing or administering, are covered thereby, 
and that naphthaline and camphor in the 
form of balls and tablets or squares, are ac- 
cordingly excluded from the provision of 
aragraph 17, 

Pithe Hoare of United States General Ap- 
praisers, in G. A. 7265 (T. D, 31830), held 
that a solution of hydrochlorate of quinine 
imported in ampoules was not dutiable under 
paragraph 65 of the tariff act of 1909, not 
being ejusdem generis with any of the forms 
enumerated in the proviso to the said para- 
graph, and the board accordingly held that 
the merchandise was entitled to free entry 
under paragraph 658 of the said act. In 
the opinion of the department, the addition 
of “ampoules” in paragraph 17 of the pres- 
ent act was intended to meet the board's de- 
sion. 
water careful consideration of the question, 
and in view of the fact that the balis and

In the Treasury Department’s ruling of 
January 2, 1914, referred to in Mr. Ham- 
lin’s letter as T. D. 34035, the collectors 

rere directed to apply the provisions of 
paragraph 17 to all articles made dutiable 
under the chemical schedule, except soaps 
and sponges, and, as it was therefore un- 
derstood that the department intended to 
include terpeneless oils of lemon and 
orange, oil of sweet almond, olive oil, 
peanut oil and other oils put up in in- 
dividual packages of two and one-half 
pounds or less, the collector at the port 
of New York immediately began to as- 
sess these commodities, which were re- 
ceived principally in pound bottles and 
cans, at the rate of 20 per cent. ad val- 
orem provided in the first part of para- 
graph 17, to-the great embarrassment and 
annoyance of the importers of these 
goods. 


IMPORTERS OBTAIN SPEEDILY GRANTED 
RELIEF FROM RECENT IMPOSITION OF 


The speedy granting by the Treasury 
Department of the relief sought by the 
importers of the above-enumerated ar- 
ticles is believed to augur well for suc- 
cess of future appeals for relief from 
the imposition of seemingly unwarranied 
high duties. : 

The Treasury Department’s ruling 34035. 
dated January 2, last, which was received 
by the collector at the port of New York 
in reply to a question asked by him as to 
the classification of oils of lemon and 
orange, oil of sweet almond, saffron flow- 
ers, Olive oil and several other oils when 
put up in individual packages of two and 
a half pounds or less, follows:— 

United States Treasury Department, 
Washington, D. C., Jan, 2, 1914. 
The Collector of Customs, New York, N. Y. 

Sir:—It will be observed that this provision 
(first part of paragraph 17 of the new tariff 
law), which is a new one, does not impose a 
minimum rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem upon 
all dutiable articles imported in packages of 
two and a half pounds or less, but does im- 
pose such minimum rate upon articles which 
are medicinal or chemical compounds or com- 
binations, or articles similar thereto, when 
imported in such packages. 

The department is of the opinion that all 
articles in schedule A, whether eo nomine or 
not, except soap and sponges, are dutiable at 
20 per cent., when imported in packages of two 
and a half pounds or less; also that all arti- 
cles provided for in the dutiable schedules of 
the tariff, which are in fact medicinal or 
chemical compounds, when in such packages, 
are likewise dutiable at 20 per cent.; but this 
does not apply to bath brick, cement, manufac- 
tured pumice stone, fuller’s earth and like 
articles which are held to be similar to med- 
ical and chemical compounds and combinations. 


Paragraph 17 of the new tariff law, plac- 
ing ad valorem duties of 20 and 2 per 
eent. on chemical and medicinal com- 
pounds, etc., in relatively small individual 
packages, follows:— 

Chemical and medicinal compotinds, combi- 
nations and all similar articles dutiable under 
this section, except soap, whether specially pro- 
vided for or not, put up in individual pack- 
ages of two and a half pounds or less, gross 
weight (except samples without commercial 
value), shall be dutiable at a rate not less 
than 20 per centum ad valorem: Provided, 
That chemicals, drugs, medicinal and similar 
substances, whether dutiable or free, imported

in capsules, pills, tablets, lozenges, troches, 
ampoules, jubes or similar forms, shall be du- 
tiable at not less than 25 per centum ad va- 
lorem, 

Lemon and orange oils are specifically 
provided in the tariff law as dutiable at 
10 per cent. each, While sweet almond oil 
is made dutiable at 5 cents per pound. 
When in one-pound containers, these oils, 
as well as Valencia or Spanish saffron 
flowers, have recently been assessed for 
duty by. the appraiser at the port of New 
York at 20 per cent. ad valorem. No ef- 
forts were made by the government au- 
thorities, however, to assess other essen- 
tial oils in small containers under this 
paragraph, as a majority of the other es- 
sential oils were already dutiable at 20 
per cent. As a result of the assessment 
of pound packages of oils of lemon, 
orange and sweet almond under the pro- 
visions of the first part of paragraph 17, 
the importers requested the shippers of 
these oils to cease sending them in pound 
containers and to send them here in large- 
capacity coppers, from which they could 
fill their own smaller containers, In a 
plea made last November to the Secretary 
of the Treasury against the assessment 
of oils of lemon, orange and sweet al- 
mond under the provisions of paragraph 
17, a representative of one of the im- 
porters, who lated laid their case before 
the Treasury Department in _ person, 
wrote as follows:— 

We are informed and believe that it has been 
proposed to bring within the meaning of para- 
graph 17 such materials as oil of sweet 
almond, oil of lemon and oil of orange. Oil of 
sweet almond is made duitable ‘‘eo nomine’’ 
at the specific rate of 56 cents per pound under 
paragraph 45 of the tariff law. Oil of lemon 
and oil of orange are similarly made dutiable 
at 10 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 46. 

We import, as do many, the genuine sweet 
almond oil, packed variously in forty-pound, 
ten-pound, five-pound and one-pound cans, 
and we and others similarly import lemon and 
orange oils, packed variously in twenty-five- 
pound, ten-pound, five-pound and one-pound 
eans for convenience in use and distribution. 

We contend that these oils of sweet almond, 
orange and lemon, when packed in one-pound 
cans, are not properly within the meaning of 
paragraph 17. They are simple, unmixed oils, 
as in their original purity, not manipulated or 
compounded in any manner. They are not 
chemical compounds, and they are not chem- 
ical or medicinal combinations, or combinations 
in any sense whatsoever. 

We submit that, under the provision of ‘‘all 
similar articles’’ in paragraph 17, by the rule 
of ‘‘noscitur a sociis,’’ can be brough only 
materials of like kind with those enumerated, 
and that the simple, uncompounded, uncom- 
bined oils of sweet almond, orange and lemon 
clearly are not within this category. 

We feel confident that the department will 
sustain this contention and ask that collectors 
of customs be instructed to construe paragraph 
17 accordingly. 

The protest made by the importers of 
olive oil contended that this commodity 
was specially provided for under para- 
graph 45 and was not a chemical or medi- 
cinal compound. These importers made 
a special trip to Washington for the 
purpose of obtaining an exemption for 
their goods from the classification of 
paragraph 17. After a conference with 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Ham- 
lin, in which it was suggested that the 
importers present their arguments in the 
form of a brief, they again pleaded for a 
reversal of the department’s January 2 
ruling, on the ground that they had made 
every effort to have a specific duty pro- 
vided for olive oil, when the tariff bill 
was being considered by Congress, there- 
fore that a proper construction of the 
paragraph would exclude olive oil. 

The appeals of the importers of foreign 
refined camphor in individual packages 
weighing two and a half pounds or less 
for a ruling. exempting this commodity 
from classification among the articles de- 
scribed in the second part of paragraph 17 
of the tarift law and therefore subject to 
an import duty of 25 per cent.. were first 
made at the beginning of the current 
month when these importers addressed 
the United States Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the chairman of the House of Rep- 
resentatives’ Committee on Ways and 
Means and the Japanese Consul-General 
at the port of New York. Refined cam- 
phor has always been imported in the 
form of tablets running from a quarter 
ounce to two and a half pound slabs. The 
importers contended that, as refined cam- 
phor is specially provided for in para- 
graph 36 at 5 cents per pound, there was 
no valid reason for holding it dutiable un- 
der paragraph 17, which precedes the 
provisions of paragraph 36, and also stated 
that foreign refined camphor does not 
constitute a chemical preparation and is 
made into tablets merely for convenience 
of use. 

A protest against the application of the 
second part of paragraph 17 of the new 
tariff law to naphthaline balls, hitherto 
free of duty, was made on December 16, 
1913, by leading importers after these 
goods were assessed for duty at 2 per 
cent. ad valorem, in accordance with the 
provisions of the latter clause in that 
paragraph. The first assessment at this 
rate was made on 230 casks of aooeenne 
balls, consigned to a New York importer, 
who only a fortnight before had received 
an importation of these goods, consisting 
of 155 barrels, free of duty, in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 452 of 
the new tariff law, in which naphthaline 
is specially mentioned as among the ar- 
ticles in the free list. Naphthaline balls 
had previously been entered by the im- 
porters as free of duty under paragraph 
452 of the tariff act, as a product of coal 
tar. The appraiser, however, returned 
the consignment in question as classifiable 
under “medicinal and similar substances, 
in capsules, pills, ete., and similar forms,’ 
described jn the second part of paragraph 
17 at a rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
The importers contended that this return 
did not fit a correct description of the 
goods, as they “are not suitable to be 
taken as a medicine in any form, and are 
not put up in capsules, pills, lozenges, 
troches, ampoules, jubes or similar forms, 
but are in the form of balls, which are 
too large to be taken as pills, and, of 
eourse, could not in any form be taken 
internally.” Continuing, these importers 
said:—“The merchandise in question is 
known commercially as naphthaline ball, 
or moth ball, or tar ball, and is used al- 
most entirely as a preventative against 
destruction by moths in clothing, etc., 
and also quite extensively as a disinfect- 
ant in lavatories. It certainly is not used 
as a medicine packed in packages of any 
kind, but is shipped from Europe to us 
loose in barrels, in flake form and in ball 
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form.’"’ These importers were especially 
vehement in their protest because of the 
fact that they had already made con- 
tracts for 1914 deliveries of these goods at 
prices based upon their free entry and 
naturally felt that the assessment of 
these goods at 25 per cent. would work an 
unnecessary hardship upon them by com- 
pelling them to lose heavily on the con- 
tracts hitherto made and to tie up large 
amounts of money in the payment of a 
ety which did not appear to be warrant- 
ed, 

Paragraph 452 of the new tariff law, 
which enumerates articles in the free list 
and mentions naphthaline as thus entitled 
to free entry, follows:— 

Coal tar, crude, pitch of coal tar, wood 
or other tar, dead or creosote oil, and 
products of coal tar known as anthracene 
and —— oil, napthaline, phenol and 
cresol, 

Importers of fish oils are not especially 
interested in the new Treasury Depart- 
ment ruling as these oils are seldom im- 
ported in such small individual packages 
as two and a half pounds or less. The 
importers of edible peanut oil, however, 
are favorably affected by this ruling as 
some of their goods arrive here in such 
small containers.

Stearic Acid Rates Excessive. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Feb. 20, 1914. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in a suit brought by Charles Weisse & 
Co., Sheboygan Falls, Wis., holds that 
the rates of transportation on 20 sacks 


of Stearic acid from Ivorydale, Ohio, a 
Sheboygan Falls, Wis., were unreason- 
able to the extent that they exceedea 
charges that would have accrued on 
the basis of the aggregate intermedi- 
ate rates contemporaneously in effect. 
In other words, the commission holds 
that the charges of 42 cents per 100 
pounds on stearic acid over the routes 
on which the products moved should 
not have exceeded 40 cents per 100 
pounds. Reparation is granted to con- 
form with the lower rate.

Engine distillate is a distinct petroleum 
product and it is also apparent from the 
records that the rates on this commodity 
from the Eastern and Western producing 
points to Arizona are unreasonably high 
and hereafter such rates shall be made on 
a basis of 80 per cent. of the rates on pe- 
troleum and its products, made in accord- 
ance with the findings herein, from the re- 
spective producing points.

Washington, Feb. 20, 1914. 

Announcement is made by the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture of sev- 
eral notices of judgment being issued 
covering the results of prosecutions un- 
der the food and drugs law. 

Magnus, Mabee & Reynard, a corpora- 
tion of the State of New York, was 
charged with the shipment from New 
York to Pennsylvania of a quantity of 
oil of bitter almond. Adulteration was 
alleged for the reason that the shipment 
did not answer the U. 8. P. requirements 
in that it was deficient in hydrocyanic 
acid and contained chlorinated products. 
On May 22, 1913, the defendant company 
entered a plea of guilty, and on May 23 
the court imposed a fine of $1, 


This company was also charged with 
having shipped into Pennsylvania a 
quantity of oil of cassia alleged to be 
adulterated and misbranded. Analysis of 
a sample by the Bureau of Chemistry 
showed that it differed from the stand- 
ards determined in the U. 8S. P., and that 


reasons it Was alleged that the product 
was adulterated. Misbranding was al- 
leged in that the label would indicate that 
the drug was oil of cassia, whereas it 
was a mixture of oil of cassia and rosin. 
It was also charged that a quantity of 
oil of anise included in the above ship- 
ment was adulterated. Analysis of a 
sample of the product showed that it 
did not meet the requirements recog- 
nized in the U. S. P. On May 22, 1913, 
the defendant company entered a plea 
of guilty to the government's charges, 
und on May 23 the court imposed a fine 
of $50.

ESSENTIAL OILS. 


BERGAMOT.—More liberal offerings 
of new crop oil, which have brought 
about a further decline in the primary 
markets for this Messina essence in 
Sicily, have so far failed of reflection 
in the local market where the oil is 
still being held at $6 in most quarters, 
thought shaded occasionally in others. 

Our correspondents in Palermo and 
Caiania have advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, jan. 31, 1914. 

Further concessions have been made in prices 
for this oil within the week, and several lots 
have changed hands at the lowered figures. 
A little more resistance is now being mani- 
fested, however, by the leading operators here. 

Catania, Feb. 4, 1914. 

Because of a meager export demand prices 
asked for this oil have been marked down 
sharply of late, and there is no little activity 
in the market. Including stocks carried over 
from last season this year’s supply is some- 
what larger than that for 1915, but the pro- 
ductive area for the oil is relatively small, 
and an uplift from the present relatively low 
level is therefore regarded as at least possible. 


CAMPHOR.—A moderate consuming 
demand continues to be reported for 
this oil which is still well maintained 
by local importers and other handlers 
at 13@14c. for the light color and heavy 
gravity description, and at 12%@138c.

SANDALWOOD.—Further heavy ar- 
rivals of the wood have been reported 
within the week, among them being 
one lot of 52 bags, another of 20 bags 
and still another of 3,855 bags. These 
arrivals were contracted for prior to 
the recent decision of the United 
States Treasury Department in ex- 
empting sandalwood from the pro- 
visions of paragraph 49 of the new 
tariff law, but it is understood that 
they were arranged for in anticipa- 
tion of the government’s action on that 
score.

FLOWERS. 


SAFFRON.—Although not enume- 
rated among the articles which the 
United States Treasury Department 
las decided to be exempted from the 
provisions of paragraph 17 and there- 
fore exempted from assessment at 20 
per cent. ad valorem as a “medicinal 
combination or compound or similar 
commodity,” Valencia flowers in one- 
pound cans are understood to be 
dutiable again at only 10 per cent., as 
provided for specifically elsewhere in 
the tariff. Some local importers and 
other handlers of these flowers there- 
fore continue to offer them at $11, but 
a majority of dealers are now holding 
out for $11.50 and even $12. The s0- 
called “American,” or Mexican, flowers 
continue to be strongly held at 50@ 
55¢c., as spot stocks are almost ex- 
hausted and it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to replenish these sup- 
plies here in the country of production. 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ALOES.—A fair demand is still re- 
ported for the Cape gum which con- 
tinues to be offered at 10@11c. by local 
dealers. At the London auction last 
Thursday an offering of fair bright 
Cape gum was sold at 38s. per hun- 
dredweight, although at the February 
5 and January 22 sales, similar lots 
had brought 40s. 


CAMPHOR.—Of foremost importance 
in the week’s developments affecting 
this gum has been the United States 
Treasury Department’s ruling exempt- 
ing the relatively small individual 
packages of refined gum from the pro- 
visions of the second half of paragraph 
17 of the new tariff law and thereby 
exempting them from assessment for 
duty at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem set forth in those provisions 
and admitting it to this country here- 
after at the specific rate of 5 cents pet 
pound, provided elsewhere in that law. 
American refiners continue to offer 
their output on a basis of 42%c. in bar- 
rels and some importers are now meet- 
ing this figure, although a few are still 
holding out for the higher prices which 
they were compelled to ask waen their 
importations were being assessed at 
the higher duty rate. Government sta-

HERBS AND LEAVES. 


BUCHU.—A_ strong undertone con- 
tinues to be reported in the local 
market as well as at the Cape for the 
short leaves, arrivals of which from 
the new crop gatherings on the Crown 
lands and elsewhere in the producing 
region have been very meager to date.

Only a light business is now reported in the 
Turkish seed, as buyers have been more at- 
tracted by the cheap offers of Plate or Argen- 
tina seed for January-February shipments. 
The stocks in Rodosto have been so reduced 
of late, however, that it would require a 
‘bumper’ Plate crop to induce holders here 
to reduce their prices materially. As the Plate 
crop is not estimated at more than 2,000 tons, 
local holders are content to await develop- 
ments. 

The price asked to-day is 20s. per hundred- 
weight, c. i. f., New; York, for recleaned seed. 
The stocks at Rodosto are now figured at 
10,500 bags, a very small amount. 

CARAWAY.—Poor crop reports and 
a diminishing supply here have 
brought about a further advance in 
prices asked for this seed, which is 
now being strongly maintained at 
75%@8c. 

CARDAMOMS.—A_ steady buying 
movement is reported for this seed, 
which continues to be held at $1@1.75 
for the bleached variety, as to quality, 
and at $1.15@1.30 for the decorticated 
description. At the London auction, 
last Thursday, an offering of good bold 
palish to pale Ceylon-Mysore seed 
brought only 5s.

CELERY.—As spot stocks have re- 
cently been augmented slightly, local 
importers and other handlers are more 
modest in their views and are offering 
some lots at 25%c., though still ask- 
ing 26c. and up to 27c. for other lots. 

MUSTARD.—As spot stocks of the 
brown Bari variety have been almost 
exhausted of late, local handlers have 
raised their prices sharply, and are 
now asking a minimum of 7c., while 
quoting up to 7%c. in some instances 
for immediately available supplies. To 
arrive, the lowest figure named is 6\c., 
while 6%c. is being asked in some 
quarters. Other descriptions of this 
seed are being offered at previously- 
mentioned figures. 


SPICES. 


A recent noteworthy reduction of 
spot stocks of almost all descriptions 
of crude spices has brought about 
sharp advances in prices asked for 
chillies, cinnamons, mace, nutmegs, 
gingers, cloves, nutmegs and _ white 
peppers and pimento. There appears 
to be no falling off in the takings by 
grinders and other large consumers and 
a further marking up of quotations is 
looked for within the near future as 
a sequel to the diminishing supplies 
here and abroad.

Bill to Regulate Interstate Traffic in 
Misbranded Articles, 


MEASURE INTRODUCED BY REPRESENTATIVE ROGERS WOULD BROADEN MA- 
TERIALLY SCOPE OF FOOD AND DRUGS ACT—AUTHORITY FOR EXAM- 
INATION OF MANUFACTURED ARTICLES IN INITIAL STATES OR 
IN UNBROKEN PACKAGES IN OUTSIDE STATES—HEAVY 


PENALIZING PROVISIONS—LITTLE 


PROSPECT 


FOR EARLY ACTION ON BILL. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 2, 1914. 
There has been presented in the House 
of Representatives a bill, H. R. 13492, 
intended to cover in the broadest possi- 
ble way the subject of articles shipped 
in interstate commerce. This bill was 
introduced by Representative Rogers of 
Massachusetts, and is entitled a bill 
“To prevent the manufacture, sale, or 
transportation of misbranded articles, 
and for regulating traffic therein, etc.”’ 


The Rogers bill is very elaborate in 
detail and covers 10 or 1i sections, with 
more detailed and specific provisions in 
regard to the subject of misbranding 
than has yet been presented in any part 
of the law relating to foods and drugs, 
and under this bill a great variety of 
articles not covered in the food and 
drugs law would come under the ban of 
the law as being misbranded. The full 
text of this bill is as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be unlawful 
for any person to manufacture within any Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia any article 
which is misbranded within the meaning of 
this act; and any person who violates any of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and for each offense shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined not to exceed $1,000 or shall 
be sentenced to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding two years, or shall be punished by 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the court; and for each subsequent 
offense shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined 
not less than $2,500 or shall be sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment, or shall be pun- 
ished by. both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 

Sec, 2. That the introduction into any State 
or Territory or the District of Columbia, from 
any other State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia, or from any foreign country or 
the shipment to any foreign country of any 
article which is misbranded, within the mean- 
ing of this act, is hereby prohibited; and any 
person who shall ship or deliver for shipment 
from any State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia to any other State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia, or to a foreign coun- 
try, or who shall receive in any State or Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia from any 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia, 
or from any foreign country, and having so 
received, shall deliver, in original unbroken 
packages,, for pay or otherwise, or offer to 
deliver to any Other person, any such article 
so misbranded, within the meaning of this 
act, or any person who shall sell or offer for 
sale in any Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia any such article so misbranded, within 
the meaning of this act, or export or offer to 
export the same to any foreign country, ghall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and for such of- 
fense shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined 
not to exceed $1,000 or shall be sentenced to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
years, or shall be punished by both such 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court; and for each subsequent offense 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined not 
less than $2,500 or shall be sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment, or shall be punished by 
both such fine and imprisonment, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

Sec. 8. Phat the Secretary of Commerce shall 
make rules and regulations for carrying out 
the provisions of this act, including the col- 
lection and examination of articles which are 
manufactured or offered for sale in any Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia, or which 
shali be offered for sale in unbroken pack- 
aged in any State other than that in which 
they shall have been respectively manufac- 
tured or produced, or which shall be received 
from any foreign country, or intended for 
shipment to any foreign country, or which 
may be submitted for examination by the ap- 
propriate officer of any State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia, or at any domestic 
or foreign port through which such articles 
may be Offered for interstate commerce, or 
for export or impert between the United States 
and any foreign port or country. 

Sec. 4. That the examinations of a such 
specimens of articles shall be made under the 
direction and supervision of the Secretary of 
Commerce for the purpose of determining 
whether such articles are misbranded within 
the meaning of this act; if it shall appear 
from any such examination that any of such 
specimens are misbranded within the meaning 
of this act, the Secretary of Commerce shall 
cause notice thereof to be given to the person 
from whom such sample was obtained. Any 
person so notified shall be given an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, under such rules and 
regulations as may have been prescribed as 
aforesaid, and if it appears that any of the 
provisions of this act have been violated, the 
Secretary of Commerce shall at once certify 
the facts to the proper United States district 
attorney, with a copy of the results of the 
examination of such article duly authenticated 
by the officer making such examination under 
the oath of such officer. After judgment of the 
court, notice shall be given by publication in 
guch manner as shall be prescribed by the 
rules and regulations aforesaid. 


Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each 
district attorney to whom the Secretary of 
Commerce shall report any violation of this 
act, or to whom the appropriate oificer of any 
State, Territory, or the District of Columbia 
shall present satisfactory evidence of any vio- 
lation of this act to cause appropriate pro- 
ceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in 
the proper courts of the United States without 
delay for the enforcement of the penalties 
herein provided. 

Sec. 6 That the term “misbranded,”’ as 
used herein, shall include any false, inaccur- 
ate, or misleading description, false, inaccur- 
ate or misleading statement or other false, in- 
accurate, or misleading indication as to number, 
quantity, measure, gauge, or weight of any 
articles, as to the place or country in which 
any articles were manufactured or produced, 
as to the mode of manufacturing or producing 
any articles, as to the materials of which any 
articles are composed, or as to any articles 
being the subject of an existing patent or 
copyright, whether such description, state- 
ment, or other indication is applied to the 
articles themselves or to any covering, pack- 
age or label in which such articles are sold 
or offered for sale. Such articles shall also 
be said to be misbranded if they are imita- 
tions of or offered for sale under the name of 
another article, or if the contents of the 


package as originally put up shall have been 
removed in whole or in part or other contents 
substituted therefor, or if the covering, pack- 
age or label shall contain any statement de- 
sign or device which is falce and fraudulent 
in any particular. Such articles shall also be 
said to be misbranded if there are applied 
thereto figures, words or marks or any ar- 
rangement or combination thereof, whether 
including a trade-mark or not, which are rea- 
sonably calculated to lead persons to believe 
that they are the manufacture or merchan- 
dise of some person other than the person 
whose manufacture or merchandise they in 
fact are, Such articles shall also be said to 
be misbranded if there are appiied thereto 
the name or initials of any person in uny 
falce. Inaccurate or misleading manner. A 
description, statement or other indication shall 
be said to be applied to an article within the 
meaning of this act if it is woven, impressed, 
worked into, annexed or affixed to such article 
or to any covering, package or label thereof. 

Sec. 7. That no dealer shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act if he can pro- 
duce a guaranty signed by the wholesaler, 
jobber, manufacturer or any other person re- 
siding in the United States from whom he 
purchases such articles, that the same are not 
branded within the meaning of this act and 
Such guaranty to afford protection, shall con- 
tain the name and address of the person sell- 
ing such articles to such dealer, and in such 
case such person shall be subject to the prose- 
cutions, fines and other penalties which would 
otherwise attach to said dealer under the 
provisions of this act, 

Sec. 8 That any article which is mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act and 
shall be transported for sale from one State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia to any 
other State or Teritory or the District of Col- 
umbia or, having been transported, remains 
unloaded, unsold or in the original unbroken 
packages, or if it be sold or offered for sale 
in any Territory or the District of Columbia, 
or if it be imported for sale from a foreign 
country, or if it be intended for export to a 
foreign country, shall be liable to be proceded 
against in any district court of the United 
States within the district where the same is 
found, and seized for confiscation by a process 
of libel for condemnation. And if such ar- 
ticle is condemned as being misbranded within 
the meaning of this act, the same shall be 
disposed of by destruction or sale, as the court 
may direct, and the proceeds thereof, if sold, 
léss the legal cost and charges, shail be paid 
into the Treasury of the United States: but 
such goods shall not be sold in any jurisdic- 
tion contrary to the provisions of this act or 
the laws of that jurisdiction: Provided, how- 
ever, that upon the payment of the costs of 
such libel proceedings and the execution and 
delivery of a good and sufficient bond to the 
effect that such articles shall not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act, or the laws of such juris- 
diction, the court may by order direct that 
such articles be delivered to the owner thereof. 
The proceedings of such libel cases shall con- 
form, as nearly as may be, to the proceed- 
ings in admiralty, except that either party 
may demand trial by jury of any issue of fact 
joined in any such case, and all such pro- 
ceedings shall be at the suit of and in the 
name of the United States. 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shal deliver to the Secretary of Commerce, 
upon his request from time to time, samples 
of articles which are being imported into the 
United States or offered for import, giving 
notice thereof to the owner or consignee, who 
may appear before the Secretary of Commerce 
and have the right to introduce testimony. If 
it appear from the examination of such sam- 
ples that any article which is being imported 
into the United States or offered for import 
is misbranded within the meaning of this act, 
the said article shall be refused admission, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury shall refuse 
delivery to the consignee and shall cause the 
destruction of any goods so refused delivery 
which shall not be exported by the consignee 
within three months from the date of notice 
of such refusal under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe: 
Provided, that the Secretary of the Treasury 
may deliver to the consignee such goods pend- 
ing examination and decision upon the execu- 
tion of a penal bond for the amount of the 
full invoice value of such goods, together with 
the duty thereon. On refusal to return such 
goods for any cause to the custody of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, when demanded, for 
the purpose of excluding them. from the 
country, or for any other purpose, said con- 
signee shall forfeit the full amount of the 
bond: And provided further, that all charges 
for storage, cartage and labor on goods which 
are refused admission or delivery shail be paid 
by the owner or consignee, and in default of 
such payment shall constitute a lien against 
any future importation made by such owner 
or consignee. 

Sec. 10. That the term ‘‘Teritory’’ as used 
in this act shall include the insular possessions 
of the United States. The word “‘person’’ as 
used in this act shall be construed to import 
both the plural and the singular, as the case 
demands, and shall include corporations, com- 
panies, societies and associations. When con- 
struing and enforcing the provisions of this 
act the act, omission or failure of any officer. 
agent or other person acting for or employed 
by any corporation, company, society or asso- 
ciation within the scope of his employment of 
office shall in every case be also deemed to be 
the act, omission or failure ©f such corpora- 
tion, company, society or association as well 
as that of the person. 

Sec. 11. That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to repeal, amend, or -affect the pro- 
visions of an act approved June 50, 1906, en- 
titled ‘‘An act for preventing the manufacture, 
sale or transportation of adulterated or imis- 
branded or poisonous or deleterious foods, 
drugs, medicines and liquors, and for regulat- 
ing traffic therein, and for other purposes.’’ 

Sec. 12. That this act may he cited as ‘‘the 
misbranding act.’’ 

Sec. 13. That this act shall be in force and 
effect six months after its approval, 

The_ Rogers bill has been referred to 
the Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce, which has before it a 
number of measures bearing upon the 
subject of misbranding and adulteration 
of goods of various kinds. So much at- 
tention is being given by the committee 
at this time to the anti-trust policy of 
the Wilson administration that there is 
no certainty that any of the_ general 
measures relaing to fods and drugs, or 
other commodities, shipped in interstate 
commerce will receive attention for 
come weeks to come, 


DRUG REPORTER 


Yaryan Plants Ordered Sold. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


The United States Court for the South- 
ern District of Georgia, has ordered the 
receivers of the Yaryan Naval Stores 
Company, Jas, S. Grailey, Jr., Homer T. 
Yaryan and E. W. Stetson, to offer the 
plant of the company, located at Bruns- 
wick, Ga., at public auction on April 
7 at an upset price of $42,000 and the 
Gulfport, Miss., plant will be offered for 
sale on April 14 at an upset price of 
$140,000. The sales department of the re- 
ceivers, however, will in all probability 
be continued as it is at present after the 
sales on April 7 and April 14 for some 
time, and orders for the products of the 
Yaryan Naval Stores Company, directed 
to the sales department of the receiv- 
ers, will be given prompt attention. 





Standard Oil Company to Develop 


Chinese Oil Resources. 


Details of the agreement between the 
Standard Oil Company, of New York, 
and the Chinese government for the ex- 
ploitation of the oil fields of the Prov- 
ince of Shan-Si and the Northern part 
of the Province of Chi-Li under the 
direction of a special company, of which 
the Standard will hold a large con- 
trolling interest, indicate an arrange- 
ment of novel but momentous signifi- 
cance in the petroleum industry. It is 
practically a partnership with advan- 
tages of mutual interest. Preliminary 
negotiations involved the loan of $15,000,- 
000 to the Chinese government in return 
for a concession to the Standard of the 
prospective oil fields, but as this pro- 
posal was not in accordance with the 
company’s methods of developing its for- 
eign trade, it was rejected and instead 
the plan of organizing an American- 
Chinese cOmpany was consummated, 
whereby the government was to receive 
37% per cent. of the stock of the new 
company with the right to purchase 
further holdings to the extent of 7% 
per cent. within two years. The agree- 
ment includes the right to construct 
pipe lines and railways for the devel- 
opment of the fields and the refinement 
and marketing of the product. 

. E. Bemis, vice-president of the 
Standard Oil Company, of New York, 
through whose negotiations the arrange- 
ment was consummated, stated that it 
was an occasion of much gratification 
that the oil resources of China were to 
be developed under such favorable terms. 
It was well known that oil deposits 
abound and it was only a matter of 
prospecting until their possibilities were 
determined. Geologists and oil experts 
have been in the country for some time 
and upon the receipt of their reports, op- 
erations will be prosecuted. Mr. Bemis 
estimated that an expenditure of be- 
tween $6,000,000 and $10,000,000 would be 
necessary for the proper development 
of the resources. In further reference 
to the subject Mr. Bemis stated:— 

The Standard Oil Company of New York, I 
think, has a right to take considerable pride 
in such commercial advancement as China has 
made in recent years, We have invested 
$20,000,000 in the country since 1903, and in the 
ten years since that date have placed our 
products in out-of-the-way corners of the 
kingdom where oil was never known before. 
And it has been done by our own agents. Pre- 
vious to 1913 we dealt through the established 
commercial houses in seaport cities, and were 
one of the very first foreign organizations 
to set out to distribute our own products. Since 
1906 we have done $100,000,000 worth of busi- 
ness with Chinese merchants, great and small, 
and with our own Chinese distributors, and in 
that time have met a loss of 634 taels all 
told, a matter of something like $440. 

The increase of the use of kerosene in China 
has trebled the output of the silk industry in 
the past seven years. The direct cause of this 
great increase was a lamp we had made, an 
ordinary kerosene lamp with a burning ca- 
pacity of eleven hours at one filling, which we 
designed and sold for 7% cents apiece, some- 
times making deliveries 3,000 miles in the in- 
terior. Previous to the introduction of this 
lamp in some of the interior parts of the silk- 
raising territories work had to be confined to 
the hours when the sun shone brightly. Even 
in places where they had oil they could not 
use it to advantage because of antiquated 
lamps in use. In the first year our special 
lamp was sent across the sea 875,000 were sold. 
Since that time annual sales have aggregated 
2,000,000, and the company manufacturing 
them has been worked to capacity to supply 
the demand, 

The use of a modern lamp naturally in- 
creased the call for our product. In 19003 some 
3,500,000 cases of oil were sold by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New York in the northern 
provinces; last year sales totaled something 
over 9,000,000 cases. 








Private Freight Car Hearings. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb, 20, 1914. 


After devoting nearly a year to prep- 
aration for investigation into the sub- 
ject of the relation of railroads to own- 
ers of private cars carrying freight, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is pur- 
suing the investigation through hear- 
ings held in different parts of the coun- 
try. The hearings will be in progress 
in the South during the coming week, 
and early in March the subject of tank- 
line cars will be investigated at the 
hearing to be held in Washington. The 
date for this hearing is set for March 4. 

Many misleading reports have been 
published regarding alleged decisions by 
the commission having a hearing upon 
this subject of shipping in private cars. 
The commission has made no decision, 
but is investigating the question wheth- 
er the relations between the owners of 
private cars and the railroads over 
which the cars are moved constitute vio- 
lations of the interstate commerce law. 
It is supposed that the question of vio- 
Jation of the law will turn upon the 
rates paid by, the owners of the cars 
for the hauling performed by the road, 
and whether matters of rebate payment 
are involved in any way in these re- 
lations. 

Instead of there being any decision of 
the subject, the intimations at the In- 
lerstate Commerce Commission are that 
many more months will be employed by 
the commission in investigating this sub- 
ject, and probably no actual decision 
will be made, but a report will be forth- 
coming showing the actual results of

Up to this time tank cars, whether 
for the use of oil shippers or for other 
shipments of commodities, have not been 
touched upon in the hearings.

Common Carrier Sanitation Bill, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 20, 1914, 


From the committee on Public Health 
and National Quarantine of the Senate 
Senator Williams, of Mississippi, has fa! 


vorably reported a bill, H. R. 6267, in. 
tended to amend certain features of the 
laws relating to the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital service. The bill ag jt 
passed the House made certain changes 
by way of authorizing the public health 
service to look after the sanitation of 
common carriers. The Senate commit- 
tee in charge of this subject has amend. 
ed the bill limiting its scope by author. 
izing the officials to enter upon aj 
vessels, trains, carriages, etc., but cut- 
ting out the provisions authorizing such 
entry upon depot premises, and other 
properties. In the opinion of the Sen. 
ate committee the province of the pub- 
lic health service, so far as interstate 
commerce is concerned, extends only y 
the trains of common carriers engaged 
in interstate commerce, but not to prop- 
erty that is within the jurisdiction of a 
State. 

The Senate committee also recom. 
mends an additional section to provide 
a penalty clause of a fine of $500 or im- 
prisonment for not more than a year 
in the discretion of the court, for the 
violation of the law,

Noon, 1914. 


Continued improvement has been 
noted in the volume of business in most 
parts of the drug market within the 
week. but buying operations in some 
directions are still limited to a hand- 
to mouth character. Few price changes 
of consequence have been reported, but 
the number of advances has been about 
equal to that of reductions in quota- 
tions. 

Of foremost importance in the weck's 
developments have been two decisions, 
or rulings, made by the United States 
Treasury Department exé mpting from 
the provisions of paragraph 17 of the 
new tariff law oils of lemon, orange 
and sweet almond, as well as olive and 
peanut oils and Spanish saffron flow- 
ers when put up in individual pack- 
ages of a pound to and including two- 
and a half pound, which has hitherto 
been assessed for duty by the appraiser 
at the port of New York at the ad 
valorem rate of 20 per cent, set forth 
in the first part of that paragraph, and 
also exempting from the provisions of 
that paragraph naphthaline balls and 
refined camphor, in slabs and tablets, 
which had heretofore been assessed for 
duty at the ad valorem rate of 25 per 
cent mentioned in the second half or 
proviso clause of the paragraph in 
question. These decisions by the Treas- 
ury Department were based upon its 
opinion that the above enumerated 
commodities do not constitute “medici- 
nal or chemical compounds or similar 
articles” within the meaning of para- 
graph 17 and were rendered by the de- 
partment in response to appeals to it 
made by the leading importers, and in 
answering the requests of the Collector 
at the port of New York for informa- 
tion and instruction on this subject. 
The speedy response thus accorded by 
the Treasury Department on the score 
of an equitable interpretation of para- 
graph 17 of the new tariff law, which 
follows close its similar action in a 
reasonable elucidation of paragraph 49 
of that law, is thought to augur well 
for future efforts on the part of im- 
porters to obtain relief from such tem- 
porary and seemingly uncalled for bur- 
dens as may be imposed by hasty and 
unfounded interpretations of the tariff 
law by government officials desirous of 
collecting as much as possible in duties 
upon the commodities in Schedule A of 
that law. 

Other interesting developments of the 
week have been the decision of the 
Mexican government to impose forth- 
with the long mooted export tax of 
$2 Mexican silver per kilo, equal ta 
about 40@45 American cents per pound, 
upon all shipments of vanilla beans 
from that country, a combining of 
Trieste and other Mediterranean opera- 
tors in colocynth apples and pulp to 
maintain prices for these articles at 
abnormally high levels and to refuse 
to sell the pulp except in the form of 
whole apples which contain it, and 
the assessment of unbleached calamus 
root for duty at 10 per cent. at valorem 
as a crude drug advanced in condition. 
Still another development, which has 
attracted the atention of the drug 
trade has been the recent arrival at 
this port of considerable quantities of 
buckthorn bark, said by some exam- 
iners and analysts to be spurious, but 
by Others to be genuine, which has led 
to a marking down of prices asked for 
the alleged spurious goods and a sharp 
advance in quotations for the guaran- 
teed genuine article, 

Prominent among the week’s ad- 
vances have been those in prices asked 
for dynamite glycerine, Mexican va- 
nilla bean cuts, peppermint oil in cans, 
caraway seed and brown Bari mustard 
seed, while chief among the reductions 
in quotations have been those in cod- 
liver oil, menthol, nitrate of siiver, 
lemon oil, celery seed and crude paraf- 
fine wax.

OPIUM. 


As the primary markets have recent- 
ly manifested a slightly stronger un- 
dertone in consequence of the advent 
of frosts and resultant damage to the 
fall and winter planted poppy crops, 
New York importers are holding their 
Stocks of this narcotic very strongly, 


especially in view of a further reduc- 
tion of spot supplies and a growing de- 
mand for this commodity. In some 
quarters of the local market prices 
asked for druggists’ quality gum have 
been advanced 5c. further, to $6.40 in 
cases and to $6.45 in jobbing quantities, 
The powdered and granular grades 
continue to be strongly maintained at 
$7.65 and $7.75, respectively.

COCOA BUTTER.—An active de- 
mand is still reported for this com- 
modity, which continues to be strongly 
maintained at 33@35c. in bulk and at 
36@39c. in the form of wrapped fingers 
in twelve-pound boxes, according to 
brand. At the latest Amsterdam auc- 
tion, held on February 3, at which 99 
per cent. of the offerings were taken 
at an average price of 83 Dutch cents 
per half kilo, our correspondent has in- 
formed us by mail that 63 tons of van 
Houten’s A were bought at 85.40 Dutch 
cents; 69 tons of van Houten’s B 82.33 
Dutch cents and 65 1-2 tons of Blook- 
er’s 80.78 Dutch cents. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Considerable im- 
provement is shown in the fishing re- 
turns and oil yield in Norway within 
the last week over those recorded at 
the very outset of the season and, al- 
though the livers appeared at first to 
be about as lean as those obtained in 
the 1913 catch, it is perceived that the 
livers from the recently-caught fish are 
exceptionally fat and highly produc- 
tive of oil. As a result the outlook for 
this season's catch has improved ma- 
terlally, but it is still deemed premature 
to attempt any estimate of the total 
yield. Returns from Bergen at the 
outset of the week showed a catch in 
the Lofoten region up to February 16 
amounting to 600,000 fish, yielding 550 
barrels of oil, as compared with a 
catch of 371,000 fish, yielding only 185 
barrels of oil for the corresponding 
period of last year, and a catch for 
all Norway of 5,000,000 fish, yielding 
4,224 barrels of oil, as compared with 
7,000,000 fish, producing 5,094 barrels of 
oil for the corresponding period of last 
year. It is therefore obvious that the 
oil yield from the livers is now proving 
relatively much greater than that re- 
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corded a year ago. By cable, our cor- 
respondent in Aalesund has advised us 
at the close of the week that the oil 
yield in the Lofoten region has amount- 
ed to date to 521 hecioliters while that 
for all Norway has reached 4,810 Le - 
toliters, as compared with only 214 hec- 
toliters for the Lofoten district and 5,9.0 
hectoliters for all Norway in the cor- 
responding period of 1913. Local im- 
porters and other handlers of the 
fteam-refined medicinal oil have lower- 
ed their prices further within the week 
and are now offering some brands of 
the oil as low as $21, though still ask- 
ing up to $24 for other brands.

COLOCYNTH APPLES.—A_ strong 
undertone now pervades the market 
for both Trieste apples and pulp, in 
consequence of a noteworthy stiffening 
of the primary markets, due to a com- 
bining of the Trieste and other Medi- 
terranean operators in these Syrian 
and Turkish products, who have re- 
cently entered into a price-maintenance 
agreement and have also. pledged 
themselves to refuse sales of the pulp 
except in the form of the whole apples 
containing it. As there is little de- 
mand for the whole apples and a con- 
stantly growing inquiry for the U. S. 
P. pulp, local importers are convinced 
that they will soon thave to raise 
their prices materially for the pulp 
and, also, to some extent for the ap- 
ples, both of which commodities are 
now being’ quoted, in the form of 
whole apples, at an equivalent of 
about 20 cents in their primary cen- 
eers. There are still moderate spot 
stocks of both apples and pulp, how- 
ever, and some local dealers therefore 
continue to offer these supplies at 19@ 
2le. for the whole Triests apples and 
at 18@20c. for the U. S. P. pulp. Span- 
ish apples are likewise being firmly 
held, in sympathy with the Triest 
grades, at 18@20c., as to quality. 

FUSEL OIL.—A weak undertone is 
still reported in the foreign, as well as 
in the domestic markets for this com- 
modity, which is being offered in 
crude form by Russian and German 
producers on a basis of $34@36 per 
100 kilos, f. o. b., countries of pro- 
duction, and by American manufac- 
turers at $1.15@$1.20, as to amylic al- 
cohol content. The refined oil is still 
quoted by domestic makers at $1.65 
and amyl acetate continues to be of- 
fered at $1.60, in consequence of un- 
abated competition, necessitated by a 
growing employment of compounds in 
which cheapening agents have been 
introduced.

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tions. Stocks of this description of the 
article in the West, as well as in the 
East and abroad, have been reduced 
considerably within the last fortnight, 
and while there are’still a relatively

P. in drums and barrels, they are 
being compelled in many instances to 
accept 20c., because one large distiller 
continues to quote that figure openly. 
In cans the C. P. variety is likewise 
seemingly held for 21%4c. in most quar- 
ters, but igs obtainable at 2lic. The 
soap lye and _ saponification grades, 
though much stronger abroad, are still 
available from domestic manufacturers 
at 13%@l4c., and at 16@16%c. asked, 
respectively.

This 
fact of an enormously increased demand has 
brought this article to a higher level of prices 
and menthol is now quickly recovering from 
its lowest point of 10s. 6d. in December, 1918, 
the lowest since October, 1910.

In several of the 
leading -quarters the consuming de- 
mand was reported to have shown ,a 
breadening tendency of late, a condi- 
tion that is believed to have resulted 
from the growing appreciation of buy- 
ers in the advantages of, covering for 
spot as well as for forward require- 
ments with the market at a level be- 
low the average of normal economic 
periods. The steamer Neuenfels has 
arrived with 750 packages, of which 
600 packages of orange and 150 pack- 
ages of seedlac are for local account. 
The balance of 100 packages of seedlac 
is for Boston, ..The Tanenfels, Kath- 
lamba and Wartenfels are all due 
within the next few days with a total 
of 1,625 packages of orange for spot, 
750 for Philadelphia, and 50 for Boston.

The shellac market continued its disappoint- 
ing downward course, and on weak bulls tak- 
ing fright March delivery sold down to 84s. 
Gd., and May 86s., but prices reacted on bear 
covering and further investment buying and a 
temporary recovery of 3s. 6d. was registered, 
part of which has since been lost. It would 
appear that so far as Calcutta is concerned 
prices are at about rock bottom, for the time 
being at any rate, as the drop on this side 
had practically nd effect whatever there, and 
we learn’ that sellers showed very little dis- 
position to operate further. On any trade de- 
mand we might easily see a substantial ad- 
vance now, as we: should say that the bulk 
of the March liquidation has now taken place, 
in addition to a sympathetic lightening of the 
Mey position. Also there are probably a cer 
tain number of bears out now. We have now 
got to a price similar to that ruling this time 
last year, we have had twelve months of small 
supplies, the Continent and America must be 
by now very short of stock, and if only the 
delivery market is left to settle itself after 
the hysterical speculation to which it has been 
subjected, there appears very little argument 
against a really healthy reaction shortly, al- 
ways provided that a modicum of truth is em- 
bodied in Caleutta reports as to stocks and 
probable supplies. It is too early yet to form 
any opinion of the Bysacki crop prospects, and 
the vArious ‘conflicting reports may well be

CITRIC.—A steadily increasing buy- 
ing movement is reported on the part

PERU.—No reflection of the recent 
decision of the United States Treasury 
Department, upholding the contention 
of the importers of this commodity 
that it should..be assessed for duty only 
at the 10 per cent, rate provided for 
balsams and exempting it from as- 
sessment at 20 per cent. under the 
provisions of paragraph 4 of the new 
tariff act, has yet been noted in the 
prices asked for this balsam and it 
is considered unlikely that any reduc- 
tion will be made in the quotations 
for this article, as prices were not 
raised while the higher duty was be- 
ing imposed and the recent cessation 
of collection of that duty has there- 
fore nad little influence upon the 
local market.

VANILLA.—Interest in the Vani 
bean situation has centered \ thin ee 
week in the decision of the Huerts 


Government in Mexico to impos 
long-mooted export tax of $2 ‘Mesian 
silver per kilo upon all shipments t 
that country’s beans, and in the oon 
sequent holding up of prospective 
shipments of these goods from the 
producing regions in Papantla and 
Gutierrez-Zamora. This additional taxa 
tion upon Mexican beans, which adds 
materially to their cost delivereq in 
New York, and elsewhere in the lead. 
ing consuming territories, has brought 
business between Mexico and _ this 
country to an abrupt halt and has 
placed the curers who had already sold 
their 1913-1914 beans on contracts to 
operators and extract makers at a 
great disadvantage, as they will have 
to pay this new tariff, equivalent to 
about 40@45 American cents per pound 
on all exportations of these beans 
which they had agreed to sell at a time 
when such a tax was not being im- 
posed. Fortunately for the trade in 
general, only a very few contracts for 
the whole beans have thus far been 
placed so that the sudden addition to 
the cost of the 1913-1914 crop beang de- 
livered here, arising from the imme- 
diate imposition of this new export 
tax, will work but little trouble jn 
the New York market aside from rais- 
ing prices which the operators here 
will have to pay to the curers and ask 
of consumers. Prices asked for the 
old crop beans now in _ Operators’ 
hands have not yet reflected fully the 
imposition of the new Mexican export 
tax and it is still possible for con- 
sumers to obtain some lots of these 
beans as low as $3.75 and $4, but $6 is 
now generally being asked for high- 
grade whole Mexican beans and still 
higher prices are expected to be named 
within the near future. Mexican cuts 
have already been marked up sharply, 
in recognition of the Mexican export 
tax, and are now being firmly held by 
New York operators at $3.121446@3.37%. 
Only a moderate buying movement is 
yet reported on the part of the ex- 
tract makers. 

3ourbons continue very _ strongly 
held in France and New York opera- 
tors are now holding their stocks of 
these beans very strongly at $3.25@ 
3.75, as to quality. Even at these com- 
paratively high figures now named for 
these beans here, the (New York mar- 
ket is still relatively lower than any 
other center for these goods. It is ex- 
pected that purchasing of these beans 
will be augmented materially within 
the near future, as a sequel to the re 
cent compulsory raising of prices for 
the Mexican cuts, resulting from .the 
imposition of the Mexican export tax 
of about 40@45 American cents per 
pound, which is believed to be well 
calculated to advance the quotations 
for these cuts to a minimum of $3.25 
before long. Paris operators are still 
holding their stocks of these beans 
very firmly at 30@32 francs per kilo 
for “queues” and at 34@36 francs for 
“heads and tails.”’ 


South Americans are still strongly 
maintained by the New York opera- 
tors as a result of a further lowering 
of their stocks of the 1912-1913 crop 
Guadaloupe beans and their unwilling: 
ness to replenish their spot supplies 
with the 1913-1914 crop Guadaloupé 
beans, which have been held by the 
curers on that island at what the local 
operators have deemed exorbitant fig- 
ures. Prices now asked for the com- 
paratively small spot stocks of thesé 
beans are $3.25@3.50 and higher prices 
are looked for, in consequence of the 
sympathetic influence toward higher 
levels exerted by the recent imposition 
of the Mexican Government’s export 
tax on the beans of that country.

Domestic brands in a 
jobbing way are held at 1.30@1.37\%c. and for- 
eign at 1.40@1.%0c., as to brand, quantity, de- 
livery and holder. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The statistical posi 
tion has considerably improved, with present 
prices quite firm, and importers here and pro- 
ducers on the coast looking forward to a good 
demand and well-sustained or higher figures. 
On spot in first hands 2.26@2.27%c. will buy 
one or two carloads of 95 per cent. nitrate if 
unsold, and to arrive during the next few 
months the same figures apply, while for large 
contracts over the balance of the year and 
early part of next 9% per ecent might possibly 


be had at 2.22\%c., aithough sellers show no 
anxiety to sell ahead. Ninety-six per cent. is 
held at the usual 24%@5c. per 100 pounds higher.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Thymol, 

The protests of the National Aniline and 
Chemical Company, relating to the clas- 
sification for duty of an importation of 
thymol, were sustained by the Boar.l of 
United States General Appraisers. The 
issue in this case is whether thymol 
comes under paragraph 3, tariff act of 1909, 
as a chemical mixture or salt containing 
alcohol, in the preparation of which al- 
cohol is used, as classified by the collec- 
tor, or whether it is a chemical compound 
not containing alcohol, under the same 
paragraph. The case was remanded by 
the United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals for a new trial after a decision of 
the board that it was not a chemical 
compound containing alcohol, and because 
the only evidence to that effect was a 
letter from the manufacturer. Upon re- 
trial, after a commission had been is- 
sued to Germany, a member of the manu- 
facturing firm testified on said commis- 
sion that no alcohol was used in the 
manufacture. The fact being properly es- 
tablished by competent testimony, the 
protests were sustained and reliquidation 
ordered as a chemical compound not con- 
taining alcohol of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 





Thymol. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protests of 
Fritzsche Bros., and G, Lueders & Co, 
claiming lower duty on thymol. Thymol 
was returned by the collector as a chem- 
ical compound and medicinal preparation 
and assessed at the rate of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. The claim was for free 
entry under paragraph 559 or at 4% cent 
a pound under paragraph 2%. The cases 
were submitted upon the appraiser’s re- 
port, which described thymol as “a sec-

ondary phenol made from oil of ajowan 
seed and is a well known medicinal prep- 
aration.’’ The board held that there is 
nothing in paragraph 559 or 20 which can 
be held to apply to thymol, and there- 
fore the protests were overruled. 


Refined Wool Grease. 


Zinkeisen & Co., New York, were sus- 
tained in a protest claiming lanoline to 
be properly dutiable at one-half of 1 per 
cent, per pound as wool grease, refined or 
improved in value or condition. The col- 
lector’s assessment at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem as a medicinal prepara- 
tion was reversed. The article in question 
was held to be identical with that which 
was the subject in a previous decision, in 
which it was returned as a wool grease 
refined or improved. 


Creosote Oil. 


Il. F. Orton, Galveston, Tex., was over- 
ruled n a claim for free entry on an im- 
portation of eighty barrels of dead or 
creosote oil. Duty was assessed at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 1, tariff act of 1909. The case 
was originally decided adversely to the 
contention of the importers (T. D. 31832). 
Application was granted for a rehearing. 
As no additional evidence was introduced 
in support of the claim made, the protest 
was overruled, 


Lubricating Oil, 


The decision of the collector was modi- 
fied in the case of Schroeck & Squires, 
New York, who protested against the as- 
sessment of duty on an importation of 
lubricating oil. The special report of the 
appraiser states that the merchandise con- 
sists of “sulphonated saponification of oil 
and petroleum.” Duty was assessed 
thereon at the rate of 2% per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 3, tariff act of 
19099. The cases were submitted for deci- 
sion on the record in protest No. 434038 (T. 
D. 33088) and the merchandise there in- 
volved was held to be dutiable at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 480 as a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article. In harmony with that 
decision the claim was sustained.

Saturday Noon, Feb. 21, 1914. 


There has been a fair demand for 
fertilizer materials and the market is 
expected to be fairly active for the 
next month or more. Whether condi- 
tions during the week have not been 
favorable and this slowed up demand 


to some - extent. Dried blood and 
tankage are selling at very high prices, 
but holders are getting their prices 
and the aggregate of business has been 
large. Cyanamid is steady in price 
with the output well taken care of. 
Some strength has arisen in nitrate 
of soda and sulphate of ammonia, and 
this is reflected in the market quota- 
tions. A hearing was held at Wash- 
ington this week on a bill which has 
some bearing on the fish scrap indus- 
try. Acid phosphate is steady, but 
unchanged. Considerable experiment- 
ing is going on in the fertilizer trade, 
and a report is heard that Europe has 
obtained satisfactory results from the 
use of salts of iron as a fertilizer ma- 
terial. In Russia sulphur has been 
used to advantage. For reviews of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta fer- 
tilizer markets refer to index on page 
23. Detailed reports on the separate 
articles of the local market follow:— 


OTHER NITROGENOUS MATERIALS. 


CYANAMID.—There has been no 
change in the market for cyanamid in 
the past week, there is still unsold a 
few hundred tons for shipment dur- 
ing the last week in March and on 
this manufacturers are quoting $2.40 
per unit of ammonia, f. 0. b. works. 
This quotation also applies to ship- 
ments during April and later months. 
Sellers report a good volume of sales 
for future deliveries. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Lafge lots of dried blood and tankage 
have been in request, but there has 
been a steady call for moderate sized 
lots and dried blood has sold at $3.35 
f. o. b. Chicago, which is a record quo- 
tation for this material. Tankage has 
sold at $3.224%@10, which is also a very 
high price. Sellers say manufacturers 
are taking on requirements, but are 
not inclined to cover far ahead. A re- 
port from London says that only small 
lots of dried blood are offering, and 
for quick delivery more money has 
to be paid. A representative London 
quotation for 15 per cent. material is 
14s. 3d. per unit of ammonia. All 
available tankage moves off steadily, 
Liverpool quoting business in low 
grades at 13s. per unit of ammonia, 
and 9d. per unit of phosphate. The 
The ammonia unit price is substantial- 
ly higher for better grades. 

FISH SCRAP.—Considerable inte’- 
est was aroused this week by hearings 
at Washington on the Linth‘cum bill. 
The bill seeks to prohibit and regulate 
the transportation of edibte fish fcr 
fertilizer purposes. An amendmc-nt 
was urged, which would be favorable 
to the fish scrap industry. There are 
no new features to the market for 
scraps and offerings are practically 
out of the possession of second hands. 
A foreign report on Peruvian guano 
says that this market remains firm, 
raw Government material in bags 
quoting round about £10., with a pa- 
tent equalised mixture at £8. 10s. and 
£6. 10s. respectively for first and sec- 
ond qualities. Trade in this manure 
is much smaller of course, than in the 
old days. Still, it plays an important 
part on the market, especially in con- 
nection with intensive cultivation. 
Since the Peruvian Corporation took 
over the business in 1890, it is estimat- 
ed that 1,134,918 tons of guano have 
been exported up to April last year; 
other large amaunts have been, of 
course, used locally. The necessity of 
closing certain of the guano islands 
each year has long been urged in ordér 
to allow the birds to breed. The islan’s 
have now been divided into zones for 
this purpose: Furthermore, the ex- 
traction of guano will only be made 
from June 1 to September 10 each year 
from one set of islands, whilst the rest 
are closed. 

NITRATE OF SODA. — Quotations 
for nitrate on the West Coast have 
ranged from 7s. 11%d. per quintal to 
7s. 8d. per quintal. The latter figure 
was quoted for April-June loading. 
Prompt and nearby loading has been 
kept steady by large buying to load 
steamers already chartered. Deliveries 
in Europe in January show an increase 
of about 16,000 tons over January, 1913.

A law has been promulgated in Chile 
authorizing the sale of nitrate lands in 
the Province of Tarapaca for the pe- 
riod of two years. The Chilan Nitrate 
Committee announce the nitrate of 
soda statistics for January as follows:—

ports, 114,961 tons; imports, 190,290 
tons; deliveries, 126,500 tons; visible 
supply, January 31, stocks, 438,200 
tons; afloat, 696,510 tons. 

It is reported that the German 


barque the Hera, bound from Pisaqua 
to Falmouth with a cargo of nitrate, 
was lost almost as she reached the 
port. The value of the nitrate is esti- 
mated at £30,000. 


Several] steamers have been fixed for 
carrying nitrate to the United States 
in the past two weeks, and sellers re- 
port a better demand from consuming 
trades. Ocean freights are still quot- 
ed on a favorable basis and as prompt 
loading on the West Coast is held at 
7s. 9%d. per quintal, market prices 
are still quoted at $2.22% for ship- 
ments but the spot market is firmer, 
with sellers quoting $2.25. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Offers 
of foreign sulphate have’ gained 
strength during the interval and sell- 
ers are quoting $2.95 per 100 pounds, 
Arrivals of foreign sulphate have in- 
creased at Southern ports and waile 


demand has shown some improvement 
the market is stil] far from active. Do- 
mestic sulphate is in good demand and 
deliveries: are being made regularly. 
Reports from abroad state that mar- 
kets there are steady, with future 
prices depending a good deal upon ex- 
port demand. It is expected that the 
price of sulphate will prove attractive 
because it is below the parity of other 
nitrogenous fertilizer materials. A re- 
port published in a London publication 
says that this. week a sligntly better 
tendency is to be noticed in the sul- 
phate of ammonia market. The f. o. b. 
quotation at Liverpool is now given 
as £12 lls. 3d. for good grey, 24% 
per cent quality, in double bags, less 
2% per cent. For March and April the 
quotation is £12. 13s. 94. The view in 
that city appears to be that the decline 
has been arrested for the time being; 
but this is apparently as much as can 
be safely said at the moment. Lon- 
don dealers do not by any means take 
a hopeful view of prospects, but still 
they regard lowest prices as having 
now been reached. -A recovery should 
be due, especially ag the export out- 
look is certainly better. At the same 
time, bear operations have been re- 
cently carried out, and these, being 
supported by important interests, are 
likely to go a long way toward im- 
peding recovery. London outside 
makes quote £12 7s. 6d. @ £12 10s.; 
Hull having the same minimum with 
£12 8s. 9d. as a maximum; Leith 
quotes £12 8% 9d @ £12 Ills. 3d. 
Reports of increased production con- 
tinue to come in, but consumption is 
very quiet.

CHICAGO FERTILIZER MARKET. 


(Special to the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
CHICAGO, February 19, 1914. 


A fair volume of business was consum- 
mated in the market for animal ammoniates 
at Chicago this week, and prices were rigidily 
maintained at the highest level of the sea- 
son and the highest ever recorded paid at 
this point for blood and tankage for fertilizer 
purposes. Sales were made at the prices 
packers were asking at the close last week. 
Hence, while the business booked during the 
last six days was at the highest prices yet 
recorded, the market was not quotable any 
higher than a week ago. Packers offered blood 
at $3.35 f. o. b. Chicago and tankage a 
$3.224% and 10 f. o, b. Chicago at the close 
last week and were still willing to accept 
the same prices at the close this week. Where- 
as they could not find buyers at those fig- 
ures a week ago, however, they succeeded in 
moving fair quantities at the prices this week, 
and inquiries were still being receved at the 
close, 

Packers and brokers figure upon about five 
weeks more of activity in the fertilizer trade. 
by that time it is expected the trade will be 
provided for for the present season, and a4 
lull in activities will ensue. Brokers are in- 
clined to believe that the high wave of ac- 
tivity and the advancing tendency of values 
have been passed, however, and many of them 
incline to the belief that a gradually easing 
market will ;be experienced from now on. 
Packers, they say, show more anxiety to move 
supplies at current quotations than formerly, 


and a little spurt in the demand is not so 
promptly followed by the withdrawal of of- 
ferings, as was the case earlier in the season. 


Production of blood and tankage is slightly in 
excess of that of a year ago at this time, bul 
this is offset by the increased proportion of 
the products being used for feeding purposes. 
The demand from manufacturers is mueh 
smaller than it has been in recent years, due 
chiefly to the increased cost of the materials, 
which has encouraged unprecedented use of 
cheaper substitutes, but the situation is equal- 
ized by the usual height reached by values. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.—Nu- 
merous sales of ground high-grade tankage 
were made this week at $3.22% and 10 Chi- 
cago, and while individual purchasers have not 


been large, orders running chiefly to thirty 
and fifty-ton lots, the week’s business has 
been of good volume in the aggregate. In- 


quiries were received right along to the clos- 





ing day of the week, and sufficient business 
was reported in sight to keep the mark; on 


a sound footing for some time to come, but 
packers appeared more anxious to sel] ‘han 
formerly, and consensus of opinion among 


brokers was that the zenith of values had 
about been reached. Nothing was being done 
in futures, the situation being too unusua! to 
permit consideration of future needs, 
DRIED BLOOD.—Although more easily 
tained than.ground high grade tankage, 


blood held on a firm basis at $3.35 f. o. b. 
Chicago, the highest price ever recorded at 
this market for the commodity. A fair vol- 
ume of business was transacted and the mar- 
ket closed in a healthy condition, although 
not as buoyant as it was in former Ww: eks. 
Orders received were restricted to compara- 


tively small lots, running from fifteen to fifty 


tons, but they were sufficiently numero: to 
make a satisfactory aggregate, and al) of- 
ferings were closely cleaned up. No mention 


is being made of futures, 


the present being 
sufligiently engrossing. 





BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET, 
(Special to the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
BALTIMORE, February 19, 1914. 


The fertilizer trade situation has not been 
characterized by any developments during the 


past week which might serve as an indica- 
tios of future results. For one thing, the 
weather acted as a bar, cold and snow check- 
ing whatever decided movement might have 
manifested itseif. To be sure, the cold and 
the snow were welcome to the agricultural sec- 
@tions for the reason, in the first place, that 
they arrested vegetation, which had shown 


signs of sprouting under the unseasonably mild 
temperatures that have ‘prevailed; and, 
ondly, the snow acted as covering for the 


sec- 


able area, providing protection for the 

and giving it the moisture needed. Altogether, 
the touch of real winter was to be welcomed 
as increasing the chances for a liberal distri- 
bution of fertilizers, and to that extent that 


outlook for the manufacturers of mixtures is 
improved. As for the direct results, they are 
of no special moment; in fact the week was 
distinguished for quiet in the trade, and 
neither the distribution of goods nor the de- 
mand for crude materials was of an order to 
attract comment, except in the way of re- 
marks that the movement is halting. This, 
however, does not appear to affect the quota- 
tions on some of the materials, which are be- 
ing pushed up, the sellers manifesting no dis- 
position to offer concessions of consequence, 
The snow and cold have rather strengthened 
the position of the holders of these materials, 
and the sellers are less inclined even than be- 
fore to mark down their figures.

A seasonable demand for dye ma- 
terials is reported in the case of most 
articles, though slow demand still 
holds good regarding a few materials 
of this market. Domestic packers are 
reported to have paid more attention 
to the production of blood albumen 
during the past year, and this has re- 
sulted in a large consumption of do- 
mestic grades. A good demanl is also 
reported for foreign grades of blood 
albumen and Chinese egg albumen is 
likewise meeting with a good call from 
consumers in the textile and leather 
trades. Shipments of gambier from 
primary points have been unusually 
large so for this year, but the market 
is holding steady. In some cases sell- 
ers are anxious to sell ex-dock, and 
this has led to some concessions in 
price. Bichromate of soda apparently 
is a little firmer with evidences of a 
decline in competitive selling. The 
future market, however, does not give 
signs of holding advances, and the 
present year should bring interesting 
developments, which may not be in 
favor of buyers. Starch and dextrine 
are steady in movement and in price. 
Higher values for spelter give a firmer 
tone to quotations for zinc dust. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local market follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—Egg albumen has been 
imported from Singapore and Shanghai 
Some of these stocks are held in bond- 
ed warehouses waiting call from con- 
sumers. Normal consumption is re- 
ported for foreign and domestic grades 
of blood albumen. Prices are quoted 
at 19@25c. a pound, for blood albumen, 
40@70c. a pound for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Im- 
ports of aniline salts in Decemter 
were 209,149 pounds, valued at $14,751. 
Imports for the calendar year 1913 with 
comparisons were:

Contract deliveries are seasonable. 
Domestic makers are said to hdve 
made considerable progress this year. 
Market quotations are 104%@10%c. per 
pound for aniline oil, and 8%@9%%c. 
per pound for aniline salts. 


BICHROMATES.—Sales of  bichro- 
mate of soda have been made recently 
on a basis of 4%c. per pound. This is 
the figure which has been quoted to 
dealers who were in the market for 
comparatively small lots. Large con- 
sumers have been quoted various prices 
and sales have been made at 4.70c., and 
also at 4%c. Some sellers have been 
more eager of late to hold the trade 
of large buyers and while most of the 
latter are reported to have contracted 
on a basis of 4%c. it is asserted that 
they are receiving supplies at 44%4.@4%c. 
per pound. In some cases sales have 
been made on a basis of delivery in- 
stead of f. o. b. works. This is especial- 
ly true in the cases of certain con- 
sumers in the West. From reports 
heard in the local market it appears 
as if the average price at which bi- 
chromate of soda is now selling is 
higher than the average of two or 
three months ago. This is attributed 
to less pressure on the part of sellers 
and at least a partial absence of the 
price-cutting methods of a short time 
ago. It is stated that some sellers 
in making new contracts have tried to 
change the clause which protects buy- 
ers against declines in the market. 
These sellers, according to reports, 
have offered contracts which merely 
protect buyers against declines on the 
part of the seller, who is a party to the 
contract. It is really this protective 
clause as it stands in the old con- 
tracts which has made possible con- 
tinuous rivalry for business from 
month to month, and its repeal, no 
doubt, would establish the market on a 
more stable basis. Bichromate of pot- 
ash remains in seasonable demand and 
prices are steadily maintained at 6%c. 
per pound for round lots. 

CUTCH.—Shipments for cutch from 
Rangoon to all ports during the month 
of January were 250 tons, against 300 
tons last year and 700 tons in 1912. 
Stocks of cutch are small in most con- 
suming markets and prices are steadily 
quoted at 5@6c. per pound in the local 
market. 


DEXTRINE.—Sellers report a firm 
tone to the market for dextrine with 
new business, not active but at sea- 
sonable volume. Prices are repeated 
on a basis of:—Dextrine, $2.62 in bags, 
$2.73 in barrels; special dark canary 
dextrine, $2.72 in bags, $2.83 in barrels; 
British gum, $2.83 in bags, $2.88 in bar- 
rels. These prices are per 100 pounds 
f, o. b. New York in carload lots. 

GAMBIER.—Shipments of gambier 
from Singapore during the first half of 
February, were 300 tons to the Unitel 
State, 525 tons to Great Britain and 
650 tons to the Continent. Total ex-

Supplies of wunas- 
sorted mixed yellow nvts are fair, 
while those of No. 1 ycllow nuts and 
No. 3 dark nuts of all sizes are small. 
Australian Bhimries are not offering 
from this port in any quantities for 
which higher prices may be obtained. 

London reports sales of No. 1 Jubhle- 
pore at 5s. 104d. per ewt. c. i. f. The 
market is firm. The local market is 
seasonable with normal amounts taken 
by consumers.

PRUSSIATES.—There has been a 
steady delivery on contracts in the case 
of prussiate of soda and yellow prus- 
siate of potash.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 19, 1914. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New Yor Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Nothwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, shows 
a gain in all branches of the industry, regard- 
less of the bad weather conditions. The week 
was one of those weeks when many wells were 
due for completion and the contractors rushed 
the work on the wells, so as to get them fin- 
ished as soon as possible, as the cost of fuel to 
run the drilling tools is very heavy when zero 
weather prevails. There are many rigs up over 
the country awaiting the starting of the drill, 
but as lone as the cold snap remains but 
very few new wells will start drilling, unless 
a case of necessity to offset other wells and 
thereby live up to lease clauses. 

The week has been one of gushers, as a num- 
ber above the average were found. In the 
West Virginia field an 1,890-barrel gusher was 
struck, to be followed by another that pro- 
duced 540 barrels. These two wells show that 
the producing formation has not been drained 
of the product, and others just as good are 
looked to be drilled in the same vicinity. The 
Indiana field made a spurt during the week 
and comes forward with the greatest number of 
completions of any of the fields. This is due 
to the great activity in the Sullivan field, In 
the Western portion of the State, against the 
Illinois line. The territory being shallow it 
does not take long to drill a hole several hun- 
dred feet deep and the leaseholders are doing 
their utmost to get the oil into the tanks as 
fast as the drill can get it. 

Pennsylvania Field. 


The usual amount of development work is be- 
ing done in the different parts of the old 
Southern New York-Pennsylvania fields, al 
though the wells are on the light produceyg 
order, as nothing above a stripper is expected, 
although once in a while a well is found that 
will show a production of from ten barrels up 
to thirty barrels a day. A short time ago E. 
H. Hague & Co. drilled a well on the Greenlee 
tract, near the Greene county line in New Beth- 
lehem townshin, Washington county, that did 
about thirty barrels, and it looked like a 
usher to the old-timers that have seen but few 
of this size wells in the old fields for a long 
period. This well will mean that others will 
be drilled in the immediate vicinity. 

In the old Carson pool, in Beaver county, C. 
rr. & G. B. Andrews’ No. 5 on their own tract 
shows for fifteen burrels. ‘ties from Hooks- 
town drilled a test on the npbell tract, in 
Green township, on Mill Creek, and only have 
a slight show of oil, and the well may make a 
very light pumper. 

In Allegheny county, in the old Dorseyville 
pool, Walley & Co.'s test on the Burneiser tract 
is showing for ten barrels, while in the Free- 
port district of Greene county Kent & Co.'s 
test on the Dye tract struck a rank failure at 
a depth of 3,197 feet. 

In Clarion county, in Richland township, F 
L. Harvey's third well on his own tract, on 
Richey Run. shows for about three barrels. In 
Perry township the Trent Oil Company’s No. 
7 Trent tract is good for close to three barrels 
a day. In Honey township, Armstrong county, 
the Pemerick Oil Company's No. 2 Fox tract is 
good for three barrels. 


West Virginia. 


The West Virginia fields for the week in 
review shows more like an oil field than for a 
long time, or since the famous Blue Creek 
field was brought to light. The week just 
closed will be remembered for its gushers, one 
especially stirring interest for miles around 
when it came in at 1,800 barrels a day, put- 
ting Harrison county and the Sardis district 
ence more on the oil map, which was followed 
by another in the same field that showed 540 
barrels a day. The large gusher’s second day’s 
production amounted to 1,400 barrels and the 
third day’s output was 1,200 barrels The 
Sardis district is about the only redeeming 
point in the State at this time for big wells, 
as hardly a week passes but what a well in 
the gusher list is brought in. 

The Walnut Creek district, in Wirt county, 
is still looked upon as a probable point for a 
new pool; although it will not be as rich as 
some of the pools found in the State, it may 
add much territory to be developed, which 
is one of the essential things just at this 
time, for the trade is badly in need of some 
spot for active work as soon as the spring 
season opens. There is an abundance of terri- 
tory yet to be drilled within defined limits 
but the trade is hardly satisfied unless some- 
thing out of the ordinary and of a wildcat na- 
ture is open for development. The favorable 
sections that retain a large scope of undrilled 
territory are Wetzel, Lewis and Marion coun- 
ties. All three counties are deep-sand proposi- 
tions, but the large producing companies care 
little for the expense as long as they can find 
the crude in paying quantities. Ritchie county 
is the only shallow sand field in the State that 
is showing any work to speak of, and very 
little at that. The southwestern portion in the 
Big Sandy Valley’ is the spot that wildcatters 
will tackle as soon as the weather conditions 
will permit the moving of material for new 
derricks. 

Harrison county for the week shows the larg- 
est number of completions in the Little Moun- 
tain State, as well as the greater gushers. The 
big well of the week was the Vesper oi Com- 
pany’s test on the Perry tract, in the Sardis 
district, on Rock Camp Run, ‘This well showed 
the production of 1,800 barrels a day and the 
largest well found in the State since some of 
the big gushers a year or so ago were found in 
the Blue Creek field, in| Kanawha county. In 
the same district the Philadelphia Company’s 
No. 25 on the Lucas Brothers tract on West 
Fork River produced 540 barrels. In the Sar 
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dis district Grove & Parrish's second well on 
the James Ogden tract, on Big Elk Creek did 
1) barrels. The South Penn Oil Company’s 
No. 3 Sprout tract, on Rock Camp Run, did 
twenty barrels and its No. 4 Martin tract, on 
Ten-Mile Creek, is a big gas well. No. 1 of 
this company on the Bennett tract, on the 
same stream, did thirty barrels. The Hope 
Gas Company's No. 5 Garrett tract, on Big 
Elk Creek, did forty barrels and W. E. Donlin 
«& Co.'s No, 2 Hess tract did ten barrels. In 
the Clark district Nathan Goff drilled a light 
sas well on his own tract, on Limestone Creek, 
and in the Ten-Mile district the Elk Fuel 
Company’s test on the Peppers tract, on Hall's 
Run, did ten barrels. 

In Roane county, Spencer district, Goff & 
Heck's test on the Sommerville tract, on 
Spring Creek, showed a volume of 5,000,000 
cubic feet of natural gas. In the Walton 
district the Ruckmore Oil Company’s test on 
the Moore tract did ten barrels. In the Smith- 
field district the Ohio Fuel Oil Company’s 
test on the Hammock tract, on Poco River, 
did ten barrels. ~ 

In Lincoln county, Sheridan district, the 
Huntington Development and Gas Company’s 
test on the company’s own tract, on Guyan 
River, is a big gasser. In the Duval district 
the Big Creek Development Company’s No. 26 
Spurlock tract, on Saams Branch, did forty 
barrels and No. 11 Oxley tract, on the same 
stream, did thirty-five barrels and No. 13 Bell 
tract, on Porter's Fork, did ten barrels. 

In Wetzel county, Ciay district, the Phila- 
delphia Company’s test on the Connelly tract, 
on Fish Creek, did twenty five barrels. In 
the Center district the Hope Gas Company's 
test on the Wiley tract, on Fish Creek, and 
its No. 1 on the McGill tract, in the Church 
district, on the same stream, were both good 
gas wells. 

In Brooke county, Buffalo district, in the 
Beach Bottom pool, the Rockledge Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 12 Wells tract did twenty barrels. 

In Marion county, Mannington district, the 
Clayton Oil Company’s second test on the 
Gampbell tract, on Warrior's Fork, did 100 
barrels 

In Clay county, Union district, the Koontz 
Oil and Gas Company’s No. & Sample tract did 
twenty-five barrels. 

In Kanawha county, Big Sandy district, the 
O'Connell Oil Company’s No, 35 on the Goshorn 
— on Falling Rock Creek, did twenty bar- 
rels. 

In Monongalia county, Battelle district, the 
Philadelphia Company's test on the Wise tract, 
on the left fork of Dunkard Creek, is a gasser, 
and in the Clay district the Benedum-Trees 
company’s fourth test on the Park tract, on 
Thomas Creek, was a gasser. In Lewis coun- 
ty, Freeman's Creek district, the Reserve Gas 
—— test on the White tract is a gas 
well. 





Southeastern Ohio. 


The deep sand fields of Southeastern Ohio 

remain the spot where new production should 
come if any is found. The week shows some 
very good-sized wells when compared with the 
production of previous weeks. The gushers 
are not alone confined to the deep sand, but 
the old shallow sand field in Washington coun- 
ty broke forth during the week when Edward 
Meyers drilled in a 250-barrel gusher in. his 
No. 7 Braun heirs tract, in Newport township, 
and the best well found in the shallow fields 
for many months. In the same county, but in 
Palmer township, J. C. Dinsmoor made a fifty- 
barrel strike in his No. 29 Palmer tract. 
_ The Union Furnace end of the deep sand field 
is attracting considerable attention, it being 
the best looking = proposition now found 
in Hocking county. he Logan Natural Gas 
Company’s fifth test on the Rainscheld tract, 
in Starr township, of that county, showed a 
production of 100 barrels, and in Falls Gore 
township the Griffin Producing Company’s No. 
& Williams tract did 200 barrels, while the 
Chartier Oil Company’s No. 83 on the Hock- 
ing Products Company’s tract did 125 barrels. 
The Logan Gas Company’s second well on the 
Price tract, in Green township, did twenty 
barrels. 

In Licking county, Hopewell township, the 
Columbus Oil and Fuel Company’s third well 
on the Logham tract did 100 barrels and in 
Perry county, Pike township, Vensel & Keat- 
ing’s test on the Calhoun tract did seventy- 
five barrels. 

A new concern known as the Two-Mile Oil 
Company has been organized to develop a large 
acreage south of the Union Furnace field, in 
Vinton and Athens counties. 


Other Fields. 


The other wellknown fields of Kentucky, 
Lima, Indiana and Illinois are all holding 
up their end well, especially the Sullivan field, 
in Western Indiana, where the drill is being 
pushed at a rapid rate. Work is also under 
progress in the western portion of Kentucky, 
near Sebree and Dixon, and, while it will take 
close to ninety days to drill a well there. ow- 
ing to the depth to test, the trade will await 
with keen interest the outcome of what now 
looks like a promising field.

This heavy increase in new production for 
the week is due to the many prolific wells 
found in the Sullivan, Indiana, field, that fleld 
being due for a heavy number of completions, 
as so many wells at the close of the previous 
week were so near the completion stages. The 
increased production is also helped out much 
by the gushers found in West Virginia and 
Southeastern Ohio.
